Purity Supreme Building Renovation Will Be Completed In Dec.

The $2 million renovation of the 
former Purity Supreme building off 
Main st. will be completed next 
month. By January, more than one 
dozen offices are expected to be 


located there, according to developer 
vice president Stephen Frohn.

The $2 million in renovation funds 
was awarded to project developer 
New England Business Properties in 
the form of a low-interest loan, after

Frohn believes the project could 
mean a boost to downtown merchants 
through money spent by the 50 or

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Federal Crackdown Nabs 
Winchester Drug Suspect

A Winchester man pleaded inno¬ 
cent to drug trafficking charges after 
state and federal authorities cracked 
a major cocaine ring last Wednesday, 
seizing more than $1 million in 
cocaine. 

Mark A. Jessup. 25, was among 
four men arrested last Wednesday 
afternoon at Boston’s waterfront after 
undercover Federal Drug Enforce¬ 
ment agents paid $127,000 for two 
kilos of cocaine. Police report three 
kilos of cocaine were confiscated in 
all. 

Jessup and three other suspects 


are being held at Boston’s Charles 
Street Jail. Attorney James Carroll of 
the Boston law firm of Gaston Snow 
Ely & Bartlett said yesterday that he 
is unsure whether Jessup will be freed 
before the Nov 5. probable cause 
hearing. 

According to Carroll, U.S. 
Magistrate Robert Codings on Mon¬ 
day ordered Jessup’s lawyers to pro¬ 
vide specific details about the origin 
of bail money he might come up with. 

“Right now, Mr. Jessup is not out 
on bail.” said Carroll.“We have to 
present more evidence to the 
Magistrate. Basically, the Magistrate 


wants to know where his bail money 
would come from. 

“We don’t really know what the 
next move is. We’ll Ik? gathering more 
information. I don’t know if he’ll be 
free by the Nov. 5 hearing,” Carroll 
added. 

The others being held are Garcia 
Luis Trujillo, 25, of East Boston; 
Jesus M. Velez, 24. of Brighton; and 
Thomas J. Webster. 30. of Watertown. 
All four are suspected of being 
“kingpin” drug dealers, according to 
Boston police. 

Two women also were arrested in 
connection with the case. Elisa Ran- 


no surrendered to authorities on 
Thursday morning and was released 
on $25,000 personal bond. Arrested 
during the weekend was a suspect 
identified as Karen Webster 

The arrests followed more than 
eight months of investigation by 
federal and state police, including the 
Boston Police Organized Crime Unit. 

U.S. Magistrate Codings presided 
at the arraignments in the U.S. 
District Courthouse in Boston.

The debates are over. Registration 
closed weeks ago. The candidates 
have finalized their platforms and 
promises. 

Now, it’s all up to Winchester’s 
13,611 voters. 

The majority of them are 
registered Democrats, with In¬ 
dependents running a close second. 
Just under 2,800 are registered 
Republicans. Amazingly enough, 
about 500 of Winchester’s voters 
waited to register until Oct. 9. the last 
possible day. 

On Tuesday, Nov. 6, voters will be 
able to procrastinate no longer. The 
dutiful will cast their votes for coun¬ 
ty officials, statewide candidates, and 
the next President of the United 
States. 

The hottest race pits Democrat 
John F. Kerry against Republican 
Raymond Shamie for a seat in the 
U.S. Senate. Kerry, the current 
Lieutenant Governor, supports a 
bilateral nuclear freeze and sharp 
cuts in national defense spending, as 
well as a halt to U.S. intervention in 
Central America. He is also in favor 
of strong environmental protection 
measures, heavy state subsidies for 
the needy, and the Equal Rights 
Amendment. 

Shamie, founder of a high-tech 
manufacturing firm, wants America 
to shift from foreign aid programs to 
increased trade in a free market en¬ 
vironment. He supports the Balanc¬ 
ed Budget Amendment, a crackdown 
on crime, and legislation to improve 
the country’s educational system 

In the election for U.S. House of 


Representatives, Democrat Edward 
J. Markey opposes Republican S. 
Lester Raiph. Markey, an incumbent 
who beat out local lawyer Samuel 


Rotondi in the Sept. 18 primary, has 
represented Massachusetts’ 7th 
District since 1976. 

During his terms in office, he has 


sponsored the nuclear freeze resolu¬ 
tion, supported telephone industry 
reforms, and worked to pass en¬ 
vironmental protection legislation. 

Ralph, his opponent, an attorney 
and Episcopal priest, supports con¬ 
ventional arms build-up to counter the 
Soviets, a tough anti-Communist 
stance in the Third World, and across- 
the board spending cuts. 

On the November ballot, five in¬ 
cumbents ure running unopposed: 
Councilor Joseph Langone, state Sen. 
Richard Kraus, state Rep. Sherman 
W. Saltmarsh. County Register of 
Probate Paul Cavanaugh, and Coun¬ 
ty Treasurer William Gustus. Of the 
five, all but Saltmarsh are 
Democrats. 

Saltmarsh, of Mt. Vernon st., is 
seeking a sixth term in office. Since 
his first election, he has run unoppos¬ 
ed. “I’d like to think it’s because the 
people are satisfied with what I’m do¬ 
ing to represent the community in the 
legislature,” he said. 

Saltmarsh favors the transfer of 
state funds to cities and towns, 
especially, he said, in a time of 
prosperity for Massachusetts. He 
upholds Proposition 2L> taxation 
limits, as well as legislation to clean 
up toxic waste. The Representative 
said he has been particularly effec¬ 
tive in securing state grant money for 
local development projects. 

In the County Commissioners’ 
race, voters will elect two of the three 
candidates. Thomas J. Larkin and 
Michael E. McLaughlin, both 
Democrats, are incumbents. Their

Fingerprin ting 
For Safety’s Sake 


The I-Dent-A-Kid Program Records 
90 Percent Of Town’s Children’s 
Fingerprints Just In Case

Last year 2,008 Winchester kid.- 
got fingerprinted just in case 
Just in case they get lost 
Just in case they get kidnapped. 
Just in case the unthinkable 
happens. 

Every year more than 1.8 million 
children are reported missing. The 
vast majority of them are runaways 
or children nabbed by a parent involv 
ed in a custody battle. But at least 
20,000 are kidnapped by criminals, 
and some of them never return to 
their homes. 

Last week, the Winchester I-Dent- 
A-Kid Committee fingerprinted 


elemetary school children who miss¬ 
ed out last year, mostly new students 
and entering kindergartners, as well 
as more than 160 junior high school 
students. 

Sgt James Pierce of the commit¬ 
tee estimates that 90 percent of the 
the town’s children have participated 
in the program. 

Winchester parents who send their 
children to out-of-town schools may 
have them fingerprinted by making 
an appointment at the Police Dept. 

The I-Dent-A-Kid Committee was 
formed last year to coordinate a 
townwide fingerprinting campaign 
The members of the committee in¬ 


clude policemen, school ad¬ 
ministrators, a Selectman, and the 
owners of an insurance company, 
John Hackett and John Mercurio Jr . 
who underwrote the program. 

The fingerprinting is done on a 
strictly volunteer basis. During the 
simple process, children press their 
fingers into a spongy pillow covered 
with ink, and carefully roll them 
across a printed form. It’s messy, but, 
say the children, not scary.

Two Warrant 
Articles Dropped 

• Although there are 18 articles on 
the warrant, only 16 will actually 
come up for discussion at Town 
Meeting. That's because two land 
preservation articles have been in 
definitely postponed, due to lack of 
support from the town’s most influen- 
cial boards. 

The open fields named in the ar¬ 
ticles were both listed as potential 
sites for low- to moderate-income 
housing. No new construction has ac¬ 
tually been proposed. 

The first article, designed to pre 
vent construction on the Highland 
ave. field, was withdrawn last Thurs¬ 
day after the Board of Selectmen and 
the Finance Committee refused to 
hack it. 

The Selectmen, said Ann 
Hathaway, the article’s leading spon¬ 
sor. “felt that by supporting our arti¬ 
cle they would be setting a dangerous 
precedent, and that every 
neighborhood would lx? coming in 
with a petition to protect their open 
land ” 


Advice from Douglas Randall, the 
Town Counsel, also influenced the 
postponement decision. said 
Hathaway. “He advised that we 
might be better protected the way we 
are." she said. 

Hathaway stated that legal am¬ 
biguities in the land’s status could 
work in favor of maintaining the open 
space. 

She said she would like to see the 
use of Winchester’s open land ad¬ 
dressed through a townwide policy. 

Carol Cammon, sponsor of an ar¬ 
ticle to prevent construction on the 
Muraco School field, said the article 
was withdrawn because there was 
“no support” for it In addition, she 
commented, “the School Committee 
said it wouldn't release the land." 

In a letter to the Board of Select¬ 
men, Supt. Charles Mitsakos explain¬ 
ed the School Committee’s opposition 
to the article. The committee, he 
wrote, was concerned about “main¬ 
taining adequate open space on the 


Muraco School grounds and to 
reserve it. possibly for expansion." 

Cammon stated she saw no need 
to pursue the article, as “the School 
Committee said it wouldn’t release 
the land ” 

Town Hopes To 
Improve Common 

• If a state grant comes through, 
Winchester’s Town Common will get 
a face-lift. In spite of the reservations 
of two Selectmen, the town will sub¬ 
mit a $100,000 grant application to the 
Executive Office of Communities and 
Development (EOCD) by next 
Friday. 

John Connery, Economic Develop¬ 
ment Planner, said the state money 
would go for new benches, new trash 
cans, improved lighting, and land¬ 
scaping of the Common. Connery 
warned, however, that "It would be 
an extremely difficult grant to get,”

Arnott and Swanson have retain¬ 
ed the literary quality of this reading 
edition in their production by pro¬ 
viding an intimate surrounding in 
which the audiences can use their im- 


ly in the same production, and should 
aginations. 

The “Half Hours” production was 
conceived by Arnott of Herrick st.. a 
senior English major at Tufts 
Univesity, who discovered the plays 
last September He cast each of the 
three plays separately. Of the 14 cast 
members, 12 are freshmen. Arnott 
himself also appears briefly in one of 
the plays, as an aging lawyer. 

The evening’s entertainment will 
begin with “The Old Lady Shows Her 
Medals,” perhaps Barrie’s best- 
known one-act play. In it. a London 
chairwoman must endure the in¬ 


justices of the Great War and deal 
with the welcome intrusion of a 
vulgar but compassionate young 
soldier into her lonely life. 

“The Twelve Found Look,” the se¬ 
cond play on the program, unites a 
prosperous man with his ex-wife on 
the eve of his being knighted. The 
situation leads to a confrontation on 
the values of personal success, and a 
highly entertaining and enlightening 
conclusion. 

After a short intermission. “Half 
Hours” concludes with “The Will,” 
which features a young couple whose 
increasing success changes their at¬ 
titudes and relationships. 


“Half Hours” w ill be presented in 
the three-quarter arena style which 
proved so popular with Arnott and 
Swanson’s production of “Relative 
Values.” The audience will be seated 
as close to the small, open stage as 
possible, and the actors will often ad¬ 
dress the audience. 

Tickets tor the performances will 
be available at the door. 

“Half Hours” is only the latest in 
what is expected to be an entire year 
of Arnott-Sw'anson productions. The 
partners have adopted the company 
name of Theatricide and already 
have plans to produce three more

123-25, a $964,00*0 fiscal 1985 
budget amendment giving 
any House employee who has 
not received a raise since 
Dec. 31, 1983, a salary hike of 
6 percent or $1000, whichever 
is greater, and then freezing 
all salaries until February 
1985. 

The amendment survived 
and was included in the con¬ 
ference committee version of 
the budget approved by the 
House and Senate and signed 
by Gov. Dukakis in July. 
Published reports last week 
indicate that McGee gave out 
several raises which exceed 
the 6 percent or $1000 limit 
and violate tin* section pro¬ 
hibiting granting raises to 
anyone who has already 
received one since Dec. 31, 
1983. 

The issue of jobs and pay 
hikes is a controversial one 
the legislature faces each 
year. This week’s report 
reviews local representatives’ 
votes on the $964,000 budget 
amendment and other pay 
raise and job related issues 
considered by the legislature 
in 1984. 

IIOUSK EMPLOYEES (II 
5600) — House 123-25, approv¬ 
ed a $964,000 budget amend¬ 
ment giving any House 
employee, who has not receiv¬ 
ed a raise since Dec. 31, 1983, 
a salary hike of 6 percent of 
$1000, whichever is greater 
and then freezing all salaries 
until February 1985. The 
amendment was later approv¬ 
ed by both the House and 
Senate and signed as part of 
the fiscal 1985 budget by Gov. 
Dukakis on July 14. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 
amendment. A “Nay” vote is 
against it. 

Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh 
voted no

House 106-38, rejected a bill 
designating an assistant clerk 
in Boston Municipal Court to 
be the clerk in charge of case 
flow management. The new 
position would pay $34,483 to 
the designated clerk who cur¬ 
rently earns $29,540. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 
bill. A “Nay” vote is against 
it. 

Saltmarsh voted no. 

LEGISLATE •: AIDES (II 
5600) — House 115-34, approv¬ 
ed an amendment increasing 
funding for legislative aides 
from $3.17 million to $3.3 
million. The increase gave a 
raise of $1000 to legislative 
aides and hiked their salaries 
from $17,000 to $18,000. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 
$1000 hike. A “Nay” vote is 
against it. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

COURT OFFICERS (II 
5600) — House 125-13, rejected 
an amendment decreasing 
funding for legislative court 
officers and pages from $2.1 
million to $1.8 million. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 
$400,000 cut. A “Nay” vote is 
against it. 

Saltmarsh voted no. 

CLERICAL (II 5600) — 
House 98-52, defeated an 
amendment reducing funding 
for legislative clerical help 
from $3 million to $2.8 million. 
The amendment also pro¬ 
hibits hiring of new personnel 
until a special house commit¬ 
tee on personnel completes its 
study and makes its recom¬ 
mendations. 

A “Yea” vote is for cutting 
$200,000. A “Nay” vote is for 
keeping the $200,000). 

Saltmarsh voted no. 

LOTTKRY SYSTEM (II 
5600) — House defeated 98-48, 
an amendment providing that 
all jobs in the summer youth 
job program be filled by the 
Division of Employment 
Security and the use of a lot¬ 
tery system.

As for the president, he 
gets too much. You’re always 
reading about how he dozes 
off during cabinet meetings. 
Even his aides admit as much 
when pressed by reporters. It 
doesn't even bother them; a 
good example of less govern¬ 
ment, they tell us with a 
shrug. 

Two sleeping guys we have 
to choose between come 
November the 6th. The pa¬ 
jama twins. The Doctor Den¬ 
ton Duo. 

There’s a theory to the ef¬ 
fect that the individual who 
finally wins the right to repre¬ 
sent us to the world tends 
always, in an odd and 
mystical way, to be all of us 
writ large. He embodies us. 

We choose him with a 
weird and irrational kind of 
radar, voting as much with 
our subconscious as with our 
waking intellect. We choose 
him because he’s familiar to 
us, because in some way, he 
really is us — whoever we, the 
changeable American public, 
happen to be at the time. 

If this theory is an ac¬ 
curate one, then our chief 
trait as individuals right now 
is our profound sense of ex¬ 
haustion.

It makes sense to me. It’s 
right on the mark. It quivers 
where it landed, in fact — 
right on the old bull’s eye. 

Think about it. I myself 
don’t know a soul over 15 who 
isn’t tired most of the time. 

For many of us, the first 
waking thought each day 
centers around the question of 
when we can crawl back into 
the old bed again. Do we have 
to get up at all, we sometimes 
ask ourselves? We turn on the 
radio, hoping against hope for 
some metaphorical kind of No 
School announcement that 
will tell us today has been 
cancelled. 

The pace of modern life is 
what does this to us. 

We rush to doctor’s ap¬ 
pointments and then sit in the 
waiting room for an hour in an 
agony of ulcer-producing 
idleness. 

We hurry to get to the 
dump before it closes or to the 
curb before the trash truck 
arrives, lest we meet the 
awful fate of having to live 
with the hundred pounds of 
garbage the average family 
generates in a week. 


We scurry like squirrels in 
the supermarket, racing up 
and down the aisles and toss¬ 
ing food items into die car¬ 
riage, possibly without 
breaking stride. We bumble 
together like sheep in the 
checkout bottleneck, jockey¬ 
ing for position and attemp¬ 
ting always to find the 
shortest line. 

Commuters race to work 
on trains and buses. Some toil 
along the highways to get 
there, weaving in and out of 
lanes, braiding a pattern that 
seems to offer the directest 
route. 

We take a quick shower. 
We grab a quick lunch. 

I know I live at this pace. 
I’ve even found a lunch that’s 
portable, a froth of protein 
and vile-tasting fiber that I 
can throw in the blender and 
drink on the run. 

Parents whisk kids to den¬ 
tal appointments, install them 
in the chair and dash the cat 
to the vets to have her claw- 
sharpening shots. They dash 
home, throw together some 
supper and prepare to 
monitor three hours of 
homework and tuba tootling. 

Some even go (o bed at 9 
and wake at 2 or 4 to drive 
through the arctic darkness 
for hockey practice. 

It’s crazy. We’re wearing 
ourselves out. Yawning has 
become a national pastime. 
Snoozing in church is on the 
increase. 

Our leaders are no worse 
than the rest of us. Life in 
America is an exhausting 
business. They know this as 
well as any of us, better 
perhaps. 

It will be interesting to see 
who wins this election — the 
man who should nap more or 
the one who should nap less.

Food Flap 


Senate Candidate Lt. Gov. John F. Kerry last week attack¬ 
ed his opponent Kay Shamie for Shamie’s close support of Presi¬ 
dent Ronald Reagan. 

Kerry went to Boston City Hospital amid a herd of 
newspaper and TV photographers so that he might be 
photographed with what he called starving children suffering 
from malnutrition as a result of cuts in federal spending 
programs. 

Kerry is very good at thrusting himself before TV cameras 
at opportune places to make a political point. During the 
primary campaign, when he was twice refused permission from 
the National Park Service to make a political commercial at 
the Vietnam Veterans Memorial, Kerry and his TV crew snuck 
onto the property in the early morning hours and completed the 
film before park rangers drove them off. No one, especially a 
politician, is allowed to use a national park for a commercial 
under Federal law. 

Kerry had his wrist slapped. There was only a minor 
political flap over the incident. Had it been General Motors or 
Mobil Oil using the national parks for commercials, Kerry 
would have been the first to criticize and denounce the situation. 

But he was being supported by The Boston Globe and other 
liberal media so not one TV station refused to run the illegally 
made commercial and they all downplayed the incident. 

However, this new tactic of using hungry children as a 
backdrop for his own benefit has apparently backfired. 

The Boston Herald reported this week that Lt. Gov. Kerry’s 
state administration last year returned $891,000 of a $1.7 million 
federal grant under the Women, Infants and Children program, 
intended to feed those hungry children. 

More than half the money available was returned. 

And the state administration has responded that its failure 
to put the money in the hands of the needy was — you guessed 
it _ the federal government’s fault.

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Scout Leader’s Memorial Fund Provides Awards 


1985 will be the first year in which 
a scout from Winchester will receive 
a grant from the Edward S. Reynolds 
Memorial Fund enabling him or her 
to participate in a scouting event 
beyond the local area. 

Income from the Reynolds Fund 
will provide an opportunity each year 
thereafter for an outstanding Win¬ 
chester scout to attend a scouting ac¬ 
tivity such as summer camp, 
leadership training camp, Philmont 
camp in New Mexico, or national 
roundup or world jamborees. 

The Edward S. Reynolds Perma¬ 
nent Memorial Fund was established 
in June 1984 to honor Dr. Reynolds, a 
former Winchester resident and 
scoutmaster of Troop 507. Troop com¬ 
mittee members who worked with 
“Doc” formed a committee to 
establish the fund, inviting other 
former scouts and townspeople to 
contribute. 

Dr. Reynolds inspired countless 
young people with his enthusiasm, 
leadership, skill in the outdoors, and 
a sense of humor. Among his many 
contributions to the town during his 
seven-year tenure as leader of Troop 
507 was conceiving and spearheading 
the annual Aberjona River Cleanup, 
which was held recently. The genial 
scoutmaster was also a careful and 
gifted researcher with a lifelong in¬ 
terest in medicine. 

Dr. P. R. Gilmer Jr., professor 
and acting chairman of the Universi¬ 
ty of Texas Medical Branch at 
Galveston, upon hearing of the 
memorial fund, wrote “We here at 
UTMB were far better acquainted 
with Ted’s contributions to medical 
research and, as your newspaper ar¬ 
ticle states, his interest in research 
activities at the medical student level. 
Your group will be pleased to know 
that the medical student research 
program which he founded here was 
again filled to overflowing with eager 
young students, two of whom won 
special awards.” 

Dr. Reynolds’ widow- Betty, upon 
learning of the committee’s plan to 
establish a permanent memorial 
fund, wrote: ‘‘Jean, Peter, Margaret, 
William, and I are deeply moved by 
what you have done. No more fitting 
tribute to Ted could be conceived than 
one that is designed to encourage the 
individual development of young peo¬ 
ple. In scouting and in medicine he 
was deeply concerned about giving 
anyone who showed interest, but par¬ 
ticularly those of the younger genera-

“He was a most sincere man, tend¬ 
ed to his responsibilities, cherished 
honor above indulgence and service 
above gain. His warm, graciouis 
manner was evident in his roles as 
father, husband, physician, chur¬ 
chman, community leader and 
friend....”

Choate-Symmes Hospitals Inc. has 
completed the first in a series of train 
ing/orientation programs for 
volunteers who will work in the 
Emergency Walk In Care Centers at 
both the Symmes and Choate 
Divisions.

I thought this would 
be a perfect time to join the Volunteer 
Dept. This past June, I took a bad fall 
and was brought to the Symmes ER. 
The sincere concern on the faces of 
the staff and the excellent care I 
received inspired me to volunteer my 
services.” 

The use of volunteers in the 
emergency areas of Choate and Sym¬ 
mes hospitals is an innovative 
development. For years, volunteers 
have played an important supporting 
role in many areas of the health care 
system. They have performed such 
functions ns transporting patients to 
diagnostic and treatment areas, run 


ning the Coffee and Gift Shops, 
delivering flowers and mail, or len¬ 
ding welcome emotional suport to pa¬ 
tients and their families. 

Emergency Dept, volunteers’ 
duties include picking up X-rays or 
other test results, helping to keep 
supply shelves stocked, assisting with 
child care, providing emotional sup¬ 
port to patients and thier families, 
and numerous other valuable 
functions. 

According to Eleanor G. Mat¬ 
thews. director of Volunteer Services 
at Chdatc-Symmes Hospitals, open¬ 
ings still exist weekends at Symmes 
and on most shifts at the Choate 
Division 

Shifts are four hours each: 9a.m.

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automatically detect any widespread 
power losses, so we can immediately 
start working to pinpoint the cause of 
the trouble and restore service as 
soon as possible. 

Leave just a few lights on in the 
house, so you'll know when power has 
been restored. When power is 
restored, turn on necessary ap¬ 
pliances one after the other. 

If your electric service is not af¬ 
fected but you do see damaged or 
downed wires, you may help a 
neighbor by phoning Edison with the 
location of the damaged wires. 

Water 

If a severe storm is forecasted, 
you may wish to fill your bathtub and 
any spare containers with water. 
(Residential electric water pumps 
and city water systems can be af 
fected by a power failure.) This 
should be enough for drinking, chok¬ 
ing and washing until service is 
restored. Toilets can be flushed by 
pouring a bucket of water into the 
bowl. 

lk>at 

Your house will stay warm for a 
time in the winter, even if the power 
is interrupted. It will stay warmer if 
it is well insulated, has storm win¬ 
dows and is free of drafts. Burning 
wood or logs made out of newspaper. 1 
in the fireplace will help. I)o not burn 
charcoal indoors because it releases 
carbon monoxide, a poison. Keep 


your snades down, curtains closed 
and doors shut to preserve the heat 
you have in your house. 

Use caution and have proper ven¬ 
tilation if you’re cooking or heating 
with an alternate fuel. If your house 
temperature drops to 40° - 45°F (4° 

- 7°C> and the power won’t be 
restored soon, take steps to keep your 
home systems from freezing. Drain 
the water from your water heater and 
water pipes. If yours is a hot water 
heating system, drain it. Put an anti¬ 
freeze solution in the sink traps and 
toilets. 

Appliances 

Disconnect or shut off any ap¬ 
pliances that will go on automatical¬ 
ly when the power is restored, such as 
your furnace, air conditioner, water 
heater, refrigerator, freezer and 
water pump. Make sure electric 
space heaters, washers, dryers and 
televisions are shut off. These ap¬ 
pliances can he turned on one at a 
time when service is restored. Leav¬ 
ing these appliances on could create 
a sudden surge of demand when the 
power returns, which might delay 
restoration efforts. 

Cooking 

During an emergency, a camp stove, 
your fireplace or a can of Sterno 
(placed in a holder on a flame-proof 
surface) can be used for cooking. If 
you have neighbors with gas ap 
pliances, consider cooking with them 


Have candles, matches and a 
flashlight handy Keep extra 
flashlight bulbs and batteries in the 
house. Transistor radios should also 
be on hand. Radio stations will broad¬ 
cast progress reports on service 
restoration. 

Food 

If you have warning, turn the con¬ 
trols on your refrigerator and freezer 
to the coldest position. (Unplug the 
refrigerator when your electric ser¬ 
vice is lost.) Food will stay frozen 
36-48 hours in a fully loaded freezer if 
you keep the door closed. If the 
freezer is only half-full, the food will 
generally keep for 24 hours. During 
the winter, you can prolong food life 
by storing it in a cold area outside 
your home, such as an unheated 
garage or tool shed. You can even 
plate some foods in a snow bank. A 
supply of canned foods requiring no 
refrigeration will come in handy when 
your power is off. 

Open your refrigerator or freezer 
for short periods of time only when 
absolutely necessary. The following 
are tips on certain types of food: 

Frozen foods: Meats, poultry and 
vegetables that still contain ice 
crystals or have been kept at 
temperatures of 40 degrees or below 
can be refrozen.Thawed meats, 
poultry and vegetables, if they aren’t 
lainiea, can no recooked in stews, 
which should be frozen in small quan¬ 


tities. If the color or odor is off, the 
items should be thrown out. Pastry, 
cream pies, TV dinners or any kind 
of previously frozen dishes with 
cream sauces should be tossed out as 
well as previously cooked foods and 
shellfish. 

If large quantities of hamburger 
have thawed, they can be cooked to 
make spaghetti sauce, which should 
be packaged in small portions and 
frozen. 

Fruits generally ferment when 
they start to spoil. This won’t make 
them unsafe, but it can spoil their 
flavor. You may refreeze fruit if it 
still tastes and smells good or you can 
use it in cooking and baking and for 
making jams, jellies or preserves. 

Ice cream may he refrozen 
without creating a health danger. 


though the quality may suiter, but 
orange juice that has been at room 
temperature for up to half a day 
should not be refrozen. 

If there is an extended power loss, 
a fully loaded freezer can be kept cold 
with dry ice — 25 pounds of it for a 
l()-cubic-foot freezer — for up to four 
days. 

Regrigerated foods: Items such as 
leafy vegetables will not suffer if kept 
in a crisper. Eggs can be used without 
danger within four to five days. Cold 
cuts are readily subject to spoilage. 
If you’ve been without power for 6 to 
10 hours, throw them out. You can tell 
if milk is still good by its odor. Cream¬ 
ed or custard foods like eclairs and 
foods containing eggs and/or mayon¬ 
naise such as tuna salad shouldn’t 
stand at room temperature longer 
than two hours.

By Helping 
Others, 
Pauline 
Lewin Is 
Carrying Her 
Personal 
Peace Mission 
To The 
Corners Of 
The Earth 


Pauline Lewin left the 
United States in June of 1983 
to begin her own international 
peace mission. Her first stop 
was Belfast, Northern 
Ireland, and she is now in 
Chinawaltair, India. 

A Lesley College student 
who graduated from Win¬ 
chester High in 1978, she has 
developed a two-year study 
program aimed at promoting 
greater communication 
between countries. 

After spending six months 
in Belfast, she moved on to 
Israel, where she worked 
alongside Israeli farmers at a 
kibbutz. 

Last month, she settled in 
a tiny fishing village on the 
east coast of India. There she 
is learning Telegu, the 
language of the native Jalari 
fishermen. 

Although miles away from 
her home, Pauline has been 
keeping in touch with her 
hometown by corresponding 
with The Star every few 
months. 

During the summer, she 
wrote about her experiences 
as a foreign peace advocate in 
Belfast. The following are ex¬ 
cerpts of her letters to The 
Star. 

“I left Northern Ireland 
six months ago and since then 
I’ve been working and travel¬ 
ing in Holland, Norway, Italy 
and Israel. 

“No matter where I am, I 
get three basic reactions 
when I tell people Pve spent 
seven months in Belfast doing 
reconciliation and communi¬ 
ty development work. 

“A classic reaction is a 
look of disbelief followed by 
‘Oh, my God, Belfast?!’ 
Another reaction is ag¬ 
gressive, ‘YOU in Belfast?’ 


The third reaction is more 
polite, ‘Belfast, oh, how nice.’ 

“The image of Belfast as a 
city decaying in conflict is far 
from complete, and the idea 
that the foreign social worker 
has no place in Belfast is 
unacceptable to me. Also, 
anyone who can say ‘Belfast, 
how nice,’ could use a little 
history lesson.’’ 

Still, Pauline readily ad¬ 
mits the existence of intense 
violence there. 

“The chances of a peaceful 
reconciliation between Nor¬ 
thern Ireland’s Protestants 
and Catholics in the near 
future is doubtful at best. 

“Protestants continue to 
reject the idea of becoming a 
minority in a Catholic, United 
Ireland, and Catholics long 
for a United Ireland and to be 
free from British rule. 

“When you visit Belfast it 
won’t take you long to realize 
that there’s a conflict going 
on. The city center is sur¬ 
rounded by a security fence, 
where even the kindliest look¬ 
ing grandmother is stopped 
and searched before being 
allowed to enter (a shop) to do 
her shopping. 

r ‘The rest of the city is 
divided into Protestant and 
Catholic residential areas. 
Most of West Belfast is 
Catholic whereas East Belfast 
is Protestant. 

“The borders between 
Protestant and Catholic 
residential areas are called 
Peace Lines, but the name is 
misleading. Peace Lines are 
10 to 20 feet high steel walls 
that keep rocks and other ob¬ 
jects from leaving one 
neighborhood and entering 
another. 

“The taxi system in 
Belfast also hints that there’s 


a conflict going on. Most taxis 
in Belfast travel Protestant or 
Catholic routes.(You never 
hear about an accident 
between the two.) You go to 
the Ardoyne in a Catholic taxi 
and to the Ravenhill rd. 
(area) in a Protestant taxi. 

“If you see red, white and 
blue together, say on a curb or 
a lamppost, you’re in a Pro¬ 
testant area. If you see a Sinn 
Feine poster on a wali, you’re 
in a Catholic area. 

“If you see flag holders on 
the houses . . . you’re pro¬ 
bably in a Protestant area. 
Catholics are not allowed to 
fly the Irish tricolor in some 
areas of Northern Ireland and 
often remove their flag 
holders as a sign of protest. 

“F'or me, the change oc¬ 
curred in stages and I think 
that most people who go to 
conflict areas like Belfast ex¬ 
perience these stages in one 
form or another. 

“Stage one is fear: im¬ 
mobilization. Soldiers, graf¬ 
fiti, barbed wire, broken 
glass. Every time you walk 
past a garbage can you think 
it’ll blow up. Luckily for me, 

I was only afraid for a month. 
My fear ended almost the mo¬ 
ment it peaked, one night on 
the Falls rd. 

T was driving kids from 
the community center I work¬ 
ed at home after a cookout. 
I’m driving along when all of 
the sudden I see a row of bur¬ 
ning cars across the road. I 
pull over, and we all get out. 

“Then this huge army 
vehicle comes up the road to 
move the burning cars. There 
are people standing on the 
sidewalk, watching. They 


begin to yell at the guy on top 
of the vehicle 

“Another vehicle comes, 
more people start yelling and 
pretty soon bricks start to fly 
through the air. Then, petro 
bombs . . . I’m screaming at 
the kids, telling ihem to run, 
and pushing them into the 
alleyway. 

“We are standing there in 
the alleyway. I can hear the 
army vehicles drive away, 
but I’m crying and I can’t 
stop. 

“The people are confused. 
They want to know where I’ve 
been hit, as they gather 
around me. 

“Finally a small boy 
figures it out. ‘She’s not hit. 
Just scared,’ he says,‘Pro¬ 
bably American.’ 

“But after this, I’m not 
scared anymore. 

“Stage two is when you try 
to figure it all out. It’s when 
you’re sure that there must be 
a logical explanation for the 
madness around you, and that 
you’re going to find it no mat¬ 
ter what. I read more books in 
this stage than in my entire 
senior year at Winchester 
High School. 

“Stage three is when 
you’re not scared anymore, 
when you know a little bit 
about the whys of the conflict 
and you do something about 
it. I started an exercise and 
craft project for the children 
in my neighborhood and 
organized bike trips. 

“The exercise project met 
twice a week. ... I can still 
see the kids running down 
Sherwood st. singing Rocky’s 
Theme Song and holding their 
heads like Rocky does when 
he makes it to the top of the 


stairs in the movie. 

In the next stage, she said, 
she began to feel guilty that 
she would be leaving the coun¬ 
try, while others she had 
grown to care about had to 
stay there. 

“I thought, ‘Oh, God, I 
can’t leave these kids, what’ll 
they do without me?’ I felt 
guilty that I could leave. You 
know, the rich American 
comes to town, starts a pro¬ 
ject, writes a report and takes 
a couple of pictures.” 

Finally, she writes, she 
came to grips with her feel¬ 
ings of guilt. At that point, she 
explains, she realized she had 
truly learned more from her 
experiences than she ever 
thought she could. 

She had grasped the sim¬ 
ple, yet somehow complex 
threads of a country that 
strains for peace under a huge 
cloud of violence. She had, she 
admits, come to the stage 
where she could reap the 
knowledge from her ex¬ 
periences to help others in 
another country. 

“It is when you do what 
you’re supposed to be doing 
for others, for yourself. You 
look back, come to terms with 
yourself, and chalk up the 
lessons learned: that violence 
is terrible; that people would 
be better off if they learned 
more about each other. 

“You can let go of the guilt 

— forgive yourself for leaving 

— and move on. 

“Have I been successful? 

It all depends. . . . What will 
you say when I tell you I’ve 
spent six months in India do¬ 
ing relief work with Mother 
Teresa and the Sisters of Mer¬ 
cy . . . ?”

Ask The Educators 

Mitsakos’ Administration Addresses The Issues 


The Old Days 


Dr. Charles Mitsakos 
Supt. of Schools — 

Q. What arc your administrations 
goals for (he development of parent- 
teacher relations? What specific 
policies do you have to implement 
these goals? 

A major goal for the school system 
during the current year is to foster a 
sense of community in each school 
and in the school system as a whole 
Each school has adopted this goal and 
has undertaken a series of activities 
to see that it is implemented. Newslet¬ 
ters or bulletins are l>eing published 
regularly. Several schools have 
established parent and/or parent 
faculty advisory committees to ex¬ 
plore unportant issues. Provisions 
are being made to involve faculty 
members in parent associations. 

A major cooperative effort bas 
been undertaken by the Community 
School Association. This combined ef¬ 
fort is examining communication bet¬ 
ween parents and faculty, assessing 
its strengths and weaknesses and sug¬ 
gesting ways in which communica¬ 
tion can be improved and 
collaboration occur. 

In addition to the above, efforts 
are being made at the district level to 
communicate with faculty through a 
regularly published newsletter from 
the Superintendent and rotating 
cracker barrel sessions in all of the 
schools. The Channel 19 television 
show and progress reports to Town 
Meeting members are other ways in 
which communication is furthered. 


Although much needs to lx? done to 
foster a sense of community at this 
stage in the school year, much is be¬ 
ing done. Significant progress is be¬ 
ing made. 

Dr. David Ackerman 
Asst. Supt. of Curriculum - 
<j. I understand that you have 
developed a three year action plan to 
help strengthen school — communi¬ 
ty relations. Could you detail that plan 
for us? What has been implemented 
for this year and what can we look for 
in the next two? 


During 1983-84 I chaired an ex¬ 
ploratory committee on School- 
Community Relations which did 
research and prepared a report for 
the new Supterintendent of Schools. 
Members of the committee included 
Evander French, then assistant prin¬ 
cipal of Winchester High School. 
English/Media teacher Marie 
Franklin, Math Director John Waite, 
McCall teachers Elizabeth Holmes 
and David Ardito. Lincoln teacher 
Joanne Martignette, Ambrose 
teacher Edna Accardo, and parents 
Ellen Drowning and Susan 
Richardson. 

The committee's report, entitled 
“Strengthening School-Community 
Relations in Winchester — A Three- 
Action Plan" is currently under 
review by Superintendent Mitsakos, 
along with additional suggestions 
prepared by three public relations 
professionals who reside in Win¬ 
chester — David Estridge, Alfonse 


Longo, and Hank Wilson who 
volunteered to meet with the com¬ 
mute and contribute their ideas. 

For the current year, Dr. Mitsakos 
has established "fostering a sense of 
community” as the number one 
school system goal. This goal will be 
actively pursued by each school and 
the school system as a whole. Schools 
will increase the responsibility of 
students for their own governance by 
adopting or expanding students by 
adopting or expanding student coun¬ 
cils and/or the involvement of 
students more directly in the day-to- 
day operations of the school. 

Schools will adopt cabinet or facul¬ 
ty senate models to develop a greater 
participating role for teachers and 
other staff in decision-making. The 
concept of a parent advisory commit¬ 
tee. so successful in Special Educa¬ 
tion, will refine the role of parents in 
the school. 

Similar procedures will be 
established for the district as a whole 
both as they relate to the schools 
themselves and as they relate to the 
community at large

Q. What is tin- Housing Committee 
and how was it formed? What is its 
objective? Who are the members of 
this committee and how were they 
chosen? What are the issues? Where 
and when are the meetings and how 
can an interested parent become in¬ 
volved before decisions are made? 


()ne of the concerns that Supt. Mit¬ 
sakos has expressed since coming to 
Winchester is the uneven distribution 
of elementary students among the 
five elementary school districts. Con¬ 
nected with that concern are ques¬ 
tions regarding split grades, 
transitional kindergarten programs 
and grade the organization both at the 
elementary and secondary levels. To 
address these issues Dr. Mitsakos has 
established an Advisory Committee. 

That advisory committee was 
established early this fall. It was the 
desire of the superintendent that the 
committee be made up of both in- 
house personnel as well as communi¬ 
ty representation. It was also the 
desire of the superintendent that a 
variety of interests be represented on 
the committee. 

The make up of the Advisory Com¬ 
mittee is as follows: Community 
Schools Assn. - Cathy Gatto (Lincoln 
District), Winchester Education 
Assn./Teacher Mary Conley (VO), 
District Principals - Vandy French, 
Special Educaiton - Steve Andress 
(Ambrose), Dept. Coor¬ 
dinators/Chairman, Jack Waite, 
System Administration-Bob Fit¬ 
zgerald (Chairman), Parent 
Representatives - Chris Murphy 
(Lynchi-Chet Haskell (Muraco) 

The charge to this advisory com¬ 
mittee is "To study the current hous¬ 
ing of students in the Winchester 
Public Schools and to make sugges¬ 
tions to the Superintendent regarding 
alternatives for the future housing of 
those students.” 




The first task of the committee is 
to develop a draft set of criteria 
against which all suggestions will be 
measured. This draft will be the sub¬ 
ject of discussion at the Nov. 14 
meeting of the advisory committee. 

It is important to note that the Ad¬ 
visory Committee is not a decision 
making committee. It is a committee 
to advise the superintendent. It will 
share w ith the superintendent its col¬ 
lective thinking with regard to the 
future of such items as split grades, 
elementary district lines, housing of 
students at the secondary level, and 
population trends within the district. 

The advice shared with the 
superintendent together with other 
data available to the superintendent 
will form the basis for his decision 
making and subsequent recommen 
dations to the School Committee. 

Townspeople interested in sharing 
information or ideas with the ad¬ 
visory committee are encouraged to 
contact any member of the commit¬ 
tee. Additionally, there will be a 
meeting on Wednesday, Nov. 14, in 
the School Committee room at the Ad¬ 
ministrative center, 154 Horn Pond 
Brook rd., at 7:30 p.m. at which in¬ 
terested citizens can share ideas with 
the committee.

Woman’s Day Workshops 
Cover Everything From 
Diet To Dress And Finance

Saturday may have been 
an ordinary day for many 
people, but for those who took 
part in the Woman’s Day 
celebration at Winchester 
High School, the day was 
anything but ordinary. 

Theirs was a day of shar¬ 
ing, learning and 
camaraderie. There were 
workshops — on everything 
from diet to dressing — as 
well as workouts. And fitness 
guru Maggie Lettvin was the 
highlight of the day. 

“How many 30-year-olds 
realize that they will be 60?” 
asked Lettvin, TV personali¬ 
ty, author of several fitness 
and nutrition books, as she 
spoke on aging and health 
care. 

“We are never too young 
to worry about nutrition,” 
Lettvin told the several hun¬ 


dred women at the talk, who 
ranged in age from 30 to 60.

greatest potential if they 
believe in themselves - then 
she outlined the steps to take 
to begin a new business.

Town Meeting To Begin 
This Monday At 7:30 


The Selectmen seem to be playing 
it safe going into Monday’s Town 
Meeting which starts at 7:30. 

They have deferred approval of all 
controversial articles, such as zoning 
and budget changes, until they hear 
further committee reports. 

During Monday night’s meeting, 
the board backed fewer than half of 
the 18 articles on the warrant, the 
Town Meeting’s agenda. 

They voted in favor of a standard 
opening statement, a proposal for two 
new street names, and a number of 
"housekeeping” matters recom¬ 
mended by the Committee on Govern¬ 
ment Regulations. 


Selectmen postponed action on two 
articles concerning Winchester’s 
newspaper boxes until litigation with 
USA Today is over. For more than a 
year the town has been involved in a 
court battle with USA Today over the 
boxes installed throughout town. 

Two articles concerning anti¬ 
construction measures for town- 
owned land were postponed in¬ 
definitely. (See separate Selectmen’s 
brief.) 

The board deferred decision on the 
six remaining articles, which concern 
budget additions, recreation and park 
land improvements, land preserva¬ 
tion. playing field fees, and zoning 
changes.

Package Store Question 

Two Liquor Referenda Will 
Appear On Nov. 6 Ballot 


When it comes to legislation, li¬ 
quor is not quicker. 

The town first voted on the 
restaurant liquor license question - 
the very same question that appears 
on the Nov. G ballot this year — in 
197V. The referendum question subse 
quently appeared on the state ballot 
in 1980 and 1982. Each time, it was 
overwhelmingly approved by the 
voters. 

f it passes this year, Winchester 
will retain the right to grant three 
restaurant liquor licenses. Unless the 
liquor license debate starts all over 
again, the question will no longer ap¬ 
pear on the ballot. 

II the question is approved, it 
means that Randall’s Restaurant will 
be able to keep the liquor license it 
first obtained in November of 1979, 
one year after the town’s first affir¬ 
mative vote on the matter. 

It means that Maxmillian’s the 
restaurant which has plans to open in 
Winchester, will hold on to the liquor 
lice i »s already been granted. 

Finally, it means that a third 
restaurant, as yet undetermined, 
would also be able to serve alcoholic 
beverage' on its premises. 

In 1980, the liquor license question 
was approved by a margin of more 
than 2.000 votes. In 1982, the margin 
increased to more than 3,000 votes. 


Marx uomnardi, chairman of the 
board of Selectmen, predicted that 
the question would pass once again. 

If it does pass, the restaurant li¬ 
quor license question will not appear 
on the 198G stale ballot. That is not to 
say, however, that the ballot will be 
free from alcohol-related questions. 

The Nov. 6 liquor referendum in¬ 
cludes a second section, requiring a 
separate yes-or-no vote, which con¬ 
cerns a Winchester carry-out 
"package’’ liquor store. 

It is the first time the issue has 
come up for a town vote since the 
1960s, when it was defeated. At the 
spring Town Meeting, members 
decided that the package store 
possibility should once again be 
raised. 

If the town approves a package 
store, during this election, prospec¬ 
tive vendors could apply for a license 
immediately. The Selectmen would 
have to approve their request. 

The store’s continued existence 
would then depend upon a town vote 
every two years until 1990. 

"If the town sees it as a conve¬ 
nience,” said Selectman Alan Mac¬ 
donald, "then the package store 
would be a fitting addition to the 
downtown area.”

With till' end of the Winchester 
High Cross Country season in sight, 
the boys relused to mar their tinal 
week of dual meets with a loss After 
Ix'ating Melrose .it home with another 
one point win on Tuesday, the 23rd, 
they left their Woburn archrivals 
mud splashed and vanquished on 
their own course on Friday the 26th. 

The girls, meanwhile, did their 
best to salvage an injury plagued 
season, but thier one week off prov¬ 
ed insufficient recovery time 

Tuesday's home meet with 
Melrose seemed very relaxed after a 
tense confrontation with Wakefield 
the w eek before. The six girls w ho felt 
up to running ran only against the 
clock Melrose forfeited with only 
three of the five needed for a team 
and gave their last timed run on Win¬ 
chester's course their liest shot 

The boys had a hit more compete 
tion Melrose’s top runner, Brian 
( ami. is also the league's top in¬ 
dividual runner this year, and he had 
several competitive runners among 
Ins teammates 

With .lim Conley out for the rest of 
the season with his calf injuries, the 
race became extremely close At the 
end of the day. the man of the hour,” 
as Coach .loo Cantillon put it. was 
Ireshman varsity runner Mike 
Aldrich. 

Mike brought in eighth place 


it the one point Winchester needed to 
beat our visitors. 

Melrose's Cann performed ex¬ 
tremely well, bringing in a first place 
time of 15:59 and cutting about 20 
seconds off the course record. 

Winchester’s boys followed up 
with second through fourth -- Brian 
Pothier, Jim Whitehead, and Jason 
Boone crossing the finish line with 
times of 16:43,16:51, and 17:04 — but 
Melrose managed to take the next 
three places and threw the meet wide 
open 

When Mike Aldrich pounded over 
the five inches of white chalk that 
marked the end of the course with a 
slight grimace on his face, no one — 
not even the coaches - realized that 
he had brought us the winning point. 


‘‘I started getting worried when 
too many of the wrong colored shirts 
came in where I’d hoped ours would, 
and I murmured to Mr. Maloney that 
we might have lost this one,” Coach 
Cantillon recalled after the meet. 

“But we didn’t” he said with a 
smile. That made up for all that anx¬ 
iety, of course. 

Friday’s meet with Winchester's 
archrival can lie described only as ab¬ 
solutely incredible. Coach Cantillon 
had predicted this final dual meet at 
Woburn to be the most emotional ol 
the year. But no one had foreseen the 
excitement that sparked the cold and 
misty air that afternoon. 

As the runners boarded the bus. 
assistant Coach Maloney remarked 
that they were meeting Woburn under 


perfect running conditions. The 
weather was raw: below 50 degrees 
and drizzling. 

Maloney also remarked,“If you 
just watch the leaves and that hair pin 
turnoff of Hilltop, you’ll be all right.' 
The rain-soaked leaves when stepped 
on were slick and could easily cause 
a spill; the hair pin turn, as runners 
learned or refreshed their memories 
about on their own tour of the course, 
was a 270 degree turn-about at the end 
ol what looked like a 50 degree decline 
in the first mile of the course on 
Hilltop pkwy. 

The races were to finish with one 
lap around like the Olympic 
marathons and the boys’ race was to 
resemble those (ilympie events in yet 
another way. 


“They’re a tough team to beat,” 
said Cantillon before the race. 
“They’re not quitters.” But Maloney 
joked about the team’s prospects: 
“Well, Tim’s not here, so that means 
there’ll be a smaller margin of er¬ 
ror.” 

The girls took off with the J V boys 
determined to do their best to crush 
their archrivals, but despite a first 
place brought in by Lauren Chabot 
with a time of 18:43, the injury- 
plagued girls’ team was thwarted 
once again. 

Nevertheless, the girls brought in 
some very good times: Beth Nowell, 
a 20:24 on the 2.8-mile course; Diane 
Aronson, a 20:37; Cindy Whitehead, 
a 20:41; and Kristine Powell, finally 
getting back in action after five weeks 


off with lower leg injuries, a 22:31. 

The boys’ race was perhaps one of 
the most exciting in the recent history 
of Winchester High School cross¬ 
country racing simply un¬ 
forgettable. 

About 10 minutes after the sound 
of the starting gun had sent the boys 
running, coaches, girls’ teams, 
friends, and parents gathered onto the 
track near the finish line ready to 
cheer. 

The first shirt to appear on the 
track was black and red and so were 
the next two close behind, but right 
behind them appeared a shirt of the 
wrong color, and the roar of the crowd 
rose to a scream. 

Brian Pothier, Jim Whitehead. 
Jason Boone, and Woburn’s Nick 
Nappas sprinted half-way around the 
final track lap spaced almost equal¬ 
ly apart with less than two yards bet¬ 
ween any two consecutive runners. 

Woburn had a solid team behind 
fourth placer Nick Pappas; victory 
depended on Jason's maintaining 
third to the finish line. Coaches, girls, 
parents, anyone there from Win¬ 
chester, was screaming at the top of 
his lungs, “Go. Jason, go! All right! 
Come on, Jason!” 

Then half-way around, Jim 
Whitehead pulled up on Brian 
Pothier, and, taking the lead from 
him. he left what seemed a large gap

pie resisted because they thought the 
police would get the prints and not the 
parents. ” 

In fact, parents keep the finger¬ 
prints. Police don't ever receive a 
copy of them unless there’s an 
emergency. Primarily, police officers 
are on hand to check the prints, mak¬ 
ing sure they aren’t smudged. 

Two years ago, youths in the Scout 
Explorers, a group interested in lear¬ 
ning about police work, began finger¬ 
printing children at Town Day as a 
novelty. 

Then, last year, the I-Dent-A-Kid 
Committee was formed, inspired by 
a growing national awareness of kid¬ 
nappings and organizations such as 
Childfind and the Center for Missing 
Children. Television dramas and ac¬ 
tual incidents also have turned the 
public focus on child abductions. 

According to Lt. Joseph Perritano, 
Winchester has had several cases of 
parental custody kidnapping. 
However, police have reported no 
criminal abductions of local children. 

Fierce says that last spring there 
was a “big increase” in reports ol 
suspicious persons who have follow¬ 
ed or approached youngsters in town. 
No children were actually abducted, 
however. 

One child who was “bothered” by 
a stranger ran to a house with a Help¬ 
ing Hand sticker on the window. 
Through the Helping Hand program, 
homeowners provide a place for kids 
to get help if they’re in trouble. 

Pierce emphasizes that children 
must learn to be wary of strangers. 
And strangers, he says, do not lit any 
stereotypical description of “a guy 
with the kneesocks and the raincoat.” 
Abductors come in all ages, shapes 
and sizes, he said.” 

Law enforcement agencies and 
missing-children’s organizations have 
all published kidnapping prevention 
tips for parents and children: 

• Children should know their en¬ 
tire address, including the stale, and 
their phone number, including the 
area code. Most abductors take 
children across state lines. 

• In addition to fingerprints and 
dental records, parents should keep 
a recent photograph of their children 
on hand. 

• In a shopping mall or other 
crowded area, parents and children 
should agree on a place to meet in 
case they get separated. 

• Children should be warned about 
strangers who may appear friendly or 
who give them presents; even those 
who ask for help or directions may not 
seem threatening. 

• When frightened, children 
should not be afraid to scream. Many 
abductors will flee if children scream 
and run. A fighting child may attract 
life-saving attention. 

• Children and adults should 
agree on a code word that can be us-

‘Big Turtle’ Trace 

Thirty-three senior citizens, 
aged 55 to 76, spent three years, on 
and off, clearing a 254-mile hilly- 
trail with axes and brush hooks 
through 660,000-acre Daniel Boone 
National Forest in eastern Ken¬ 
tucky. 

They set out markers — a white 
diamond with a turtle on top — 
and called the path Sheltowee 
Trace. Sheltowee, meaning “Big 
Turtle,” was the name the 
Shawnee Indians gave Boone 
when they adopted him into their 
tribe in the 1760s.

IV 2 cups (6 ozs.) mozzarella 
cheese, shredded 

1 tsp. dried oregano 

9 lasagna noodles 

% cup hot water 

Preheat oven to 350 F. Over me¬ 
dium heat, cook ground beef in 
skillet until no pink color is left. 
Remove pan from burner, turn off 
burner. Push ground beef to one 
side of pan and drain fat. Stir spa¬ 
ghetti sauce into skillet with beef, 
mixing well. 

Break eggs into bowl. Beat 
lightly with fork until well mixed. 
Add cottage cheese, Parmesan 
cheese, oregano and 1 cup of the 
shredded mozzarella.

Use 
spoon to spread about half egg- 
cheese mixture over meat mix¬ 
ture. Top with three more un¬ 
cooked noodles. Measure another 
IV 3 cups of meat mixture. Spread 
over noodles. Spread remaining 
egg-cheese mixture over meat. 
Top with three more uncooked 
noodles and remaining meat mix¬ 
ture. 

Measure hot water. Pour into 
baking dish, into all four edges of 
dish. Cover baking dish with foil, 
pressing tight to sides of baking 
dish. Bake IV 4 hours. Remove 
from oven and take off foil. Sprin¬ 
kle with remaining V 2 cup shred¬ 
ded cheese and let stand 10 min¬ 
utes before serving.

Fabric Painting 
With Transfer Paint

Painting with iron-on transfer 
paints will give the aspiring and 
professional textile artist new and 
amazing techniques for fabric dec¬ 
orating. 

The paint can be brushed or 
stenciled onto non-absorbent 
paper, or onto natural surfaces 
such as dry leaves, ferns, pressed 
flowers, etc. Once dry, the paint¬ 
ing is simply ironed onto any syn¬ 
thetic fabric. The best results are 
obtained with polyester, and on 
blends of synthetic and natural 
fabrics (up to 40 percent natural). 

Paintings with iron-on transfer 
paint can be used several times. 
The design or motif gets lighter 
and lighter with each use, leading 
to some very interesting results. 
The design can be “renewed” by 
simply repainting, and colors can 
be blended and mixed to achieve 
most shades. Watercolorlike hues 
can be achieved by adding a color¬ 
less extender, and the paints are 


easily cleaned up with water. 

The step-by-step process is sim¬ 
ple. Paint is applied to any non- 
absorbent paper or surface with a 
brush, stencil or spray. Once dry, 
it is transferred to fabric by iron¬ 
ing. The colors seem somewhat 
dull until the heat of the iron gives 
full brightness to each shade. Use 
newspaper as an underlay and 
cover with a piece of plain paper. 
Place the fabric (such as one layer 
of a T-shirt) on the underlay and 
then place the motif to be trans¬ 
ferred. painting surface down, on 
top of the fabric. Set the iron at a 
temperature suited to the fabric 
being used. Do not overheat the 
fabric or you may cause the syn¬ 
thetic to melt. 

Start with motifs no bigger than 
the heating surface of the iron. 
Place the iron on the fabric and 
allow it to rest there without mov¬ 
ing it. 

If you are using a steam iron 
with large holes on the face or 
your design is larger than the iron 
face, carefully move the iron in 


slow circles over the motif. Take 
special care to see that the paper 
does not move or shift while you 
are ironing. You will find that you 
have to increase the ironing time 
with every re-use of the painted 
transfer. All these details will 
vary depending on the type of fab¬ 
ric being used, the thickness of the 
paint, ironing temperature and 
how long you iron a design. 

Painting with iron transfers 
overcomes two major problems 
for beginners just learning to 
paint on fabric. First, the smooth 
paper is much easier to brush onto 
than textured fabric. Second, when 
mistakes are made the paper can 
be thrown away, whereas mis¬ 
takes on fabric will stay forever.

Safest Colors For Cars 


it still happens. I’ve now decided 
to sew my own. 

Please tell me what to look for 
in a pattern and how to correct 
this condition. Thanks so very 
much. — Marion Williams, Hazle¬ 
ton, Pa. 

I lived with this problem for 
years. Marion, and finally discov¬ 
ered the solution when I learned 
pattern fitting. 

The garment is too narrow 
across the back. I know — it 
doesn't seem like that would cause 
trouble in the underarm seam, but 
it does. There isn't enough fabric 
across the back, so the garment 
steals from the front, but the front 
can't help because of the armhole, 
so - ripped seams! 

Select the size pattern that is 
best for you, then alter the back 
bodice pattern piece to widen the 
back. There are two or three good 
ways this can be done, none of 
which is easy to describe here. But 
there are easy-to-follow instruc¬ 
tions in Simplicity’s Fuss-Free Fit 
book found at most fabric shops. 
(When I bought mine, it was $1.75, 
but that’s been awhile back.) 

The book is worth the money 
since it. cover:; all areas of pattern 
adjustment a;.d offers very clear, 
well-defined sketches.

Henry Ford made things simple 
when he began mass-producing 
Fords. 

You could have any color you 
wanted, so long as it was black 
Today, that's one of the worst col¬ 
ors possible if you want one that’s 
safe 

These days, however, the rain¬ 
bow extends from carmaker to 
consumer, and you have a wide 
variety of hues to choose from, 
ranging from fire-engine red to la¬ 
vender. 

But which color is safest? 

The National Safety Council re¬ 
ports that the safest color is the 
one that makes your vehicle high¬ 
ly visible under various lighting, 
weather and perceptual traffic 
conditions. (That is. will vour car 
be set against a white sand or 
snowy background") 

So when and where you drive 
will have a lot to do with your 
color selection. 

Following are colors considered 
best for overall visibility (howev¬ 
er, you can have a variation of 
colors and still achieve safety). 

— White is best in most situa¬ 
tions. In the hotter parts of the 
United States, white is a cool 
color, to boot. Some hot day, place 


your hand on top of a white top. 
then try the same on. say, a dark 
green or black The darker colors 
will be so hot you may not be able 
to leave your hand on top while 
the white color may be cool to the 
touch. 

— Bright yellow or bright 
orange colors are next. They arc 
especially visible in sunstruck 
white sand or heavy snow. Howev¬ 
er. some consumers object to 
these colors since some utility ve¬ 
hicles have similar hues 

- Dark yellow and light gray 
are next on the list of visible col¬ 
ors. 

— Others, in order of visibility, 
are light blue, light brown, light 
green and bright red 

Difficult colors to see under ad¬ 
verse conditions are cars of dark 
tones of gray. red. blue, brown and 
black. 

Dark green is considered the 
least visible car color. 

Richard Tippie. manager of the 
safety council’s highway traffic 
safety department, said tests in 
Paris determined that the great¬ 
est visibility of a car was one that 
combined black On a yellow back¬ 
ground (but it might look like a 
bumblebee). 

The French engineers said that 
green on a red background was 
the worst possible combination, so 


a Christmas motif for vour car is 
out as far as safety goes. 

If safety is a primary concern, 
and you don’t really care what the 
Joneses will say. here are some 
other suggestions for safety. 

The most effective color combi¬ 
nation for the rear of your vehicle 
in snow country would be a white 
or yellow background with black 
diagonal stripes across the back. 

Sound a bit much" Safety engi¬ 
neers will compromise. The diago¬ 
nal stripes need cover only the 
lower third of the rear end. The 
black stripes should not be less 
than 6 inches or more than 1 foot 
broad. The lighter stripes should 
be from 1 to 2 feet in width 
The stripes should be painted at 
45-degree angles, which makes 
them less likely to be confused 
with roadside objects, the council 
reports. 


Tippie said that if you select 
white, you may want to have a 
different color for the top of the 
car or markings that are highly 
distinguishable against a white 
background. 

This could give you a safe color 
combination and also some indi¬ 
viduality.

Reagan And Shamie 


Say ‘Yes’ To 
Liquor License, 
Package Store

The majority of Winchester's 
13,557 registered voters are 
Democrats, but it was the 
Republicans who primarily carried 
the town on Tuesday. 

A total of 85 percent, or 11,557 
voters, Stormed to the polls on Tues¬ 
day to join the rest of the nation in 
backing President Ronald Reagan for 
four more years in the Oval Office. 

Local voters joined the nation in 
opting for a landslide victory for 
President Reagan, casting an unof¬ 
ficial total of 6,346 votes in his favor. 


An unofficial total of 5,146 residents 
backed the Walter Mondale- 
Geraldine Ferraro ticket. 

According to Town Clerk Carolyn 
Ward, the local turnout was on par 
with the usual percentage for 
presidential elections The •date was 
otherwise relatively mild, with 
several races being uncontested. 

Statewide, in what was predicted 
to be the hottest race, Democrat Lt. 
Gov. John F. Kerry ran away with the 
U S. Senate seat, soundly defeating 
Republican Raymond Shamie by 
at least 10 percent of the vote. Local 
voters bucked that trend, however, by 
casting 5,924 ballots for Shamie and 
only 5,434 for Kerry. 

In the race for a U.S. House of 
Representatives berth, Malden native 
Edward J. Markey whipped his 
Republican opponent, S. Lester 
Ralph 

With 78 percent of the votes 


counted districtwide. Markey led 
Ralph by a 130,067 to 54.021 votes. 
Winchester favored Markey. who 
stole the election shot from local 
lawyer Samuel Rotondi in the Sept. 18 
primary, by an unofficial count of 
6,705 to* 4,234. 

In the bid for County Comissioner 
seats. Democrat incumbents Thomas 
J Uirkin and Michael E McLaughlin 
stole the show from Republican 
challenger Nicholas S. Polio. Unof¬ 
ficially. the total local votes for those 
two victors was 5.047 and 4,253, 
respectively. Polio received 4,166 
local votes. 

Incumbent state Sen. Richard 
Kraus grabbed 6.843 Winchester 
votes, while state Rep. Sherman W. 
Saltmarsh nabbed 8,545. Saltmarsh, 
of Mt. Vernon st. in Winchester, easily 
slid into his sixth term as state

The Game Of Politics 
Allows Players Of Any Age

Baseball may still be known as the 
national pastime. But in 
Massachusetts, politics runs a strong 
second — and the season runs longer. 

Even in a year when one side 
seemed heavily favored to walk away 
with the game — as many had 
predicted the Reagan-Bush ticket 
would — all sorts of people decided to 
play anyway. 

There were substantial voter turn¬ 
outs in Arlington. Belmont and Win¬ 


chester. as in the rest of the state. 

And hometown scouts were still 
out there Tuesday, till darkness fell 
and beyond, trying to convince the 
last few free-agents to join their team. 

Because politics is not just a spec¬ 
tator sport here in Massachusetts. 
Conservative and liberal, single- 
cause activists and party regulars, 
rookies and veterans leaflet and lob¬ 
by and ask for a vote. 

And they start out young up here. 

In front of Town Hall, a cluster of 


sign holders was standing at the cor¬ 
ner of Mount Vernon and Main sts., 
as close to the polls as the law allows, 
but still sort of off in left field. 

“We’ve been out here since 3,’’ 
said Dennis Buchheim, 14, shifting his 
Mondale-Ferraro sign from one hand 
to the other. 

“But we’re not getting much reac¬ 
tion; it’s kind of depressing," added

Future Of West Side Well Field Causes Town Meeting Turmoil

After two hours of heated Town 
Meeting debate and amendments on 
top of amendments, Winchester 
decided to fill in a hole. 

That may seem like much ado 
about nothing, but to residents whose 
homes overlook the well field site, 
located near Lynch School, the pit is 
a major eyesore. 

And to those who want the area us¬ 
ed for soccer fields, it’s a matter of 


responsibility to Winchester’s student 
athletes. 

Still another contingent thinks the 
well field should he preserved as a 
potential source of municipal drink¬ 
ing water. 

And to the Dept, of Public Works 
i DPW >, which dug the hole, it serves 
a noble purpose as a dump site 

At the end of Monday night’s tug 
of war, no conclusion was reached on 
the ultimate use of the land. The hole¬ 


filling proposal was seen as a com¬ 
promise that would defer the land-use 
decision until Spring Town Meeting. 

The amendment to fill the hole, 
substituted for a motion to fully 
restore the pit area landscaping, 
passed by a hair’s-breadth in a 78 to 
71 vote. Filling in the pit will not af¬ 
fect the future of either the wells or 
the proposed soccer fields. 

According to Dominic Serratore, 
head of the DPW’. the well field pit 


was a source of valuable gravel for 10 
years. It w'as enlarged last winter, he 
said, so that the town could dispose of 
the concrete torn up during dowmtown 
construction. 

That way, he explained, Win¬ 
chester wouldn’t have to hire a 
private company to ship the broken 
concrete out of town at considerable 
expense. 

At Tow'n Meeting, several 
residents were outraged at the ex¬ 


cavation of the well field site. Ray¬ 
mond Morse, a Pond st. resident, said 
that the excavation tore up “30 or 
more trees" and that workers left “ 
a huge, open pit." 

According to Acting Town 
Manager John Ciarcia, the DPW did 
not have to present the digging plans 
to last fall’s Town Meeting because 
the work required no funds outside of 
the annual DPW budget. 

Jeffrey Keffer of Carter st. ex¬ 


pressed his concern about an amend¬ 
ment to the article which would have 
allocated the land for soccer fields. 
He said that "a soccer complex would 
be too big for the area,” and added. 
“We are concerned about traffic. We 
are concerned about congestion.” 

Norcen Arcari, a Town Meeting 
Member, disagreed with him. She 
said the soccer fields could “co-exist” 
with the wells. She urged the tow'n to 
make a commitment to the town’s 


1.200 soccer-playing youths. “We 
have fields,” she said, “but they are 
not large, and they are not grassy and 
many are not safe." 

Selectmen supported the proposal 
to convert the site into soccer fields, 
thereby preserving the wells as a 
potential water supply source while 
still putting the field to recreational

Practice Makes Perfect 

High School Band Tunes Up For Bowl Trip To Atlanta

They’re at it again. 

They’re back to practicing at 6; 30 
in the morning, tramping around the 
gym in wet weather, stomping around 
on frost-covered fields the rest of the 
time. 

They’re back to end-to-end Satur¬ 
days, drilling dance steps and drum 
cadences into instinct — and learning 
to act like champions. 

They’re playing in parades, put¬ 
ting on the ritz with a champagne 
reception, raffling off a car and put 
ting together their own auction, 
featuring services by band members, 
to raise almost $100,000. 

Because the Winchester High 
School Marching Band is going on the 
road again — and into national com¬ 
petition — at the Peach Bowl in Atlan¬ 
ta, come December. 

“ They proved a couple of years 
ago they could do quite well — ex¬ 
cellently,’’ says their director. 
Priscilla Miller, with a barely detec¬ 
table hint of pride in her voice. “And 
they behaved themselves in 
Washington 

“We figured, why not shoot for the 
sky?" Miller said. "We’re very proud 
we’re in one of the five major bowls. 

It’s the second time around for the 
band that made the cry, "It’s Miller 
Time!” take on another meaning on 
fall Saturday afternoons in Win¬ 
chester. 


A number of band members were 
there two years ago for their first- 
ever competition, at the Cherry 
Blossom Festival in Washington. 
D C., in 1982. 

Despite a weekend full of rain, a 
mudhole of a competition field, 
makeshift raingear made of plastic 
trash bags and a slew of other tribula¬ 
tions, the band placed fifth of 10 bands 
from all across the country in the 
Cherry Blossom competition. And 
they had a blast. 

Band members expect to enjoy 
much ot the upcoming trip too. but 
they know they have to work hard to 
ready their show and raise the funds. 

The students just finished a 
cheese-and-sausage sales drive, and 
they’re gathering the donations — and 
cooking up services for people to bid 
on — for their Nov. 17 auction. 

They’ll also be selling chances on 
a red Escort L, donated by Bonnell 
Ford, and last night they performed 
at the champagne reception thrown 
by Friends of the Band. 

“The kids are really doing a great 
deal to help raise the money,” says 
Sandy Rodgers, president of the band 
families’ organization About $55,(XX) 
has been raised so far. before most of 
their major fundraisers 

But none of the fundraising will 
mean anything if the band isn’t ready 
to take its show on the road Dec. 28. 

Thev’ll be ready, though. Miller 


says so. 

* Miller works her troops hard. She 
demands excellence from the 190 
members of the band, Cheerleaders, 
Flag and Rifle Corps and Tumblettes. 

She gets what she wants from her 
crew — hard work, dedication, a 
seriousness of purpose — and a lot of 
loyalty, too. 

* The kids love the band: being with 
their friends, making Miller’s in¬ 
tricate patterns come to life on the 
field, knowing the crowd enjoyed 
their performance. 

• • It’s fun to be with all your friends, 
and Miller’s really nice, although she 
gets upset with us sometimes,” says 
senior Suzanne Milauskas “It’s good 
when you’re on the field and you know 
you’re doing well: you can hear what 
it’s like in the stands." 

They don’t love the early morning 
practices. 

“It’s hard having practice at 6:30, 


because that means I have to be up 
at 5:30 if I’m going to have my stuff 
together,” says senior Jose Calero, 
one of the drum majors. “But once 
you’re up, it’s no big deal." 

They’ve been practicing three or 
four times a week, besides the daily 
class which all but 11 of the musicians 
take. (Those who can’t fit it in their 
schedules learn the music on their 
ow'n.) 

Miller says she has no problem 
getting her band to show up for the 
early-morning practices. 

“They had an option,” Miller says. 
“I told them they could practice every 
Thursday night for a couple of hours, 
or on Tuesday and Thursday morn¬ 
ings, as we have for the past few 
years. 

“But I told them if they wanted to 
be really good, they needed to have 
several hours of practice a couple of 
times a week,” Miller adds “They 


voted overwhelmingly to practice the 
two mornings; 1 told them they had 
to promise to show up, and they 
have." 

The band members also devote 
their Saturdays to the cause, practic¬ 
ing all morning and playing for foot¬ 
ball games in the afternoon. 

By to a.in. Saturday morning, 
they’ve already had 90 minutes of 
practice, and Miller lets them take a 
break. They place their instruments 
on the ground in careful arcs, some 
staying by them while others go off to 
buy hot chocolate or other 
sustenance. 

“I get a good feeling when we do 
a good show,” says flags co-captain 
Terry Clement, “it’s a lot of fun, and 
Miller’s a blast." 

A group putting candles on a 
homemade cake reminds Miller of a

The problem is that hall the ma 
jor parking lots in the downtown area 
have been closed for restoration 
Meanwhile, patrons and store owners 
alike must scramble for parking- and 
dodge ticket-wielding traffic cops 

‘1 drove around the town fora halt 
an hour one morning, said Herb 
Smith, manager of Coward Shoe 
store, “before I finally parked illegal¬ 
ly. I got two tickets m one day I've 
been in business for 3(1 years and and 
never had a ticket before. 

“People call the store and ask it 
the parking is any better.” he added 
“It has definitely affected business “ 

Tickets issued during October ol 
this year totaled $25(15. compared to 
$985 for roughly the same period last 
year, according to Carol Thomas ot 
the Treasurer's (ifliee 

Citizens have not been complain 
ing about parking to the police, said 
Kevin Mown, security officer for the 
town. He does not think the increase 
in ticketing can be attributed to the 
closing of two lots Oct. in. He said he 
does not know what has caused an in¬ 
crease in tickets issued for the town 

“I’ve seen a lot more customers 
getting tickets.” said Joan Blank, 
owner of the Praying Mantis shop 
It has affected downtown business in 
general.” 

“Working on one parking lot at a 
time might have been more 
beneficial.” said Richard Malcolm, 
president of the Chamber of 
Commerce.

the state to redesign and resurface 
the lots was to begin this summer 
However, concerns expressed In 
seniors at the Jenks Senior Center 
delayed the starting date until the tall. 
Connery said 

The affect ol the restoration din¬ 
ing the summer would have been 
minimal, because ol low usage at that 
time, he said 

Now. the contractor is concerned 
about completing the project before 
winter it is scheduled to be com¬ 
pleted Nov 1(5 and nothing is writ¬ 
ten into the contract to stop him from 
working on both lots at the same time 

Connery said that a hid specifiea 
lion forbidding this should have been 
included in the contract, hut his office 
and Maurice Associates, who drew up 
the contract, failed to include such a 
clause. 

“1 should have picked it up.” said 
Connery. 

Working on both lots at the same 
time will probably save the town 
money, and it will not “drag the pro 
cess out over two months,” according 
to John Ciarcia. Acting Town 
Manager 

“It 's not the end ot the world it poo 
pie have todoa little walking.

any type ol construction inconve¬ 
niences people sometimes.” 

The town is “not in a deficit posi¬ 
tion” w ith parking, according to Con 
non He said there is a surplus ot 45 
to 50 spaces on the north end ol Shore 
rd hut parking spaces seem to he at 
a premium because people want to 
park in front ol the store w here they 
wish to shoo 

"There is plenty ol parking on 
Shore rd Mown said, but people 
don I seem to want to take advantage 
of if ” 

The town is ottering tree parking 
m pay lots, all day parking on Shore 
rd. and night parking behind Town 
Hall to help alleviate parking dil 
I lenities w hile the two lots are closed 

The project will increase the 
number ot spaces in the Skillings lot 
from 135 to 155 and from l()H to 148 in 
the Aberjona lot. according to 
Connery 

This expansion is necessary 
because Ins office projects that use ol 
the commuter rail will increase next 
year and that workers in newly open 
ing office buildings will need long 
term parking as well. 

The expansion ol the police sta 
lion, which will cause the parking lot 
behind that building to be closed for 
the next year, has made the current 
parking difficulties worse When that 
project is completed the number of 
parking spaces available in that lot 
will he reduced by nine, Connery said. 

“There won't he a significant 
number of spaces created (by the 
restoration project'.” Ciarcia said 
"It was done more for its aesthetic 
aspects The lot hasn't been redesign

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Town Meeting OK’s $98,000; Meets Tonight 


On Monday evening. Town 
Meeting memlx’rs appropriated more 
than $98,000 for various goods and ser¬ 
vices The Town Meeting will con¬ 
tinue tonight at 7 30 in the Winchester 
High School Auditorium 

Of the 10 articles remaining, eight 
are relatively noncontroversial ar 
tides from the Committee on Govern- 
ment Regulations. However, the two 
final articles, which propose zoning 
changes, promise to spark vehement 
debate. 

On Monday. Town Meeting ap¬ 
proved $25,000 for a landscape ar¬ 


chitect to evaluate the town’s playing 
fields and recreation spaces. 
Although the money was approved by 
a significant majority in the voice 
vote, some members felt that the 
town could do the work for less money 
with “in-house” engineers from the 
Winchester Dept, of Public Works. 

Town Meeting also approved a 
$12,000 supplement to the town’s in¬ 
demnification plan lor police and 
firefighters. The indemnification, 
similar to workmen’s compensation, 
provides benefits for town employees 
who have been injured in the line of 
duty. 


The meeting also appropriated 
$33.(KK) to cover the repairs needed at 
Ambrose School after the July fire. 

To pay for professional surveying 
and engineering work at the Woburn 
Loop, the Town Meeting approved a 
$25,000 expenditure. Town officials 
said that detailed maps of the area 
are needed before the land can be sold 
to private developers. 

And $3,300 went toward the pur¬ 
chase of a “pavement striper,” a 
machine which paints lines on streets. 
A grant from the Governor’s Highway 
Safety Bureau will reimburse the 
town for that money which will be 


added to the General Fund. 

In other Town Meeting business, 
members approved two new names 
for town squares. State Hep. Sherman 
Saltmarsh presented a brief 
biography of John T “Jake” Horn, 
for whom the square at the corner of 
Thompson st. and Main st. will be 
named. Saltmarsh said that Horn 
“really gave his life lor this town in 
many, many ways.” 

“He was a dedicated town 
employee.” said Saltmarsh. “who 
worked as a foreman for the Dept, of 
Public Works for 43 years.” Horn, he 
said, was the marshal ol the town’s

Unemployment Figures 
For State Released 


The unemployment rate in 
Massachusetts lor October was 3.7 
percent: it had stood at 4.5 percent in 
September. Nationally, the rale re¬ 
mained the same at 7.4 percent. 

“Massachusetts has firmly regain¬ 
ed the momentum we had between 
1975-1980, when the number of jobs in¬ 
creased by 17 percent,” according to 
Division of Employment Security 
Director Kristin Demong. “The 
1981-1982 national recession froze our 
economy cold bul it’s clear that we’re 
now back to the level of growth we en¬ 
joyed in the late 1970’s.“ 

Massachusetts again had «he 
lowest unemployment rate of the 1U 
large industrial states with Texas, its 
nearest competitor, posting a 5.7 per¬ 
cent jobless rate. One year ago the na¬ 


tional rate stood at 8.8 percent while 
Massachusetts had a 6.8 percent rate. 

“Almost 100,000 more people are 
working today than at the start of the 
year. And, unlike previous periods of 
strong growth, we are getting people 
into jobs who traditionally are left out 
of even a good economy.’’ 

Demong pointed out that almost 
10,000 welfare recipients have found 
work in the last year through the 
Employment and Training-CHOICES 
program, the most successful pro¬ 
gram of its kind in the nation. 

“In addition to the 113,000 men and 
women who officially are listed as 
unemployed, we have a roughly equal 
number of people, like welfare reci¬ 
pients, who have never been counted 
into the statistics."

somewhat different sentiments than 
their parents. 

In a mock election held Tuesday, 
when the rest of the nation’s legal 
voters were chalking up a Ronald 
Reagan re-election, Winchester’s 
youngsters also were hitting the polls. 

This time, though, it was Walter 
Mondale who came out the winner. 

A total of 65 fifth graders at the 
Lincoln School favored Mondale, 
while 59 opted for Reagan. Clearly, it 
wasn’t the landslide for Reagan that 
was doled out on Tuesday by 
America’s adult voters. 

The class, as part of the social 
studies curriculum, prepared political 
speeches advocating the candidacies 
of Reagan and Mondale.

For Winchester 
Youths At 
Bilingual School, 

Two Languages 
Are Better Than One 


By NANCY PICK 

Lesson one: To speak intelligent¬ 
ly about Arlington’s Franco- 
American elementary school, one 
must learn to say its name. 

Ecole Bilingue should be pro¬ 
nounced “ay-COLE bee-LANtl. ' It 
means “bilingual school,” and the 
teachers there take the French 
language seriously. 

Now in its second year in Arl¬ 
ington. the Ecole splits each school 
dav in two. one half French and one 
hail English. 

With just 72 students in all, from 
kindergnrtners through fifth graders, 
the Ecole is small, private and expen¬ 
sive. Both students and parents swear 
by bilingualism and the quality of the 
Ecole’s education. 

The students learn reading, 
writing and arithmetic at the same 
time they learn la lecture. I’ecriture 
and les mathemetiques Students 
begin with French theater games and 
nursery rhymes and continue up 
through the history ol Gaul. 

Vet Native Americans, the 
discovery ol the New World, and 
other American essentials also lind 
their place in the curriculum 

The Ecole Bilingue s classes are so 
rigorous that the the French govern¬ 
ment has certified it an official 
French School Abroad. 

That way. French children \vhe 
return to their home after a few years 
in the States can easily reintegrate in 
to the Gallic school system. 


Such is the case ot Clement Finet 
and his brother Bastien, who now live 
on Charles rd.. but who will most like 
lv return to their home near Paris at 
the end of the year. Their father 
works for Honeywell as a liaison be¬ 
tween the company’s French and 
American branches. 

Clement, who is in third grade, 
speaks perfect, unaccented English 
Asked which language he prefers, he 
states, with a little French shrug. 

•J aime men les deux langues.” <“l 
like them both.”) 

He speaks French at home, but he 
says he slicks to English at school, 
even w hen he’s supposed to lie speak¬ 
ing his native language. His mother, 
Brigitte Finet. says the hoys enjoy 
school, in spite ol the rigors of a bii- 
ingual education. 'As for myself,” 
she adds. "I would like to stay 
forever.” 

Lesson two: At the Ecole Bilingue, 
students must use a fountain pen, 
write in fluid script, and underline im¬ 
portant passages in red, using a ruler. 

The French take penmanship 
seriously. They don't believe that 
children need to start out printing 
block letters. In a country that resists 
typewriters and word processors, 
especially for students, good hand¬ 
writing counts 

Frances Irvine, the Ecole’s head¬ 
mistress. said the decision to use the 
French writing method was one of the

Student Advocates Study Hall Release Program

There seems to be a great deal of 
controversy concerning the High 
School’s policy of study hall release. 
I am very interested in knowing ex¬ 
actly what is wrong with a system 
which rewards juniors and seniors 
with good grades by excusing them 
from study hall classes. 

As a 
freshman and sophomore, 1 sat 
through loud, overcrowded study 
halls, looking to the day when this tor 
ture would be over. I kept my grades 
up, and never cut a class...yet it is the 
students like me who will be losing 
study hall release if it is abolished.

For those who don’t know, this pro¬ 
gram excuses juniors and seniors 
with a grade point average of a *(” or 
better from being assigned to a study 
hall classroom. This enables them to 
utilize other programs currently go¬ 
ing on in different parts of the school. 

For instance, a student can talk 
with a Guidance Counselor concern¬ 
ing colleges, take a lesson in driver’s 
education, approach a teacher for ex¬ 
tra help, make up tests or science

The House and Senate are 
still meeting informally. Both 
branches are expected to 
resume formal session and 
roll call votes on Tuesday, 
Nov. 18. 

A full agenda awaits 
legislators when they return 
to the chamber. Hundreds of 
bills are still pending in 
various states of approval. 
The battle for the speakership 
in the House is still raging and 
a pending report on rules 
reform in the Senate is sure to 
spark heated debate and con¬ 
troversy. 

This week’s report 
highlights several key 
measures which will be 
debated and voted upon in the 
legislature before the end of 
the 1984 session. 

MASSBANK — First 
outlined a year ago. The 
MassBank proposal has been 
the subject of intense con¬ 
troversy and debate and is 
considered one of Gov. 
Dukakis’ priority items for 
1984. The lengthy and com¬ 
plicated bill creates 
MassBartk, a 

semiautonomous state agen¬ 
cy, to finance infrastructure 
programs including repair 
and updating of state 
highways, bridges, tunnels, 
sewerage systems, and water 
supply systems through the 
sale of bonds. 

Initial funding for 
MassBank would come from 
new taxes on businesses and 
the measure, in return, also 
provides for some ad¬ 
justments and reductions in 
other business taxes. Dukakis 
has warned that if the state’s 
aging infrastructure is not 
repaired, there can be no 
guarantee of safety. 

While there seems to be a 
general consensus as to the 
need for repair work, many 
question the wisdom, necessi¬ 
ty, and constitutionality of 
establishing a new 
bureaucracy to operate the 
bank. Others claim increased 
business taxes will simply be 
passed on to consumers. The 
bill is currently being review¬ 
ed for its constitutionality by 
the Supreme Judicial Court. 

WATER AND SEWER 
AUTHORITY — Another 
Dukakis priority is the con¬ 
troversial proposed Water 
and Sewer Authority to 
oversee the operation of 
sewers and treatment 
systems and water supply in 
metropolitan Boston. A bill 
passed by the Senate a few 
weeks ago includes oversight 
for sewers and treatment 
plants but excludes respon¬ 
sibility for water supply. Both 
operations are currently 
under MDC control. 

The measure, which pro¬ 
vides for the issue of up to $300 
million in bonds for the pro¬ 
ject, is now under considera¬ 
tion by the House. 

EDUCATION 
REORGANIZATION — An 
education reform bill is ex¬ 
pected to be considered short¬ 
ly after the legislature 
reconvenes. The bill is at the 
top of the Dukakis priority 
list. The Education Commit¬ 
tee has reported out its own 
version of an education 
reform plan and Dukakis has 
proposed several amend¬ 
ments to it. 

Key issues involved and 
sure to be debated include in¬ 
creased state funding of 
education: a hike in teachers’ 
pay with a minimum salary of 
$18,000; basic skills tests for 


students; incentives for im¬ 
proved teacher training and 
early retirement; and limita¬ 
tion of class sizes. 

PRESUM PTIVE 
SENTENCING — A proposed 
reform of the state’s criminal 
sentencing procedures is be¬ 
ing pushed by the Dukakis ad¬ 
ministration. The pending bill 
calls for presumptive senten¬ 
cing and sets a range of 
sentences judges must follow 
or explain, in writing, why a 
more lenient sentence was 
given. 

JUDGES’ SALARIES — 
This Dukakis initiative would 
raise the salaries of the 
state’s judges over the next 
three years. Dukakis’ version 
had a $5.1 million price tag, 
but the Judiciary Committee 
has increased the total to $8.76 
million. 

DRINKING AGE — A new 
federal law would result in 
Massachusetts losing millions 
in federal highway funds if it 
does not raise its drinking age 
from 20 to 21 by Oct. 1, 1986. 
The House and Senate have 
passed different versions of 
the hike to 21. The House ver¬ 
sion raises the age im¬ 
mediately while the Senate 
hike takes effect June 1,1985, 
or earlier if surrounding 
states raise their age to 21 
before June 1. The House will 
soon consider the Senate ver¬ 
sion and if it is rejected, a con¬ 
ference committee to work 
out differences will likely be 
appointed. 

BOSTON PACKAGE — 
The legislature expects to 
consider some kind of 
package proposed by Boston 
Mayor Ray Flynn to raise 
enough revenue to eliminate a 
city deficit. Earlier this year, 
Flynn’s parking excise tax 
proposal met defeat in the 
House by a handful of votes. 
A new package may include a 
scaled-down parking excise 
tax, a hotel/motel tax, and a 
request for the state to 
assume the city’s $42 million 
MBTA assessment. 

RULES REFORM — A 
report of the special Senate 
committee to consider and 
recommend rules changes in 
the upper branch is lingering 
in the rules committee. The 
report recommends several 
changes including ratification 
of leadership positions by par¬ 
ty caucus; establishing an 
easier procedure for 
discharging bills from certain 
Senate committees; giving 
joint committees oversight 
authority for rules and regula¬ 
tions within their jurisdic¬ 
tions; and providing for the 
carryover of legislation from 
one legislative session to the 
next. 

On the House side, the 
Legislative Coalition for 
Rules Reform is still ponder¬ 
ing whether to push for four 
new rules changes this session 
or to wait until next year. The 
changes include creation of 
a committee to insure that all 
rank and file members have 
equal office space, equip¬ 
ment, and secretarial help; 
prohibiting committee hear¬ 
ings and executive sessions 
from being scheduled at the 
same time as formal sessions 
of the House; and two provi¬ 
sions similar to the Senate 
proposals for carryover of 
legislation and new legislative 
oversight authority. These 
two provisions affect joint 
rules and would require both 
House and Senate approval.

$23 Million 
Construction 
Nears End 


The final work on Winchester 
Hospital’s $23 million building and 
renovation program is expected to In' 
completed within the next several 
weeks, bringing to an end a project 
that has involved the efforts and 
financial support of countless Win¬ 
chester residents, members of area 
communities, local businesses and 
organizations and the staff of the 
hospital itself . 

“Seldom does an entire communi¬ 
ty play such a significant part in the 
building of any community struc¬ 
ture.’’ said hospital president Jack R.

The hospital's new wing, which in¬ 
cludes new facilities for the Emergen¬ 
cy Services Dept . the Radiology 
Dept., the Intensive Care Unit. 
Surgical Suite and nursing-care 
floors, has been named “The Gilbert 
H Hood Jr. Wing” in recognition of 
the many contributions made to the 
hospital by Winchester resident 
Gilbert H. Hood Jr. 

Over the past 36 years, Hood has 
served as a member of the hospital’s 
board of directors, as vice president 
and president of the Winchester 
Hospital Corp., and as an active par¬ 
ticipant in fund-raising drives for 
hospital building projects.

In the past, said 
Irvine, there have been conflicts be¬

Actually, only 1!) ol the Kcole's 
students are French The rest arc a 
cosmopolitan hodge podge from coun¬ 
tries such as Lebanon, Togo. Haiti, 
the Soviet Union and Greece 

There are American students too. 
some sent by parents who simply 
believe in bilingualism “Another 
language is another door, another 
wa\ ol seeing the world.” said the 
headmistress. 

Lesson Three: At the Ecole Bil- 
ingue a study of the Renaissance docs 
not wait until high school. The fifth 
graders plunge right into the 
material, in French. 

In one classroom, a book lies open 
to a full colon photo of a sumptuous 
French chateau. It is Chambord. a 
tiith century marvel with turret upon 
turret, a dream castle that took 14 
years to build 

Next to the hook sits a project of 
somewhat humbler proportions, a 
model of the chateau built by 
students. Its walls are built from cor¬ 
rugated cardboard, its turrets from 
blue construction paper. 

To replicate the double-spiral 
staircase built by Leonardo DaVinci 
may be an impossible task. Yet the 
model castle provides a hands-on 
lesson about the Renaissance, much- 
needed in the US. which didn’t even 


exist when the great chateaux were 
built 

Early exposure to the Renaissance 
isn't the only advantage the school ol 
tors, however. Cecilia Marcovici, a 
Rumanian who now lives in Arlington 
and has one child at the Ecole, said. 
•‘Coming from Europe, they expect 
more from the children, and they ex¬ 
pect the children to be mature before 
the Americans do.” 

Richard Holt, who serves on the 
school’s board, also relishes bilingual 
education He commented, “Young 
children pick up the French very 
quickly, and they also do well in 
English. There's a tear they’ll get the 
two scrambled up. but that doesn’t 
happen " Instead, he said, “the 
children have a wonderful advan¬ 
tage.” 

Lesson Four: The Ecole Bilingue 
promotes a cosmopolitan altitude and 
an awareness of other nations. 

Anne Huvos, who has a French 
mother and a Hungarian father, at¬ 
tended the Ecole as a young child. 
Now she's going to Suffolk Law 
School, but she never lost her French. 
In fact, she spent a year in France to 
take the Baccalaureat, the tough ex¬ 
am that French students must pass in 
order to earn a high school diploma. 

Huvos said the school gave her an 
international outlook that other 
American children seemed to lack. 
She recalled tales related by two 
Spanish friends about American 
schoolchildren who knew virtually 


nothing about Spain Her friends, she 
said, never ran into that apparent ig 
norance at the Ecole Bilingue. 

Huvos still keeps in touch with one 
Ecole alumna, who is now in the 
Peace Corps, putting her French to 
good use. 

For youngsters, she said, the bil¬ 
ingual experience cuts through 
stercotyopes. “I didn’t know whether 
people were French or American 
when I was there." she said. Instead 
she simply recognized two common 
languages of study and com¬ 
munication. 

For many years the Ecole was 
doomed to meet in basements. The 
school rented space from a Belmont 
Catholic Sunday School and then from 
an Armenian Church in Cambridge 
for several years. 

Now, Ecole administrators are 
pleased with their spacious new 
rented quarters in the old Parmenter 
School, a public school that closed 
because of dwindling enrollment. 

“We now have a physical plant 
that we re very proud of and what we 
think is a really interesting program 
fora cosmopolitan city like Boston.” 
said Bonnie Clendenning, president of 
the Eeole’s board. 

It seems that the Ecole Bilingue 
has found a home at last, where it can 
expand and promote bilingual educa¬ 
tion. Anne Huvos, now some 15 years 
beyond the Ecole, said "If I ever have 
kids, that’s where they're going to 
start school. Definitely ’ 


Police Chief John P. McHugh has 
outlined a scenario that happens all 
too often to area motorists who ven 
ture out on winter slick roads. 

“A driver suddenly finds his car 
sliding around all over the landscape. 
He winds up out of control headed 
the wrong way. up against a curb or 
deep in a snow bank.” 

Chances are, according to the 
Chief, that particular driver made a 
serious misjudgment concerning his 
ability to control the situation or 
made a wrong move in relation to a 
winter slick road surface. 

To help. Chief McHugh cited 
winter driving techniques based on 
tests conducted by the National Safe¬ 
ty Council’s Committee on Winter 
Driving Hazards and endorsed by the 
International Assn, of Chiefs of 
Police. 

According to skid testers, the first 
step is to “get the feel of the road.” 
Away from traffic, tap your brakes or 
accelerate until you determine the 
point at which your wheels will lock 
or spin and your car begin to skid. 
From there on, reduce your speed 
below that point and make all 
maneuvers smoothly and easily. 

With today’s automatic transmis¬ 
sions, shock absorbers and smooth 
riding suspension systems, you have 


to rely on a sensitive feel of the road 
to give you a message about how well 
your car is handling. 

Should you get into a skid, you 
must take two basic actions — regain 
traction, then steer out of a skid. 

To regain traction, your problem 
is to generate as much cornering trac¬ 
tion as possible. Lay off the ac¬ 
celerator and don’t touch the brakes 

the “off and off rule. As your tires 
take hold again, regained cornering 
traction can help you get the car back 
on course. 

Once you have steering traction, 
keep the front of your car pointed in 
the direction you want to go — to go 
right, turn right; to go left, turn left. 

Holding the steering wheel firmly, 
but don’t make large turns (over¬ 
correcting. ) Use a light touch to cor¬ 


rect the swerve. .Just a few minor ad¬ 
justments will usually do the trick. 
This technique must Ik? used as quick¬ 
ly as possible when the car begins to 
skid. 

Another reminder from the winter 
driving hazards researchers: braking 
distances on snow and ice may be 
from three to nine times the normal 
distance required to stop on dry 
pavement. 

Traveling at 20 miles an hour on 
glare ice at a temperature of 25 
degrees F, the braking distance 
averages about 150 feet close to 
nine car lengths. On the other hand, 
under reasonably good conditions, a 
car can be braked to a stop in this 
same distance — 150 feet — from a 
speed of 55 miles an hour on dry 
pavement. 

Therefore, if you must drive under 


accordingly. For the most help during 
severe snow and ice conditions use 
reinforced tire chains. They provide 
from four to seven times the pulling 
ability of regular tires for climbing 
icy grades and pulling through deep 
snow. 

Control is the name of the game 
when it comes to lowering the risks of 
winter hazards. Chief McHugh says. 
He adds this thought: 

“The driver who buckles-up his 
safety restraints stands a better 
chance of keeping control of himsell 
and his car should a potentially 
dangerous situation occur. 

“This goes for his passengers 
adults and children as well. Using 
safety restraints will keep the people 
in his vehicle from being thrown 
around inside the car in case of a 
skid'wreck situation regardless of 
who may be at fault! ”

Meet Cartoonist 


Jim Dobbins: 


Minute Details 
Come To Life 
At The Hands Of 
Local Political Satirist

Jim Dobbins is quick on 
the draw. Not with a pistol, 
but with a pen. 

Dobbins started as a 
political cartoonist for The 
Lowell Sun back in 1952. Now, 
people across the country 
recognize his pen-and-ink 
commentaries from daily 
newspapers and Time 
magazine. 

Dobbins’ role, above all, is 
that of an observer. He 
monitors America’s overall 
political scene and catches 
the little details as well. 

“Reagan’s eyes close 
when he smiles,” says Dob¬ 
bins, indicating one of his 
presidential portrayals. 
“When you draw him with a 
big smile, you close the eyes 
completely. It makes him 
look a bit cowboyish.’’ 

In his cartoons, he em¬ 
phasizes the bags under 
Walter Mondale’s eyes and 
Geraldine Ferraro’s pointed 
chin. ‘‘In a caricature,” he 
says, “you have to use those 
things.” 

Dobbins’ career has been 
long and illustrious. At his 
spacious Swan st. home, he 
pulls out a tome of “Who’s 
Who in the World” to show' off 
his biography: 

“Dobbins, James Joseph, 
artist; b. Woburn, Mass., 
Aug. 12,1924...Mem. Nat. Car¬ 
toonist Soc.; Assn. Am. 
Editorial Cartoonists. 
Democrat. Catholic. Club: 
Boston Press (pres. 1967-68), 
Winchester Country.” 


Dobbins, full of ideas and 
energy at 60, has worked for 
a number of New England 
newspapers. Ilis longest 
tenure was at The Boston 
Herald, where he spent two 
decades. 

Since 1978, he has worked 
for the Manchester Union 
Leader in New Hampshire 
and he syndicates the week’s 
cartoons to 94 other 
newspapers across the 
country. 

Actually, says Dobbins, his 
first love was sports cartoon¬ 
ing. “When you’re 25, the only 
thing you know or appreciate 
is sports,” he says. “As you 
grow older, you become more 
interested in politics.” 

He says the only job open¬ 
ings for newspaper artists 
were in political cartooning. 
Even now, he says, jobs are 
few 7 and far between, and 
there are just 100 editorial 
cartoonists in the entire 
country. 

Thanks to his career, Dob¬ 
bins has met every U.S. head 
of state since 

Eisenhower.“Ike was such a 
lackluster president,” Dob¬ 
bins commments. But John F. 
Kennedy, whom Dobbins 
knew well, was “very 
refreshing.” With Kennedy, 
says the artist, “everything 
was new.” 

In fact, Dobbins created 
his trademark, a little horse 
with a big mouth, during the 
Kennedy administration. 

The horse, drawn in a cor¬ 
ner, could squeeze an extra 


comment into a cartoon. Dob¬ 
bins needed the horse during 
the Kennedy years, he said, 
when “there were so many 
things I wanted to say.” 

In fact, the horse is a 
caricature of Dobbins 
himself.“I have large 
eyebrows, I have a large nose, 
I wear glasses,” he says, 
quickly sketching a self¬ 
caricature. If you leave out 
the chin line, he explains, you 
get a face that looks just like 
a horse. 

Every week, Dobbins, who 
works out of a newly-built 
home studio, churns out six 
cartoons. He begins with a 
study of current events. 
“Naturally,” says the artist, 
“I read every newspaper in 
sight. It’s a great hobby.” 

On Sundays, Dobbins 
cooks up ideas for the week’s 
cartoons. A cartoon may 
strike him in his living room, 
in his Buick or on the Win¬ 
chester golf course. As he puts 
it, “You’re never immune 
from an idea.” 

Dobbins is constantly 
scribbling comments and 
sketches in the margins of 
newspapers. Those scraps 
find a home above the family 
china cabinet where they’re 
stored for future use. 

Next come the actual 
drafts of the cartoons. Dob¬ 
bins normally w'orks with pen 
and ink, avoiding the heavy 
grease pencils popular in the 
1960s. 

He uses special paper that

Sachems Run And Hide On Stoneham 47-14

The Winchester High School foot¬ 
ball team manhandled the Stoneham 
Spartans 47-14 at last Saturday’s 
home game. 

Beyond the usual quest for victory, 
the Sachems had a couple of added in¬ 
centives. 

The first was revenge. 

Last year Stoneham humiliated 
the Sachems 29-8. Although last 
year’s seniors have graduated, many 
of this year’s seniors were starters in 
that game. The Sachems 
remembered that loss well and set out 
to avenge it. As expected, the 7-0 
Sachems walked all over the lowly 3-4 
Spartans. 

The second reason is an- obvious 
one. This was the Sachems’ final 
game before the Middlesex League 
showdown against explosive Lex¬ 
ington. and it was their final oppor¬ 
tunity to fine-tune the squad in a game 
situation. 

Winchester, as usual, came out fir¬ 
ing. They scored touchdowns on their 
first three drives, giving the Sachems 
a commanding 19-0 lead as the first 
quarter came to a close. 

Brian Carroll scored first, once 
again, as he carried the ball over the 
goal line on a one-vard run. Their se¬ 


cond score came in the form of a 
40-yard touchdown pass to Dave 
Manganaro. After the Sachems stop¬ 
ped the Stoneham offense cold, Car 
roll came up with another touchdown 
to cap off a 65-yard drive. 

As in past games, the Sachems 
played productively in spurts, but 
they did not score at all in the second 
quarter. 

When the second half came 
around, the Sachems picked up 
another 20 points on scores from 
Manganaro and quarterback Bob 
Palmer. 

It was easy to see that the 
Sachems’ game was in tip-top shape 
The offensive team played well, con¬ 
sistently gaining long yardage on the 
ground and in the air. Bob Palmer 
threw three completions for 01 yards 
and a touchdown 

Palmer was not the only one to 
throw a pass, though. Star running 
back Carroll launched the pigskin 34 
yards to Manganaro for a touchdown 
on a halfback option pass play. 

With this play proving the team’s 
razzle-dazzle, coach Marshall replac¬ 
ed most of the starters with second 
stringers, so as to keep his team 
healthy for the Lexington game. 


The second string also played well, 
scoring in the fourth quarter on a 
50-yard T.J. Della Sala run. Though 
they did allow one touchdown in the 
second half, the reserved nlaved well. 

With an offense as powerful as 
Winchester’s, that may not be too 
much to ask. The Sachems have great 
open field long-gain runners in Car- 
roll and Scott Binding.

Chris Costello, another end, is 
questionable with a wrenched 
shoulder. Still, even without some key 
players, the Sachems should have tin* 
depth to be strong enough for Satin- 
day’s game in Lexington at 1:30. 

If Winchester wins this game and 
the game against Woburn on 
Thanksgiving, they are still not 
guaranteed a berth in the Division l 
Superbowl In a complicated system, 
even if the Sachems go undefeated, 
their fate lies in the record of their 
previous opponent, Somerville. 

If Lexington wins however, they 
will automatically go to the Super 
bowl, most likely against Brockton. 

As the scoreboard counted down 
the final seconds of the game, 
everyone’s thoughts leapt to what 
lays in store for the Sachems next 
Saturday Lexington 

Winchester vs. Lexington. A bat¬ 
tle for the Middlesex League title. A 
game that means each team’s chance 


to make it to tin* Superbowl. A battle 
of the undefeated. In a word, a battle. 

This game must be the most anx¬ 
iously anticipated Middlesex League 
game in this decade. Not since the 
Woburn-Winchester game that decid¬ 
ed the Middlesex League crown and 
a Superbowl berth in 1979, has a game 
had so much riding on it 

To the victor will go the spoils, but 
in a game between teams of such 
great strength, the victorious team 
will most certainly have earned them. 

Unlike in the past. Winchester will 
have to fight for every yard and every 
point. Nothing will come easy and the 
Sachems will have to play the best 
game of their season to win. 

But why is this game going to be 
so tough, why all till* hubbub? One 
look at the Standings will tell you. 
Lexington sits atop the Middlesex 
League, tied with Winchester, with a 
record of H wins no losses and no ties. 

In Division 1. Lexington is ranked 
No. 2 and Winchester is ranked No. 5. 

It’s no fluke that Lexington is 
undefeated. They have run over most 
of their opponents with a backfield 
that at times seems virtually 
unstoppable. 

At the helm, the Lexington 
Minutemen have quarterback Jim 


Arthur at (i feet 3 inches and 220 
pounds, he is a formidable ball car 
rier himself, but when he hands the 
ball to his backs, Bart Graf and Sean 
Cummings, then the Sachems will 
have to be wary 

Both backs are big and quick and 
have the power that can break open 
any game. When asked about the Ix*x 
ington backs, coach Marshall said 
•We’re gonna have our hands lull 
They are great backs who are tough 
to stop.” 

Lexington’s offense is not limited 
to just running, though. ‘‘Arthur is a 
great athlete and leads a good pass¬ 
ing att ack.. he has some fine 
receivers too,” coach Marshall 
stated. When Arthur throws he likes 
to hit sure-handed end player Eric 
Gout. Sometimes, when Cummings 
isn’t running over defenders, he too 
makes a good target.

Lexington’s line, though by no 
means meek, (they average 214 
pounds) hasn’t met opposition as solid 
as the Sachems’.

Middlesex County District At¬ 
torney Scott Harshbarger, a recent 
guest on WHDH radio’s Mike Miller 
Show, appeared with Massachusetts 
Commissioner of Corrections Michael 
Fair to discuss prison reform and 
related issues. 

In response to a question regar¬ 
ding the reason for prison over¬ 
crowding, Harshbarger said that 
Massachusetts has one of the oldest 
prison systems in the country and has 
failed to keep pace with the needs for 
a modern prison expansion system. 

Secondly, Harshbarger pointed out 
that law enforcement and criminal 
justice officials are responding to the 
public's appropriate demand to em¬ 
phasize that priority be given to the 
punishment of violent and serious 
repeat criminal offenders rather than 
rehabilitation. 

Lastly, he noted that prosecutors 
are now full-time in the com¬ 
monwealth and are playing a more 
prominent role in the criminal justice 
system than ever before. 

Harshbarger, who serves as tne 
chairman of the National District At¬ 
torneys Association Policy Commit¬ 
tee, emphasized that prison 
overcrowding is a national problem. 

He said, “Because it is an area ot 
national concern, we are urging the 
federal government to consider mak¬ 
ing funding available for state correc¬ 
tional facilities and to explore the 
possible use of federal facilities or 
federal land to assist States in deal¬ 


ing with the critical problem of prison 
overcrowding.” 

Harshbarger also discussed the 
need for alcohol counseling, treat¬ 
ment and education to combat the 
drunk driving problem in 
Massachusetts. 

Harshbarger emphasized that 
“the process of counseling and treat¬ 
ment for the serious, repeat drunk 
driving offender must begin during in¬ 
carceration. At this point in time, the 
resources are simply not being made 
available to begin a treatment pro¬ 
gram for the incarcerated drunk 
driver. 

A jail sentence must be accom¬ 
panied by alcohol treatment if we are 
to keep the serious of fender from get¬ 
ting behind the wheel drunk again.” 

In his closing remarks, Har¬ 
shbarger noted his support for 
presumptive sentencing legislation as 
one avenue to help the public under 
stand the criminal justice system. 

“Presumptive sentencing pro¬ 
vides for consistency, predictability 
and clarity in the system. We have to 
start making the system understan¬ 
dable to the people. The biggest area 
in the criminal justice system which 
is misunderstood is sentencing. We 
are trying to open up the system and 
respond to the genuine needs of the 
public. 

This is a court system which has 
been run for too long for the benefit 
of judges, lawyers and court person¬ 
nel and not the people. This, we are 
determined to change.”

use. 

.John Stumcke of Branchwood rd. 
focused on the town’s need for the well 
water. He said that the state water 
suppliers “suspect it will not be able 
to supply Winchester with all the 
water it needs in the year 2020. The 
best source we have is the well field 
site." 

According to town officials, the 
site had been used as a water source 
until 1957, at which time the water’s 
quality was considered questionable. 

Serratore told Town Meeting 
members that a 1957 study conclud¬ 
ed that the water had a high mineral 
content that rendered it “not suitable 
even w'hen softened.” 

The report, he said, indicated the 
water should “be kept in reserve and 
not be used except in extreme 
emergencies.” 

James Courchaine, the town’s new 
operations manager for the water and 
sewer division, said that “extensive 
testing would have to be done to deter¬ 
mine both the quantity and the quali¬ 
ty” of the water. He would not 
estimate the cost of the water tests. 

Further, he said, “we have 
sources for potential contamination, 
including a I nearby I metropolitan 
sewer which overflows on a regular, 
seasonal basis . . . and oil-filled 
Edison transportation lines which run 
through backyards near the proper¬ 
ly” 

Ultimately, for the Fall Town 
Meeting, the water supply issue has 
been laid to rest. The sole act remain¬ 
ing is to fill in the hole. 

And that, said Serratore, will be 
done with suitable non-organic land¬ 
fill. such as gravel, in accordance 
with Board of Health standards

“Get that horn up. you nerd!” 
Miller hollers at one player whose 
trumpet is lower than his neighbors’, 
breaking the line she wants. 

She sends drum major Tim Mac 
Dougall up the ladder, and has the 
band begin again. They play a brass 
fanfare - and he waits before stal¬ 
ling up the medley. 

“Wait a minute, Wait a minute, 
what’re you waiting for?” Miller 
demands. 

“They were still all flipping their 
music, and I'm watching them,” 
MacDougall replies. 

Miller patrols the field, barking 
orders like a drill sergeant. “Keep 
that head tilted! Horns up!.” she 
yells. Her voice grows hoarser by the 
minute but she doesn’t hold back. 

“You can never, never relax,” she 
chides.

They run through the routine once 
more, doing a creditable job even on

least, you cannot see a muscle move. 

They play the national anthem, 
and file into the stands, filling a whole 
section by themselves.

Buchheim said he was a Mondale

“I don’t like Mondale and 
Ferraro, because 1 don’t want higher 
taxes and I don’t believe a nuclear 
freeze w'ould work, the Russians 
won’t take away their weapons, 
they’ll just keep building them.” 

The rules of the game were new to 
Curtis, and he had mixed feelings 
about spectators’ reactions. “Some 
people smile and honk their horns, but 
some just give you bad l(x)ks,” he said 
with a frow'n. 

There were two more rookies at 
Town Hall, Jon Fischbach and his 
wife, Elaine Vreeland-Fischbach. 

She joined up because she’s new to 
the state and wanted to learn about 
local politics. Me went along for the 
ride, and decided it was interesting 
enough to get in on the game. 

“A Markey leaflet ended up on our 
front porch,” Vreeland-Fischbach 
said. “I read it. found a lot of ideas 
1 could agree with, and that’s how I 
ended up working for Ed Markey.” 

Her husband dutifully went along 
to debates and fundraisers, and 
finally decided to hold a sign 
alongside her on election day. 

“Normally, I dislike the people 
holding these signs.” Fischbach said 
cheerfully, his Mondale- 
Ferraro/Kerry/Markey trio of 


time that the same question has ap 
peared on town ballots, and the third 
time it won the favor of local 
residents. 

In I960, the liquor license question 
was approved by a margin of more 
than 2,000 votes; in 1982 it cleared by 
more than 3,(KX). On Tuesday, the 
issue cleared by an even wider 
margin 4,4047 votes. 

Presently, Randall’s Restaurant 
on Main st. holds the only liquor 
license in use so far.

“There is more grass roots in¬ 
volvement between the candidate and 
local people than I’d thought.” 

Inside Town Hall, the Town 
Clerk’s office was quiet. The 
registrars were answering phone in¬ 
quiries on voter eligibility for the 
precincts, and keeping their own 
statistics on the turnout. 

“As of 5 p.m., we’ve had 61 percent 
of the registered voters; that’s 3 per¬ 
cent less than last time < 1981), but of 
course, there are more voters now,” 
said registrar Rush Harwood He 
thought the total vote would be close 
to the 86 percent that turned out in 
1980. 

In the lobby of the office, working 
silently on paperwork, sat Andrew 
Riffin. He’s what might be considered 
a pinch hitter or a special squad 
member in the game of politics: he 
fixes voting machines. But there 
hadn’t been much call for his 
specialty. 

“We had one machine that we 
almost closed, but I got it going again, 
and we didn’t lose any votes,” Riffin 
said with a quiet smile. He didn’t 
mind the lull; he’d spent the last two 
weeks rushing around getting the 
voting machines ready for the big 
day. 

Cathy Doherty, warden lor 
Precinct 1 and a veteran observer of 
the game, predicted a turnout close 
to the 1980 level: 1,194 of her 
precinct’s 1,682 eligibles had voted by 
6 p.m. 

“Look how easy it is, and how 
many people don’t bother to vote,” 
said a young mother to her 10-year- 
old daughter and 8-year-old son as 
they left Town Hall. 

Down the street, alongside the Lin¬ 
coln School, two veteran politicos 


area, also gets to keep the license it 
was granted pending Tuesday’s vote. 
The third license, the possibility of 
which was allowed on Tuesday, has 
yet to be applied for. 

In the second part of the question, 
which asked for the allowance ol a 
single package store license in town, 
the vote was narrower. Only 4,363 
voters favored allowing a package 
store license, while 3.617 voted 
against the measure. 

It was the first time since the 1960s 
that that portion of the question was 
on the ballot. At that time, it was 
defeated.

“Mondale, yes, Reagan, bleaaah,” 
said one passer-by, giving Agnes Con¬ 
nelly a thumbs-up sign, and David 
Peretti a thumbs-down and a Bronx 
cheer. 

Experienced campaigners both, 
they agreed that reaction was 
unusual. 

“While I w'as standing in front of 
Town I fall, a group of the high school 
cheerleaders passed and yelled, 
‘Yeah, Mondale,’ ” Connelly reported 
cheerfully. 

“We’ve been having a nice chat, 
and we were served hot chocolate a 
little earlier,” said Peretti. He said 
the wait in the cold was worthwhile, 
as more voters seemed to lx? arriving 
as commuter trains pulled in. 

Inside, 1,295 of Precinct 4’s 1,779 
voters had had their turn at bat by 
6:15; Precinct 3 had accounted for 
1,207 of a total of 1,767. 

"We get a small rush about every 
15 minutes; it should be almost time 
for the (i: 11 train to filter in,” observ¬ 
ed warden Eva Arnott. 

Up the hill, at the Vinson-0wen 
School, two 17-year-olds stood under 
the full imxjn holding a series of signs 
totemed on a single two-by-four: 
Reagan-Bush-Shamie. 

“We’re working the 5 to 7 shift,” 
said Roxanne Hansen. “People have 
been smiling and waving as they go 
by I think we’ll win big: it will be 
a 50-state sweep.” 

"No, I don’t think so,” her 
companion, Carolyn Curry, said 
quickly. "We’re not getting much 
reaction from people, really. 
Massachusetts will probably go 
Democrat.” 

But both said they themselves 
strongly supported the President — 
and sent passing voters their best pit¬ 
ches to convince them to join their 
team. Rookies they might have been 
— but they’d learned the rules of the 
game well.

Meeting voters decided that the issue 
should again be considered. 

The package store license ap¬ 
proval means that prospective ven¬ 
dors can now apply to the Board of 
Selectmen for a license.

More than 1,200 of Precinct 6’s 
1.900 registered voters had checked in 
by 5:30, pollworkers said as they 
counted up absentee ballots to add to 
the tally at the end of the night. 

“Oh!” said one, her eyes widening 
as she sized up the statistics im¬ 
mediately, and sighed. “That’s still 
going to leave a crowd after 6.” 

Precinct 5 was equally busy, a 
small line looped around temporary 
barriers set up in the Vinson-Owen 
kindergarten room. Voter 1,093 of the 
precinct’s 1,676 was voting at 5:35. 

"We’ve had a very good turnout: 
heavy in the morning, and it will pick 
up from now until closing," said 
warden Barbara Pacetti. "We 
haven’t had any real quiet spells.” 

All ages were turning out, Pacetti 
said, from senior citizens to the four 
college students who drove down 
from the University of New 
Hampshire. 

One veteran campaigner tried out 
a new position early Tuesday morn¬ 
ing - 87-year-old Caroline Spalding 
held her Mondale-Ferraro sign in 
front of Lincoln School from 10 to 
11:30. 

A Republican until she turned 
Democrat during Woodrow Wilson’s 
adminstration, and a former League 
of Women Voters president, she’d 
never been a sign-holder before, but 
thought it might be interesting. For 
some, the game never fades in 
appeal. 

Over in Belmont, mid-afternoon on 
Tuesday, 10-year-old David Rahbee 
and his brother Adam, 8, were perch¬ 
ed on the stone wall in front of their 
Common st. home, urging passers-by 
to remember to vote. 

They brandished signs they’d 
made — purple and orange crayon on 
looseleaf binder paper, stapled to an 
old broom handle and a piece of 
bamboo.

signs, as both boys stood their posts 
like practiced pollworkers. 

"We just decided to do this,” 
David told the reporter. "Most likely 
it wouldn’t be a tie, but people should 
vote anyway.” 

Their mother and a family friend 
advised them to remind people to 
vote, rather than endorse a single 
candidate, David added. "I like doing 
it. Lots of people stop to look.” 

Across town, at Belmont’s 
Precinct 1 one polling place in the 
Unitarian Cchurch, a scattering of 
campaign signs — for Kerry, Shamie, 
Mondale and Reagan — lean against 
the hedges, unattended. 

“The turnout? It’s spectacular!” 
said Precinct 1 warden Ethel 
Hamann. "We are way over what we 
had in the primaries at this point (in 
the day); we still have four hours to 
go, and we have a whole bunch of 
absentee ballots.” 

Outside, a woman working the 
polls stands, without buttons, signs or 
any other identification, as the rules 
of the game (state law) demands 

"I can stand here and speak to 
people, but 1 can’t wear anything to 
identify myself,” she explained. 

"Mondale-Ferraro?” she said 
again and again to voters going in¬ 
side, with just the right mixture of re¬ 
quest and recommendation in her 
voice. 


"No way!” declared a fortyish 
woman, never breaking her stride. 

"Of course! ” said a fiftyish man, 
nodding affably as he heads in to the 
polls. 

Across town, outside the Peirce 
School, two young women stood 
beneath a dim streetlight, holding 
Mondale-Ferraro signs w'ith one 
hand, and styrofoam cups of hot 
chocolate with the other. 

"I’ve been out holding signs since 
1 o’clock this afternoon, at Brackett 
School, and since 3:30 here,” said 
Marsha Cohen. A rookie, she joined 
both the Arlington Democratic cam¬ 
paign team and Women’s Action for 
Nuclear Disarmament. 

"I felt it was important this year 
— women’s issues, and a lot of other 
issues were involved — and I felt if 
there was anything I could do to make 
a difference, I should take part,” 
Cohen explained. 

Joanne Warburton, sharing the 
twilight vigil, agreed with Cohen. "I 
thought the women’s issues and the 
defense issues were important — and 
I just don’t like Reagan’s ideas,” she 
said. 

There seemed to be more support 
for Mondale-Ferraro at Brackett’s 
precincts than Peirce’s, Cohen said. 
“We’re not getting much response, 
but there seems to be a heavy turn¬ 
out,” she observed. 


"It’s mixed,” amended Warbur¬ 
ton. "I’d done some telephone polling 
around town earlier in the campaign, 
and there seems to be a lot of support 
for Mondale-Ferraro out there — if 
not on this street corner.” 

"The vote is high, but it’s not 
higher than the last presidential elec¬ 
tion,” declared Grace Schwab, 
warden for Precinct 19 and a veteran 
of many seasons. "Last time around, 
we had about 1,300 turn out, and I 
think we’ll run pretty close to that.” 

Despite the valiant efforts of all 
the players, the game ended pretty 
much the same for everyone. 

Losers made concession speeches; 
victors congratulated their opponents 
on a fine effort; everyone thanked the 
loyal teammembers — the sign 
holders, the leaflet deliverers, the 
last-minute lobbyists who stood at the 
polls and asked, "Mondale-Ferraro?” 
or "Reagan-Bush?” 

One other thing happened, 
something no one can ever pin down 
exactly, not even those it happened 
to: a whole new crop of players 
caught the bug, and took up politics. 

It’s a lifetime addiction. They’ll 
wait for the next season, talk about it, 
make game plans, size up the op¬ 
position. 

It’s right up there with the Red Sox 
— and it still beats Trivial Pursuit — 
at least, in Massachusetts.

Variety Adds Life To Your Thanksgiving Dinner Menu 



It’s really almost an instant response— 
when your thoughts turn to Thanksgiving, 
you can’t help but think about turkey. It’s 
almost as if, when you think about the fes¬ 
tive holiday, the idea of a ready-cooked 
bird with all the trimmings just pops into 
mind. 

That is. unless you’re the one who hap¬ 
pens to be doing the cooking. 

It's more or less common knowledge 
that Thanksgiving is no holiday for the 
cook, especially one who is playing chef 
to just “close" family members, who sud¬ 
denly turn out in flocks when the party is 
at somebody else’s house. 

After you have reconciled yourself to 
the fact that the dinner is going to be at 
your house (most famous Thanksgiving 
phrase: “This is the last year ."). 
there’s still the battle between the tradi¬ 
tionalists and your more off-beat relatives, 
who think the idea of a scrumptious 
Thanksgiving dinner should include a tur¬ 
key sculpted from tofu and stuffed with 
avocados and sprouts. 

Kvch the more traditional Thanksgiving 
turkey partakers have their own little 
quirks, such as the fact that practically 99 
percent of guests will ask for slices of 
white meat. Heaven forbid any dark meat 
should ever touch their plate and. w hen 
you put a drumstick on people’s plates, it’s 
practically telling them they're unwanted 
guests. 

The best people to watch at the Thanks¬ 
giving table are the people who actually 
know what side of the turkey they w ant 
their meat from. They come up w ith such 
casual remarks as. "Are you cutting from 
the other side of the turkey, too. or are you 
saving it?" H7iv in the world would you be 
saving half a turkey? 

The underlying fact here is that turkey 
has alw'ays been and will probabb always 
be the centerpiece in just every type of 
Thanksgiving celebration. And. aside 
from actually preparing the meal, one of 
the toughest chores comes the day after. 

Face it. the morning after Thanksgiving 
is no picnic. Aside from those dishes you 
left "soaking" from the night before (you 
know , when those 10 people you jokingly 
invited over for ‘dessert’ showed up), you 
arc usually left with about five pounds of 
leftover turkey, mostly dark meat, of 
course. 

Instead of just serving up turkey hash 
for your family for the next six weeks, 
why not try something actually interesting 
w ith the leftover bird, or what’s left of it. 

The following two recipes for Tortierc 
de Famille and Croque Monsieur both lit 
the bill and are both culled from The New 
York Times Cookbook for Special Occa¬ 
sions (Times Books) by Jean Hewitt. 

Tortiere 
De Famille 

Pastry 

1% cups flour 
Pinch salt 

Vi cup cold butter 

I egg yolk 

1 tablespoon oil 

V* cup ice water 


Filling 

6 tablespoons clarified butter or 
oil 

1 j cup coarsely chopped carrots 

V: cup coarsely chopped celery 

2 scallions, sliced 

3 tablespoons finely diced baked 
bam 

Vi cup Hour 

3 cups rich stock made from 
turkey carcass 

Vi teaspoon curry powder 

Salt and freshly ground pepper 

3 cups bite-size cooked turkey 
pieces 

I cup diced baked ham 
Steamed or left over white 
onions, peas, asparagus, carrots 
or other firm-textured vegeta¬ 
bles 

I fgg 

I tablespoon water 

I. To prepare pastry, place the Hour and 
salt in a bowl. Work in the butter until the 
mixture is the consistency of coarse oat¬ 
meal . 


2. Beat the egg yolk with the oil and 
water, and stir into the Hour, using a fork, 
until it forms dough. Wrap in wax paper 
and chill for 20 minutes. 

3. To prepare tilling, heat the clarified 
butter in a heavy skillet and cook in it the 
carrots, celery, scallions and 3 tablespoons 
ham for 10 minutes. Sprinkle with the 
Hour, stir to blend and continue to cook, 
while stirring, until Hour turns a golden 
brown. 

4. Blend in the stock gradually. Season 
with curry powder, salt and pepper. Sim¬ 
mer. stirring occasionally, for 30 minutes. 
Add the turkey. I cup ham and the cooked 
vegetables and transfer to a shallow baking 
dish, about 8 by 13 inches. 

5. Preheat oven to 375 degrees. 

6. Roll out the chilled pastry to a size I 
inch larger than the dish. Place over the 
filling, turn under the pastry for a double 
edge and decorate. Brush with egg mixed 
w ith water. Make a steam hole and bake 
the pie 45 minutes until browned and 
done. 

Yield: 8 servings 


Croque Monsieur 

Vi cup butter, clarified 
8 slices firm sandwich bread 
4 thin slices baked ham 
4 thin slice's rousted turkey breast 
4 slices mozzarella cheese 

Freshly ground black pepper to 
taste 

Pinch allspice 

I Lightly butter one side of each slice 
of bread. Place a slice of ham. one of tur¬ 
key and and one of mozzarella on the but¬ 
tered side of 4 slices of bread. 

2. Season with pepper and allspice. Top 
with remaining bread, buttered side down. 
Heat enough of the remaining butter to 
cover the bottom of a heavy, heated skillet. 
Saute the sandw ichcs in it slowly, turn and 
brown the second side, making sure that 
the cheese has melted. Cut into quarters, 
and serve as an appetizer with drinks or to 
those who want only soup and a sandw ich. 

Yield: 8 appetizers or 4 main-course 
sOrv ings. 

Although the recipes may be difficult to 
pronounce, their instructions are simple to 
follow and the results arc sure to lx- pleas¬ 
ing. 


In keeping w ith Thanksgiving s charac¬ 
ter as a harvest festival are the following 
two recipes, both culled from Ronald 
Johnson’s recently published compen¬ 
dium. Vie America)! Table (William Mor¬ 
row and Company. Inc.) Chilled 
Pumpkin Cream is a soup which is a fes¬ 
tive alternative to the traditional Pumpkin 
Pie. and the simple Gratin of Apples. 
Sweet Potatoes, and Rutabagas is as pleas¬ 
ing as it is autumnal. 


Chilled Pumpkin 
Cream 

I can (1 pound) pumpkin (or I Vi 
cups fresh puree) 

’: cup chopped onion 
2 1 /: cups chicken stock 
1 /„ teaspoon ground mace 
Pinch of curry powder 
1 bay leaf 

Salt and freshly ground pepper 
1 cup heavy cream 
1 lime (or lemon), sliced 

Combine the pumpkin, onion, stock, 
spices, bay leaf, and salt and pepper to 
taste in a kettle. Bring to a rolling boil, 
then low er the heat and simmer 30 minutes 
with the pot uncovered. 

Remove the bay leaf, place in a blender 
or food processor, and puree till almost 
not quite smooth Chill in the refrigera¬ 
tor an hour or more. 

When quite cold, stir in the cream and 
taste for seasoning. Chill several more 
hours, or overnight. (The soup acquires 
further taste with some sitting, i To serve, 
place m chilled soup plates, and garnish 
with thin slices ol lime.

Gratin of Apples, 
Sweet Potatoes, 
Rutabagas 

2 pounds sweet potatoes, peeled 
and cut in Vj-inch dice 
1 pound rutabagas, peeled and 
cut in 1 i-inch dice 
I pound cooking apples, peeled, 
cored, and cut in 1 .-inch dice 
Salt 

1 j cup butter, melted 
Bread crumbs 


Preheat the oven to 325°F. 

Parboil the sweet potato dice 10 min¬ 
utes. then drain and toss with the other 
vegetables, salt to taste, and melted butter. 

Put m a baking dish w ith a good tight lid 
and bake at 325°F for an hour, tossing 
twice during the time. The different vege¬ 
table cubes should be tender but still hold 
their shapes. 

Place them in a gratin dish, spreading so 
they are between 1 1 ■ to 2 inches deep. 
Sprinkle lightly with bread crumbs. Turn 
the oven up to 425°F. and when you are 
ready to serve them, place in the hot oven 
for several minutes, or until the vegetables 
are golden on top.

So much for oysters, pumpkin, sweet 
potati*es. corn and cranberries. As for the 
turkey there are some traditions no one 
should try to change! 

Cider Glaze

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Controversy Over MTV 


This history of ftxxl is rife with ironies 
Foods which today are commonplace were 
delicacies decades or centuries ago. 
Equally. today's rarities horn of dimin¬ 
ishing supply or simply the advent of con¬ 
venience foods and supermarket shopping 
were yesterday's staples 
Maple symp. an intrinsic part of our an¬ 
cestors’ pantry, is a case in point Before 
sugar was available on the North Ameri¬ 
can continent, sweetening was effected by 
means of two foods honey, gleaned 
from the hives of bees imported from Eli 
rope, and maple syrup, which originated 
in North America. 

fixlay. honey is enjoying a resurgence 
of popularity because of the interest in 
“natural” foods; however, maple syrup, 
which is an extremely labor-intensive 
product and is produced in only a rela¬ 
tively small area of the U S. and Canada, 
has become both costly and hard to come 
by. 

The sweetener upon which past genera 
lions of Americans relied (our colonial 
forebears consumed four times the amount 
of maple syrup we do today, and it re¬ 
mained the foremost sweetener in the 
northeastern part of the continent till the 
end of the I9ih century) is now a scarcity. 

Yet. it is eminently well worth seeking 
<Hit for its unique flavor (popular pancake- 
syrups which are largely composed of 
corn syrup are not adequate substitutes), 
and for the special touch it adds, not only 
to freshly made pancakes and waffles, but 
as a cooking ingredient as well 

In fact, it was originally utilized in pre 
ciscly that way. hy the native American In¬ 
dians for whom maple sugar was not 
simply their only sweetener, but virtually 
their only flavoring 

When the European settlers first arrived 
in North America, they discovered the na¬ 
tive Americans freely tapping sugar maple 
and black maple tires for sap (in itself not 
particularly sweet, since it is largely wa¬ 
ter) which could be boiled down to be¬ 
come maple syrup and maple sugar. 

The Indiaas willingly taught the settlers 
how to do this, ensuring the settlers a free 
and plentiful source of sweetener for bak 
ing and cooking. 

Much of the uniqueness of maple syrup 
derives from the specific conditions 
needed to produce it. Climatic require¬ 
ments have turned maple syrup into a 
product of a small geographic area - 
namely the northeastern United States ami 
the Canadian provinces of Quebec and 
Ontario and all attempts to coddle the 
maple tree into yielding the precious sap in 
other regions have been a signal failure. 

This is because the maple tree requires a 
long period of cool weather (usually the 
late winter through early spring) during 
which the day temperatures remain above 
freezing while nighttime temperatures dip 
below lire freezing mark 

The uncertainty of how long this sy n 
drome will persist each year results in a 
maple syrup output which can vary greatly 
from spring to spring, with maple syrup 
seasons as short as a week and as long as 
six weeks. 


“Sugaring off" occurs, therefore, in the 
spring, and to country people serves as a 
harbinger of warm weather to come and as 
a reason for celebration. 

Maple-Glazed 

Squash 

2 small acorn or pepper squash 
(about 750 g.) 

2 nil. salt 

50 ml, melted butter 
125 mL maple syrup 

2 ml, finely grated orange rind 

Trim ends of squash. Cut each in 3 rings 
and remove seeds. Place in baking dish 
Sprinkle with salt and drizzle with butter. 
Bake at 190°C until almost tender (about 
45 min ). Combine syrup and orange rind. 
Bring to boil, reduce heat, and simmer un¬ 
til thickened (3-4 min.). Pour over squash 
and continue baking until squash is tender 
(about 10 min.).

Maple Bran 
Muffins 

•Vi cup of natural wheal bran 
■/i cup milk 
x /i cup maple syrup

Combine bran, milk and maple syrup. 
Mix in egg and oil. Combine remaining 
ingredients and add first mixture to this 
until just moistened.

Also hailing from Canada is the follow¬ 
ing recipe for Old Fashioned Maple Sugar 
Cookies, which is reproduced here cour¬ 
tesy of Black Creek Pioneer Village, lo¬ 
cated in North York, near Toronto. 

A restoration village dedicated to au¬ 
thentically recreating Ontario's past. 
Black Creek Pioneer Village makes much 
of maple sugar time, which was an impor¬ 
tant aspect of life in the rural Ontario com¬ 
munity the Pioneer Village celebrates. 

Cream shortening and sugar. Add ma¬ 
ple sugar. Sift two cups of flour with other 
dry ingredients and add alternately to first 
mixture with the sour milk Add enough 
more flour to make a soft dough. Roll and 
cut in fancy shapes. Sprinkle sugar on top 
and bake 5-8 minutes in a quick oven(375- 
400 degrees F.). 

Rounding out the selection of maple 
sy rup recipes are two from a classic holi¬ 
day-time book. Gifts in Good Taste (Athe- 
neum) by Helen Hccht and Linda LtBate 
Mushlin: Vermont Whole Wheat Bread 
and Maple Walnut Sauce. 

Both are wonderful served at special 
meals, or packaged for gilt-giving. The 
Maple Walnut Sauce makes a divine top¬ 
ping for ice cream.

Q. I don’t know what to do about 
MTV. My 8-year-old and 12-year-old 
children are glued to the television 
and monopolize the channel selection. 
When this monopoly is challenged, 
they are outraged and scream 
“deprivation.” 

This is not only a practical prob¬ 
lem of sharing the television hut a 
problem of moral development as 
well. There is much too much sexual 
and violent content. I don’t want 
either of them (and certainly my 
8-year-old) to watch this trash. But 
they scream that every other kid in 
the world watches it, they will have 
nothing to talk about with their 
friends and will he social outcasts if 
they are not allowed to watch it. 

They make (very convincingly) 
the argument that this is the art form 
of their contemporaries and that I am 
singly out of step with the times. What 
should I do? 

Distressed Parent 

A. If you are absolutely convinc¬ 
ed that MTV is morally bad for your 
children then you must make that the 
standard for your household and have 
a household rule that it is not allow¬ 
ed. All families have different expec¬ 
tations and rules from each other and 
kids can easily learn to accept those 
differences. 


After carefully thinking through 
this issue and perhaps “bouncing it 
around” with some friends, you 
decide that it is not so morally bad. 
but you just don’t like your kids to 
spend many hours watching it, then 
perhaps a compromise is in order, 
such as: 

— A certain amount of time each 
day or week. 

— Arrangements for sharing 
television time with other family 
members wishes. 

— Definite expectations about 
whether an eight-year-old can watch 
any or not and how old does he/she 
have to be to begin watching. 

The reality is that this is a “media 
age.” Perhaps the primary goal has 
to be helping children process in a 
healthy way what they are going to be 
exposed to both at home and in the 
community. 


Q. I am a single working parent of 
three children — two are teenagers — 
13 and 15. We live dow nstairs from my 
mother for financial reasons. She 
helps me discipline them while 1 am 
at work — hut she overdoes it. When 
1 am home she acts as though I am 
one of the kids. How can I reclaim my 
rightful place as the mother without 
alienating my own mother. 

A. This is certainly a common liv¬ 
ing arrangement. When three genera¬ 
tions are living together it takes a lot 
of tact and negotiating to make it 
work. The main goal is having the two 
adults generations (you and your 
mother) relate to each other as adults 
— adult child to adult mother. 

It is vital that your mother respect 
your authority with your own 
children. And it is important that you 
let her know how much you ap¬ 
preciate her help. I hope you can do 
some honest negotiating with her. 

Q. I am a mother of two children 
and am separated from my husband. 
He has weekend visitation rights. I 
feel he is lax in his limits on the kids 
and undermines my limits on them by 
giving them extra money or sweets. 
What can I do? 


A. That is a really hard problem 
to solve and in many ways depends on 
how much of a working relationship 
you and your husband have. If you 
work reasonably well together and 
there simply are different limits and 
expectations in your two households 
now', then you can w'ork together to 
help your kids understand and live 
with those differences. 

On the other hand if the more lax 
limits are a way of setting up a “good 
guy/bad guy” struggle between you 
— with the kids on the battleground 
in the middle — then that spells real 
trouble and calls for some serious 
w ork between you to protect your kids 
best interests. You might then con 
sider some counseling to help arrange 
a successful working relationship as 
separated parents. 

Also remember to give the kids 
some “goodies” yourself so you don’t 
become only the withholder and 
limiter. 

<). I am 15 years old and five weeks 
pregnant. My boyfriend has dropped 
me and I am afraid of getting an abor¬ 
tion. 1 can’t do mv school work and 
am afraid my parents will find out 
and disow n me. What should I do? 

A. I understand your fears. You 
must feel very alone now-. But it is im¬ 
portant to face up to your fears and 
talk to your parents. Maybe you can 
use a trusted family friend or a 
relative to help talk to them. Even 
though they may be angry or disap 
pointed your parents love you and will 
help you. 

Maybe all of you would be helped 
by talking to a counselor or 
clergyman. 

Q. My parents are always fighting 
about my curfews and friends 1 keep. 
They never seem to agree on much. 
I’m tired of being torn apart by their 
fighting. What do I do? 

Disgusted 

A. Give it your best shot at talking 
sincerely with your folks. They pro¬ 
bably don’t realize how torn apart you 
feel. Perhaps all of you together can 
agree on a “living contract” - 
curfew', chores, consequences, etc. — 
that everyone will make w’ork.

Installation Tips For Do-It-Yourselfers

Many homes built in the days 
when energy was plentiful and 
cheap don’t have enough insula¬ 
tion. But insulation can be added 
easily to any house, even if some 
already is in place, according to a 
booklet by the Mineral Insulation 
Manufacturers Association. 

Rather than hiring contractors 
in these cost-conscious times, 
many people are becoming do-it- 
yourselfers. But before embarking 
on an insulation project, the do-it- 
yourselfer has a lot to consider, 
beginning with where to install in¬ 
sulation. 

Some suggestions: 

— Ceilings with cold spaces 
above. 

— Exterior walls. Walls that 
are enclosed on both sides can be 
insulated only by an insulation 
contractor. 

— Floors above cold spaces, 
such as garages and open porches. 

— Headers and band joists. 

— Between sloping rafters, 


walls and ceilings of the attic. 

To insulate a floor where there 
is no insulation, lay batts or blan¬ 
kets between the joists. They need 
not be stapled. If they have a 
vapor barrier, it must face down. 

If some insulation already ex¬ 
ists, add a layer of batts or blan¬ 
kets on top of the old insulation. In 
this ease, it is important that the 
new insulation not have a vapor 
barrier. This additional layer may 
run parallel to the joists or run 
crosswise over them. Either way, 
the pieces of insulation must fit 
snuggly together. 

Pouring wool also can be used 
to insulate floors. The insulation 
simply is poured out of the bag 
and then leveled with a rake or 
short board. 

To insulate floors above cold 
spaces, push batts or blankets be¬ 
tween the floor joists from below, 
vapor barriers up if the insulation 
has a vapor barrier. Staple chick¬ 
en wire to the joists over the insu¬ 
lation to support it. 

To insulate a wall, place batts 
or blankets between the studs, 


making sure that the insulation 
fits snuggly against the top and 
bottom of the space and that the 
vapor barrier faces the living 
area. Staple the flanges of the 
vapor barrier to the studs. 

As soon as possible after instal 
lation, cover the wall with gypsum 
board or other building code-ap¬ 
proved finish material. Vapor bar¬ 
riers should not be left exposed in 
rooms, attics or crawl spaces. 

Cracks and narrow spaces 
around window and door frames 
should be stuffed with insulation 
by hand and covered with pieces 
of vapor barrier. 

Masonry walls, basement walls 
and the like are insulated by first 
fastening studs in place vertically 
Then apply insulation with vapor 
barriers facing the side of the wall 
that is heated in winter. 

Some additional tips: 

— Insulate the top of the pane: 
opening into the attic. Staple di¬ 
rectly through the edges of the in¬ 
sulation into the panel. 

— Don’t cover attic vents with 
insulation.

Here’s The Beef

A tender pot roast with potatoes 
and tiny onions, a juicy grilled 
hamburger topped with melted 
cheese, a savory stew or meatloaf 
cooked to perfection — is your 
mouth watering yet? 

While there’s been a decline in 
beef consumption in recent years, 
it’s still the most popular meat in 
the nation. The average American 
will consume close to 80 pounds of 
beef in a year, compared with 65 
pounds of pork and 63 of poultry. 
Around a third of the household 
food dollar goes for meat — and 
most of that meat is beef, in one 
form or another. 

Your microwave can make beef 
cookery a real breeze and since it 
won’t heat up the kitchen, this is 
an especially good method for the 
warm summer months. 

If you’re planning a beefy main 
dish and the meat is still in the 
freezer, your microwave’s Defrost 
setting will have it thawed in no 
time. What if your oven has no 
Defrost setting 9 Just use an alter¬ 
nating pattern of microwave time 
and rest time: 

To thaw frozen beef, microwave 
1 Mz minutes per pound, then rest 
at room temperature for the same 
amount of time. Return meat to 
the oven and reduce microwave 
time by one-half, then let rest for 
the same amount of time. Repeat 
the procedure, reducing mi¬ 
crowave-rest time by one-half 
each cycle, until beef is defrosted. 

Since your microwave will not 
brown the beef, you may want to 
brush steaks, roasts, hamburgers, 
etc., with a browning agent before 
cooking, or use a browning plate. 

Next time you hear the cry, 
"Where’s the beef?” satisfy your 
family with one of these hearty 
and beefy main dishes. You and 
your kitchen will keep your cool, 
since they’re cooked with the 
magic of microwave! 

BEEF MONTEREY 
1 V 4 lbs. beef sirloin steak 

2 tsps. Worcestershire sauce 
1 tsp. leaf basil, crumbled 
v 2 tsp. tarragon, crumbled 
V 2 lb. fresh mushrooms, 

sliced 

V 2 cup dry white wine 
V 4 tsp. salt 

l /« tsp. freshly ground pepper 

3 tbsps. freshly minced pars¬ 
ley 

6 oz. Monterey Jack cheese 
1 tbsp. flour 

Cut steak into V 4 to %-inch 
slices. Rub both sides of beef 
slices with Worcestershire sauce, 
basil and tarragon. Place in single 
layer in a 12 -inch round mi¬ 
crowave-safe platter. In a 1 -quart 
glass measuring cup, combine 
mushrooms, wine, salt, pepper and 
about 1 tablespoon parsley. Slice 
two-thirds of the cheese; grate re¬ 
maining one-third of cheese. 
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Place beef in oven and mi¬ 
crowave 2 minutes. Turn slices 
over and microwave 2 minutes 
longer. Remove from oven. Spoon 
juices from meat into mushroom 
mixture. Cook mushroom mixture 
4 minutes. Lift from liquid with 
slotted spoon and heap on beef 
slices. Top mushrooms with sliced 
cheese. Sprinkle with remaining 
parsley 

Toss grated cheese with flour; 
stir into mushroom liquid. Mi¬ 
crowave, stirring once. 2 minutes 
or until sauce is hot. thickened and 
smooth. Heat cheese-topped beef 2 
minutes or just long enough to 
heat through.

About 52 million Americans 
nearly 3U percent of the nation — 
smoke cigarettes. 

About 85 percent of those smokers 
would like to quit. And a great many 
have actually tried to kick the habit 
at least once. 

Today, on the eighth anniversary 
of the Great American Smokeout. 
cigarette fiends will again get a 
chance to wage war against nicotine. 

The Smokeout. sponsored by the 
American Cancer Society, attempts 
to break smokers of the life- 
threatening habit. 

Today.friends and co-workers are 
supposed to help out by adopting a 
smoker’ for the day That means 
adopters are allowed to hide ash trays 
and matches, and break out the chew¬ 
ing gum all in an effort to help out 
the smoking population 


Since the Great American 
Smokeout Day began in 1977, millions 
of Americans have made an attempt 
to give up cigarettes at least for the 
day. 

A Gallup study taken after the 1983 
Smokeout shows that one smoker in 
three participated in the Smokeout. 

Of last year’s participants, 
1,560,000 smokers nationwide made it 
through the whole day without taking 
a puli. At least 750,000 were still not 
smoking one to 11 days later, accord¬ 
ing to the poll. 

And the ranks of the nonsmokers 
seem to be growing all the time. In a 
brief survey conducted days ago in 
downtown Winchester during the 
lunch hour, most residents said they

A shuttle salvage mission that is 
expected to bring satellites back to 
earth, intact, for the first time is be 
ing headed up by Winchester's own 
Frederick "Rick” Hauck. 

Hauck, commander of the space 
shuttle Discovery, and fellow 
astronauts Dale Gardner. Dave 
Walker, Anna Fisher and Joseph 
Allen blasted off last Thursday, after 
a day’s delay due to high cross winds 
at the launch site on Cape Canaveral. 
They are due back Friday. 

The Discovery's crew sent two 
new communications satellites into 
orbit on Friday and Saturday, and 
spent Monday and Wednesday 
retrieving two $35 million satellites 
launched in February. 

On his second space flight. Hauck 
did the delicate maneuvering of the 
Discovery, while his crew members 
worked outside the spacecraft to 
bring the two satellites, each 
weighing more than a half-ton. into 
the cargo bay of the shuttle 

The two nearly identical satellites 
had been launched into loo low orbits 
on February shuttle mission, making 
them useless, and costing insurahcc 
underwriters $180 million 

The insurance firms paid the $10.5 
million estimated cost of the daring 
retrieval mission in hopes the 


satellites can be refitted and resold, 
recovering some of their loss. 

Recovery of the Indonesian 
satellite "Palapa,’’ weighing 1,265 
pounds, took more than six hours 
after crew members discovered a 
protruding electrical fixture on the 
satellite blocked the use of the shut¬ 
tle’s mechanical arm to pull it into the 
cargo bay. 

Astonauts Dale Gardner and 
Joseph Allen, wearing protective 
suits worth $2 million a piece, were 
forced to move the ' Palapa" into the 
cargo bay themselves. 

After the recovery of the 
“Palapa," Hauck had to fire the 
engines just twice to position the 
space shuttle to retrieve the second 
satellite. Western Union’s 1.098-pound 
"Westar,” on Wednesday. 

Hauck's two maneuvers narrowed 
the gap between shuttle and satellite 
from (ion miles to 500 miles bv Tues¬ 
day afternoon, closing at 27 miles an 
hour, and |>ositioning the ship perfect¬ 
ly for tin* second rescue. 

It was equally complicated to 
recover the second satellite. 
Discovery's crew changed plans 
Allen anchored himself by his feet 

to a shackle on the mechanical 
arm. while Gardner, in a jet 
backpack, steadied the "Westar .’’ 


Then Hauck had to steer 
Disco very, 

with Allen perched outside, to the 
satellite, so Allen and Gardner could 
complete the rescue. 

The recovery of the two stranded 
satellites is expected to set a prece 
dent, and open up the commercial 
aspects of the space shuttle to a wider 
audience. 

That makes this the second 
historic flight for Hauck. the son of 
Virginia Hauck of Canterbury rd. and 
the late Navy Captain Phillip Hauck. 
He was a crew member of the shut¬ 
tle Challenger, along with the first 
American woman in space. Sally 
Ride, in June 1983 

Hauck, 41, has been an astronaut 
since 1978, and served as ground sup¬ 
port crew for two previous shuttle 
missions as well. 

He is a career Navy officer who 
has logged more than 3.HIX) hours of 
flying time, earned nine air medals, 
and was named outstanding Navy test 
pilot in 1972. 

He and his wife. Dolly, both Tufts 
graduates, have two children, and 
live in the Houston area.

tually be demoralizing, lie said of 
ficials must be especially cognizant of 
the effect such competitiveness can 
have on a student’s self-esteem. 

“My concern isn’t with the top 
students.” he said. “ My concern is 
with the rest of the kids If there is 
something that makes a kid feel not 
very good about himself, then that 
something needs to be looked at very 
closely. 

“Some of the kiddos who don’t get 
the A’s all the time are just as likley 
to succeed in college as the pluggers 
and the drivers who get the C’s,” he 
said. 


The school system’s present point 
scale system, which defines the top 
achievers of each class, takes into ac¬ 
count all courses except pass-fail sub 
jects. All college preparatory courses 
are considered somewhat lower on 
the scale than Advanced Placement 
courses. 

On Tuesday, school personnel, 
parents and students debated the 
merits of dropping the present 
system, an action which some said 
could jeopardize students’ chances of 
getting into certain colleges and 
universities. 

“Philosophically. I’m against 
class ranking.” said Anthony 
DiBiase, high school guidance depart¬ 
ment head. “I know it causes a lot of 


anxiety and depression among 
students both those who are top 
students and those who want to be. 

“But. I know it’s also important to 
he a realist. College entrance people 
are interested in how a student ranks. 
It's one of the things they do consider. 
We have to look at this very careful¬ 
ly and consider where the priorities 
are and what ’s best for our students. 

“We have an excellent college ad¬ 
missions package for our students in 
Winchester We're used by many col¬ 
leges as an example to other schools 
on what should be included in such 
packages,” 
said DiBiase.

DiBiase added that he has been 
told by some college officials that 
class rank is not essential for college 
admissions experts. Still, he said, 
other experts have suggested that 
those colleges that do not require such 
rank statistics often end up assigning 
their own “ranks” to applicants 
anyway. 

"What it comes down to.” said 
DiBiase, “ . . . is do we want the col¬ 
lege entrance people making 
judgments on our kids or do we want 
the local high school people, who 
know these kids, to do it. I think a lot 
of people feel that perhaps it’s better 
that we should he doing it for our own 
town students." 

Parent Dick Young urged school 
officials to consider those students for 
whom the ranking system may ac- 


“I don't know if that is the case 
with class rank or not. I have had 
very good experiences with the high 
school guidance department; I have 
no complaints there. I just know from 
experience that il’s important to be 
very careful when you’re dealing with 
kids' self-esteem.” 

Student Chris Flynn, l(i, agreed.“I 
know a lot of kids in school - some 
in the top 50 of the class, some in the 
lower 50 and some in the middle. And 
class rank has different effects on dif¬ 
ferent kids. 

“Jusl because a student is in the 
top 10 of the class doesn’t mean they 
are the best. A lot of students who 
take honors courses aren’t necessari¬ 
ly the most brilliant or hardworking 
kids, either.” he said.

State Letter To Selectmen Calls 
Housing Plan ‘Disappointing’

income housing came up once again 
at Tuesday night’s meeting. 

Selectmen received a letter from 
Joseph Flatley, Assistant Secretary 
for the state’s Executive Office of 
Communities and Development, say¬ 
ing that the housing plan Winchester 
submitted to them in mid-October 
“does not represent...a good faith ef¬ 
fort toward developing a housing 
policy.” 

Chairman Mark Lombardi said he 
was upset that the letter took until 
Nov. 9 to arrive, although it was dated 
Oct. 7. It appears, however, that the 
date was an error, and that the letter 
was actually written Nov. 7, as it 
makes specific reference to the hous¬ 
ing plan that the Selectmen did not 
even approve until Oct. 15. 

Selectmen said that applications to 
convert three town-owned buildings 
into subsidized housing would lx? com¬ 
pleted by the Nov. 15 deadline, even 
if the Housing Authority must hand- 
deliver them to the state. 

Flatley’s letter addressed to Lom¬ 
bardi reads: 

I am in receipt of the Statement of 
Purpose submitted by the Board of 
Selectmen, the Planning Board and 
the Housing Authority. 

I have several concerns regarding 
the Statement, the most serious of 
which is the lack of any discussion of 
housing need in Winchester. There is 
no discussion of what should be, in our 
view, the motivating factor behind 
any actions taken by the town — a 
substantial number of elderly citizens 
and families living in Winchester who 
are in need of housing assistance. 

Your statement nowhere indicates 
that you recognize any unmet need 
for housing assistance in Winchester. 
The Statement would seem to indicate 
that Winchester either has no need or 
has taken care of what existed at one 
time. Is this what you meant to 
state? 


Secondly, there appears to have 
been no attempt to formulate a hous¬ 
ing policy based on any specific goals, 
or more importantly, a recognition of 
legitimate unmet need in Winchester. 
There is no mention of any long range 
planning either lor housing, or for 
housing in conjunction with plans for 
conservation land or economic 
development. 

There is nothing specific mention¬ 
ed that will take place after Nov. 15. 
1984, that is actually a concrete step 
toward providing affordable housing. 

Additionally, a Statement of Put- 
pose is clearly different from a Plan 
of Action. A Statement of Purpose 
might be a prelude to a further Plan 
of Action, but you make no reference 
of anything to come after this To us. 
the difference between the two 
documents is not merely academic, 
nor are we trying to he nitpicking. 

As you know, it has been our prime 
concern that the town develop a plan 
to increase the number of housing 
units affordable to low and moderate 
income families. According to this 
Statement, the only actions the town 
intends to consider taking would be to 
apply under the Chapter 705 program 
for two or three units of housing and 
to apply for Chapter 707 for three 
town-owned houses. 

We find it very disappointing that 
the town at this point is only willing 


to indicate these modest intentions 

We also find the town’s evident un¬ 
willingness to consider the rehabilita¬ 
tion of existing structures or new 
construction very disappointing. 
There is no discussion of other possi¬ 
ble ways to develop affordable hous¬ 
ing such as working with private 
developers, perhaps through the 
Massachusetts Housing Finance 
Agency. 

There is also no discussion of any 
town owned or privately owned 
undeveloped land that could be con¬ 
sidered for possible use in providing 
affordable housing. 

Therefore, at this point, this State¬ 
ment of Purpose does not represent 
to us a good faith effort toward 
developing a housing policy or affor¬ 
dable housing for low income 
residents. If you would like to discuss 
this further, please do not hesitate to 
contact my office.

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Town Meeting Vote Kills 
Vine Street Zoning Change

Due to a Town Meeting decision, 
the first floor of 34 Vinest. will remain 
vacant for the foreseeable future. 

Currently, the building can legal¬ 
ly house a maximum of two family 
groups II a zoning change had been 
approved, up to five family groups 
could have lived there, and every 
apartment in the building could have 
been rented. 

And, in a controversial move by 
town officials, one of those apart¬ 
ments might have been used for han¬ 
dicapped housing. 

But the zoning change was 
squelched. In spite of support from 
the Planning Board, only 13 Town 
Meeting members of the 136 present 
voted in favor of the article. 

After the vote, the owner of the 
building, James B. Freedman, said, 
• I really don't have anything to talk 
about.'' 

Mis lawyer, Norman E. Sherman, 
said. ‘‘Now I know what Walter Mon¬ 
dale feels like." 

A number of factors contributed to 
the article’s defeat. The Vine st. 
building has a troubled history. Once 
the American Legion Post. Sherman 
said, the structure remained vacant 
for a year and a half after a fire in 
1977. ' 


The man who bought the building 
converted it to a residential dwelling 
That, said Town Meeting member 
James Evans, was illegal. 

According to Evans, a Vine st 
resident, the former owner “made 
major changes. He turned the 
building into a three-and-a-half story, 
six-unit apartment building. His ef¬ 
forts were repeatedly opposed by the 
neighborhood . . . (but) the changes 
were never brought before Town 
Meeting. 

“He illegally transformed the 
building into multi-family housing." 
said Evans, “and then tried to get the 
zoning laws changed after the fact ." 

When the former owner was 
foreclosed due to financial dif¬ 
ficulties, the property was put up for 
auction. Freedman bought it. 

To complicate matters further, 
town officials asked Freedman to 
respond to the town’s need for Fair 
Housing this fall, when they learned 
of his request for a zoning change. 
The Planning Board, the Winchester 
Housing Authority and the Board of 
Selectmen all backed an agreement 
whereby Freedman would lease a 
unit of handicapped housing to the 
town. 

Mary Pronski of Washington st. 
said she was “very disturbed” that 


the town put pressure on Freedman 
to include the handicapped housing. 
She said the town did not have a right 
to “get involved in Mr. and Mrs. 
Freedman’s private affairs.” 

Marion Crandall of the Planning 
Board responded by saying that “1 
think that everyone is aware of the 
housing issues that have been before 
the town." 


A Town Meeting member who op¬ 
posed the zoning amendment. Joseph 
Geary of Ridge st., accused Freed¬ 
man of seeking “spot zoning" by try¬ 
ing to impose a multi-famiiy 
residence on a small lot. strictly for 
economic gain. 

Harry A. landmark III of the Plan¬ 
ning Board deflected the spot zoning 
charge. He said that Freedman’s lot 
was contiguous to an area already 
zoned for multi-family living, and 
therefore would not be an isolated 
‘spot’ in the neighborhood. 

He also defended the zoning 
change on the grounds that “there 
would be no exterior changes on the 
building or the site plan” and that the 
building “would provide apartment 
space which is needed." 


Town Meeting member Evans 
raised additional objections to the re¬ 
zoning. He said that more residents 
would intensify Vinest.’s parking pro¬ 
blem. and that rezoning would leave 
the lot vulnerable to “exploitation” by 
future owners who might construct a 
larger apartment complex on the 
p r o p e r t y . 

One woman who was not a Town 
Meeting member was granted per¬ 
mission to speak. Jessie Salter of 
Wedge Pond rd. asked the town not to 
pass the rezoning article because of 
the neighborhood’s high densitv 

But William B O'Leary, a 
neighbor of Freedman's on Vine st.. 
backed the proposal. “We think the 
Freedmans have done an excellent 
job of relandscaping, painting and 
maintaining the property,” he said. “I 
think the town should lx* happy that 
a bunch of people came in and did 
these things. 

“All the Freedmans want is to use 
their property to its fullest extent,” he 
said, “and I think the town owes it to 
them." 

Unfortunately for the Freedmans. 

Town Meeting didn't agree.

New Program Encourages High School Voluntecrism 


Promoting volunteer involvement 
of high school students in local 
government offices and community 
organizations is the aim of a pilot pro¬ 
gram getting under way in Medford, 
Woburn and Winchester under the 
auspices of the Lincoln Filene Center 
for Citizenship and Public Affairs at 
Tults University. 

Through the program, called the 
Youth Citizenship Project, volunteer 
high school students will be placed in 
positions with city/town hall offices 
and government agencies, non-profit 
social service organizations or health 
care facilities, such as hospitals and 
nursing homes. To the extent possi¬ 
ble. student volunteers, who may 
receive school credit, will be match¬ 
ed with positions based on their in¬ 
terests, skills and courses taken. 

In so doing, the goals ol the pro¬ 
gram are to involve the volunteer in 
the affairs of his or her community; 
lay the groundwork for further com¬ 
munity involvement as the volunteer 
becomes an adult; provide valuable 
training to the student, and provide 
assistance to community agencies, 
according to project organizers. 


“The mission of the Lincoln Filene 
Center is to encourage citizens to be 
interested, informed and involved in 
community affairs,” explains center 
director Stuart LangtonJr. “Nurtur 
ing the values of responsible civic 
participation must begin with our 
youth. This program seeks to do just 
that." 

Because the aim is to foster 
citizen-community involvement, the 
program has targeted government 
and community organizations for the 
volunteer placements. 

“These are frequently understaff¬ 
ed. Volunteer participation thus 
benefits not only the organizations but 
also the community as a whole while 


making the student more aware of 
community services and needs,” ex¬ 
plains Deborah Manning, recruitment 
and placement coordinator at Lincoln 
Filene. 

Equally important are the benefits 
to the volunteers, according to Man¬ 
ning “They will be gaining ex¬ 
perience that will be helpful whether 
they go to college or enter the work 
force after high school graduation," 
she says. 

The project is being coordinated 
by Richard Walker, associate direc¬ 
tor of Lincoln Filene, with the 
assistance of Manning and David 
Elkind. professor of child study. An 
authority in the field of youth eduea-

The Winchester High School mat¬ 
ching band was selected by competi¬ 
tion to go to the Peach Bowl.

Miller was referring to not only the 
hours and hours of practice the 
students put in. but also their 
marketing efforts to sell cheese and 
sausage, and chances for a new car.

“We want to 
show everyone that Winchester is as 
great a place as we believe it is.

“But as long as there are 
members left in the VFW and 
American Legion, we will hold our 
celebrations honoring veterans ot all 
wars, on Veterans Day and Memorial 
Day,” declared Bolivar 

Selectman O’Connell suggested 
the rain earlier in the morning might 
have discouraged some attendees, but 
pointed out the Combat Infan¬ 
tryman’s badge worn by Howard 
Chase, the town’s Veterans Agent. 

“The infantry didn’t cancel 
because of the weather," O’Connell 
noted. 

Rep. Saltmarsh congratulated 
those who did attend the observances, 
and complimented the band. He noted 
that the honor roll lists the names of 
Winchesterites who have died in this 
century’s wars. 

“Let us pray that none of the 
names of members of the high school 
band's generation are ever added to 
this honor roll."

Small Miracles Make Up For 


Of Disappointments

In this imperfect world of 
ours, the rule is that 
everything falls apart, gives 
out, or gets broken. 

It took me a while to notice 
that this was so, but now. at 
the mid-point of my life, I've 
begun to get the message. 

Last week, the VCR ex¬ 
ploded. a black ring was burn¬ 
ed into the kitchen table, and 
I had a blowout on Election 
Day. 

The business with the VCR 
was the worst. 

We had bought it with 
great trepidation nearly a 
year ago. It was our 
Christmas present to each 
other, an expensive and 
frighteningly complicated 
one 

Last week we had it down 
in the living room, balanced 
on top of the portable TV. It 
got bumped, mysteriously, 
and plummeted five feet to 
the hardwood floor. I was in 
the kitchen at the time. 

There was a tremendous 
crash followed by the sound of 
crying. I pictured children ly¬ 
ing flattened under furniture, 
bookcases pulled from the 
wall by gymnastic pre¬ 
schoolers who would call 
plaintively from beneath the 
rubble like survivors of a min¬ 


ing disaster. 

1 flew through the pantry, 
scattering breadcrumbs in 
my wake. 

The furniture, of course, 
was intact. The children were 
whole. But the VCR was on 
the danger list. 

It lay where it had fallen, 
its teensy electronic brains 
spilled out on the floor. The 
front panel had been torn off. 
All those wonderful buttons, 
reading Play and Eject and 
Fast Foward, were yanked 
from their corresponding cir¬ 
cuitry. It was a grisly sight. 

The man at the repair shop 
shook his head when I brought 
it to him. “This could be real 
bad,” he told me. “How bad is 
that?” I pressed him. “Bad 
enough to throw it away 
maybe. The prosnosis is poor. 
Well do the best we can.” 

I drove home, sick and 
shaken, and waited all week 
for the phone call from the 
surgeons. 

In the meantime, the black 
ring emerged on the kitchen 
table. A hot pot got put down 
on it in hurried inadvertence. 
It sat there long enough to 
sear three layers of heavy- 
duty polyurethane and char 
the maple beneath. 

Stripping the piece didn’t 
take care of it. Sanding didn’t 


do much but remove the 
grain. I finally got out the 
Clorox and bleached the be- 
jesus out of it. 

Then, instead of having a 
black circle on our table, we 
had a white one. 

I ended up coloring it with 
three shades of stain and 
drawing in the grain with a 
line-point pen. After that 
came the three coats of finish. 
The whole project took about 
twelve hours, but I didn’t 
care. We reclaimed the 
damage, was the way I look 
ed at it. 

The flat tire was another 
story. There was no reclaim¬ 
ing of any kind for that poor 
thing. It didn’t succumb gent¬ 
ly, but all at once, in a color¬ 
ful and noisy suicide. A Good 
Samaritan at a nearby polling 
place helped dispose of the 
body. 

The VCR’s crash, the scor¬ 
ching, the tire death all 
these have been visited on us 
in the last five days. 

Today, I’ve discovered, 
my car’s heater is dead, and 
the driver’s window is stuck in 
the open position. The odds 
against both these things 
breaking at the same time are 
tremendous, I would have 
thought. 

Not in this domain, ap¬ 


parently. Murphy’s Law dic¬ 
tates events here. 

When I was a child, I saw 
the world as a stable and 
orderly place, where spare 
shoelaces could be counted on 
to generate in bureau 
drawers, and the clink of 
dishwashing to ascend from 
the kitchen at seven o’clock 
every evening. Nothing real¬ 
ly changed much, 1 observed 
back then. 

Now I see how wrong I was 
to believe that. Now I see that 
an opposite principle governs 
the universe. 

Things wear out or else 
they crack up. As the man in 
the repair shop put it, the pro¬ 
gnosis is poor, for all of us, 
both us creatures and the 
things we’ve created. Daily 
life presents us with an 
endless parade of small and 
large catastrophes. 

And yet there are signs of 
hope, in spite of it all. 

I look to my VCR for 
evidence. It pulled through 
the operation. 

It lives on, its tiny mind 
whirring efficiently in its new 
body. 

And I am greatly en¬ 
couraged.

The House and Senate 
resume formal sessions this 
week following last week’s 
elections. 

Although the current focus 
is on the remaining agenda 
for 1984, legislators are also 
busy readying legislation for 
consideration in the 1985 ses¬ 
sion. The 5 p.m. Dec. 5 
deadline for 1985 bill submis¬ 
sion is fast approaching. A re¬ 
cent change, passed by the 
House and Senate in 1983, has 
caused some confusion as to 
the bill filing deadline this 
year. 

In 1983, the legislature 
adopted a new rule which 
moves back the deadline for 
filing bills for consideration in 
the second (even numbered) 
year of a legislative session 
from the first Wednesday in 
December to the first 
Wednesday in November. Ac¬ 
cordingly, the deadline for 
bills considered in the 1984 
session was last Nov. 2. 
However, the change does not 
affect bills filed for considera- 
t ion in the first (odd 
numbered) years. Therefore, 
the deadline for filing bills for 
consideration in the new 1985 
session is Dec. 5, 1984. 

Supporters say the change 
was designed to insure that 
bills are printed earlier in 
hopes that committee hear¬ 
ings, legislative action, and 
roll call votes can start 
earlier. It seems as though the 
early deadline didn’t work 
last year. The legislature got 
off to a late start because the 
1983 session continued 
through December and the 
printing of bills was delayed 
as clerks were still tied up 
with 1983 business. 

Some observers, however, 
claim the late start would 
have been even later if the 
deadline hadn't been moved. 


Opponents of the change say 
it is a step toward closing peo¬ 
ple out of the legislative pro¬ 
cess. They note it was 
particularly unfair last year 
since it was approved in Oc¬ 
tober and people who assum¬ 
ed they had until December, 
were suddenly informed at 
the last minute that the 
deadline was moved back to 
November. 

Massachusetts is still the 
only state in the nation which 
allows any citizen, group of 
citizens, association, corpora¬ 
tion, or organization to file a 
bill for consideration by the 
legislature. Every year 
thousands of bills are filed 
and many become law. 
Although the 1984 session is 
not yet over, it is time to begin 
work on any bills you may 
wish to file for the 1985 session 
which begins in January. 

In order to file a bill, one 
must first have it sponsored 
by his local state represen¬ 
tative or senator, or any one 
of the state’s 160 represen¬ 
tatives or 40 senators. If the 
legislator supports the 
measure, he or she will often¬ 
times co-sponsor it and lend 
support in seeing it through 
the complicated legislative 
process. If the official does 
not support the measure, he 
or she will usually file it ’’by 
request” — usually indicating 
the legislator does not support 
the measure, but is filing it as 
a courtesy. 

The bill must be in proper 
form and must be filed with 
the House or Senate Clerk. A 
legislator can help draft the 
bill, or may refer the sponsor 
to the House or Senate counsel 
for assistance. As the Dec. 5 
deadline approaches, 
legislators and other officials 
who can help have less time 
available. If one is interested 


in filing a bill, it would be wise 
to contact a legislator soon. 

For years there has been 
controversy and debate over 
the state’s unique right of free 
petition which allows anyone 
to file a bill. Some 800 bills 
were filed for consideration in 
the legislature last year and 
only a small percentage of 
these actually pass both bran¬ 
ches and become law. Sup¬ 
porters of free petition argue 
it is a rare and unique 
privilege for Massachusetts 
citizens and allows them to 
participate directly in the 
legislative process. 

Opponents say it is an ex¬ 
pensive and unruly process 
which often clogs up the 
legislative process with many 
frivolous bills. They note that 
each bill has to be printed and 
given a public hearing and 
claim this process often 
delays action on important 
legislation. The process, 
however, is a Massachusetts 
tradition which is sacred to 
many. No one in recent years 
has made a serious effort to 
abolish the right of free 
petition. 

In recent months, 
however, two proposals have 
surfaced to deal with the large 
number of bills filed each 
year. One is a change, recom¬ 
mended by the Senate Com¬ 
mittee on Rules Changes, 
which would require all pro¬ 
posed Senate bills to be sub¬ 
mitted in original typewritten 
form and to include an indica¬ 
tion that it is a refile if that is 
the case. Current rules re¬ 
quire the bills to be in legible 
form but do not prohibit filers 
from simply photocopying a 
previous year’s bill. 

The committee’s report 
says that “photocopying of 
previous year’s bills results in 
an unjustifiable proliferation 


of bills which are not seripus 
priorities for their sponsors. 
The need to submit typewrit¬ 
ten originals will promote 
more careful advance con¬ 
sideration of petitions.” Op¬ 
ponents say requiring original 
typewritten bills is absurd 
and is simply another attempt 
to make it more difficult to 
file bills and to close people 
out of the legislative process. 

The second proposal 
allows bills to be carried over 
from the first year of the 
legislative session to the se¬ 
cond. Under the proposal, any 
bill pending before the 
legislature in the first year, if 
not defeated or passed, will 
automatically be carried over 
to the next year in the same 
position ii was in the 
legislative process. This joint 
rules change would require 
approval of both the House 
and Senate. It has been 
recommended by the special 
Senate committee and is also 
supported by the Legislative 
Coalition for Rules Reform on 
the House side. 

Supporters say the current 
system under which all bills 
die at the end of a session and 
must be refiled is wasteful 
and inefficient. They claim it 
results in the legislature ef¬ 
fectively losing work done on 
legislation in one year and 
having to repeat it. Opponents 
say it is fairer to start action 
from scratch every year so 
that the public can participate 
in and monitor a bill's pro¬ 
gress each year. 

Despite these proposals 
and talk of problems with the 
right of free petition, that 
right is still alive and well in 
Massachusetts and it is doubt¬ 
ful it will be abolished in the 
near future.

Some of the 
people we have used in the past have 
been hired as teachers in the system. 

We have needed to use a substitute 
at the .Junior High and High School on 
a long-term basis, and there have 
been more teacher workshops in the 
first few months of school. 

Q. What can be done to improve this 
situation? 

A. We are using every means possi¬ 
ble to advertise our need. 


At the elementary level we arc 
reaching into the school community 
for qualified people to help in a 
specific elementary school. Those in¬ 
terested should contact the personnel 
office.

<i. My child’s learning disability was 
not detected until the end of second 
grade. Can better screening pro¬ 
cedures be developed at the 
kindergarten or first grade level? 

A. Learning disabilities are not 
always readily detectable in young 
children. Children develop at dif¬ 
ferent rates and delays and/or 
disabilities may not be evident until 
a child begins academics (reading, 
math, writing, etc. > 

Screening in Winchester has im¬ 
proved greatly with the development 
of a new screening instrument and the 
use of the entire Project WIN early 
childhood staff during screenings and 
evaluations. The WIN staff has 
specific training in the area of early 
childhood development and special 
needs. 

Also, as part of the screening in 
Winchester, all children deemed high 
risk are asked to return for a 
rescreening When all screening has 
been completed, a report with 
specifics on each child related to 
strengths and/or weaknesses is sent 


to all elementary principals and 
kindergarten teachers. Children not 
referred to WIN are monitored by the 
teacher and WIN coordinator 
throughout their kindergarten year.

<L How are we training our primary 
teachers to recognize learning 
disabilities? 

A. The Director of Special Education 
along with the Coordinator of Project 
WIN are responsible for providing 
Special Education m-services to 
classroom teachers K 12. 

In-services are currently being 
planned for this school year. Listed 
below are two in-services that have 
been offered in the last two years: 

‘‘Direct Instructional Approach to 
Teaching Low Performing Students 
Reading and Language Skills” In¬ 
structor: Charles A. Arthur and Lois 
Carra. Ph.D. 

“Special Needs: Problem Solving 
for the Classroom Teacher. Help For 
the Child” Instructor: Lois Carra. 
Ph.D. 

These courses combined case 
studies, discussion and lectures. Each 
teacher was responsible for presen¬ 
ting one child's difficulties to the 
group for problem solving. The group 
in turn, considered the cases and of¬ 
fered intervention suggestions. 


Additionally, both the Department 
of Curriculum and the Special Educa¬ 
tion Advisory Committee otters pro¬ 
grams. m-services and guest 
speakers to the stall and community.

<). What is \ our role in the Winchester 
School system this year? 

A I have been working very hard 
both as a full time graduate student 
at Lesley College and a resource per¬ 
son to all primary teachers in the 
Winchester system teaching 
kindergarten through third grade.

Principal Flynn Keeps 
Communication Flow

George Flynn enjoys a unique 
perspective on the character and 
diversity in the Winchester Schools. 
Most recently named principal of Am¬ 
brose School in 1984. Flynn has spent 
tit years in the school system both as 
teacher and administrator 

During that time, he has been at 
five different schools, starting out id 
Washington School under Lenore 
Rich, then Muraeo School for six 
years, one of them as Assistant Prin¬ 
cipal. then back to Washington School 
for six years, three of which were 
spent as principal 

For some time, he also was a 
"shared principal”, spending every 
other day between the now-defunct 
Noonon School and the Washington 
school. After assuming the duties of 
a teaching principal at Noonan for its 
final year, it was back to the 
classroom again id Vinson-Owen 
School for three years. 

Then. Flynn heeded the call to be 
acting principal at Ambrose School 
for one year, leading to his present ap¬ 
pointment 

When asked about his feelings 
about such a varied career between 
administration and teaching. Flynn 
said he feels strongly that moving 
back into teaching was a chance ". to 
go back to the well. 

“To get back into the classroom is 
a chance to reconnect with the educa¬ 
tional process, reconnect with 
children.... with each administrative 
step you get further and further away 
from where the action is, which is in 
the classroom.” 

As principal. Flynn keeps this per¬ 


sonal commitment to his students lie 
tries to promote projects that are “ap¬ 
pealing for children, which can have 
a classroom connection, lie exciting, 
and do something to enrich or excite 

“Last year we were writing in¬ 
teractive story writing with com¬ 
puters.. the kids were writing an 
adventure story We started it with 
some (5th graders. ...one kid would 
bring another, others would drop out. 
but each would contribute something 
to the story It involved creative 
writing skills, editing skills, with a 
computer, editing can be an exciting 
process; also the kids could add to the 
creative process, as they corrected 
the story ” 

This year. Flynn said, his major 
project idea arose from a science 
lesson he was teaching on Edison. 
After asking the children if they had 
ever invented anything, the discus¬ 
sion turned to obtaining a patent on 
inventions, and the Ambrose School 
Patent Office was founded 

Now in the planning stages, the 
Patent Office will work out of the 
library, and w ill involve 3 stages of an 
application process before the patent 
is awarded. Each patent will then be 
filed. Flynn said. I happen to think 
that it is extremely important that our 
kids, who have the tendency to see 
things go from idea to production in 
a very short period of lime, with 
modern technology, know that there 
is an extremely important step which 
is revision, editing, etc but which can 
be fun. too." 

It is. Flynn said, still in the plann¬ 
ing stages. But it is his way of main¬ 
taining some very close work with 
children that is not frivolous and suits 
youngsters willing to invest time and 


effort in it In short, he said, it’s more 
than just greeting them in the school 
halls 

Being more involved with children 
brings Flvnn the rewards he misses 
by being out of the classroom 

There are lew days when I am not 
in every classroom, and there are few 
weeks when I don't teach at least one 
or two classes.” he noted. Still, he ad¬ 
mitted. the occasional teaching is not 
quite the same. 

Commenting on the school ad¬ 
ministration’s goal to foster a sense 
of community in the school system. 
Flynn said. “ ..it’s an important thing 
for parents to share in the educational 
process of their children. .. it ’s impor¬ 
tant for parents to have a voice which 
is listened to and attended to. .for kids 
to have a voice...it’s important for 
parents and teachers to have a 
dialogue on styles, topics which are 
in the schools.” 

An example, he said is when 
parents compensated for school field 
trip funding cuts by reinforcing 
enrichment activities. Washington 
and Ambrose School playgrounds also 
have benefit ted from parent interest 
in their community school surroun¬ 
dings. A major parent teacher in¬ 
volvement at Ambrose School is 
publication of The Bobcat, a 
magazine which comes out 2 to 3 
times a year, and is currently a team 
effort from all concerned. 

In his present assignment. Flynn 
has nothing but the highest praise for 
Winchester's educational system, and 
Ambrose in particular. 

“I’ve enjoyed working at Ambrose 
very much The kids, parents and 
stall support deserve my highest 
compliments ”

mg my own boss." said Riccardo 

The two colleagues said that runn 
ning a men’s hair salon requires more 
than just cutting hair. They needed to 
create an atmosphere in which men 
would be comfortable That's why 
they cater exclusively to men. 

•'Men want to be with men." said 
Kuhhico. dressed in slim ankle-length 
pants. "They don’t want women in 
there with curlers in their hair. They 
want to smokv ' cigar and watch the 
loot ball game 

A large eoh*. l'Y sits in the shop's 
waiting room "The customers come 
m and flip on a ball game. ” said Rub- 
bico. They can also browse through 
magazines such as (JQ or Skiers, as 
well as buyers’ guides to new cars. 


Sports Illustrated is on order. 

Intimate conversations may have 
a place in women’s beauty salons, but 
not in a barber shop. "Guys hate 
gossip." said Rubbico. puffing on a 
cigarette from her wicker chair 
“That's why we keep it out of here. 
They never talk about personal 
things. I would never tell them im¬ 
personal life." 

Rubbico and Riccardi are both 
single and stylish, but socializing with 
customers is taboo. "You don't date 
clients." said Riccardi. who sports 
black knickers and dotted white 
stockings. Nonetheless, she said, 
"we've met a lot of nice people " 

Shear Perfection specializes in a 
"precision” haircut, a layered style 


that the barbers say is attractive and 
easy to maintain They encourage 
men to style their hair, but. said Rub¬ 
bico. "I wouldn’t ever push something 
on someone." 

According to Rubbico and Riccar¬ 
di. many of the men in town have con¬ 
servative taste. Some bristle at the 
idea of a new hair style and say. * I ve 
worn my hair like this for 50 years." 

At $12. a styled cut costs more than 
a $4.50 conventional cut Rut, say the 
stylists, it lasts nearly twice as long 
and makes the men look nicer 

Traditionally, men have been 
reluctant to take care of their hair. "A 
lot of older men used soap to wash 
their hair in the shower." said Rub¬ 
bico. "Men are so afraid of having 
their head shampooed. They all have 


that old myth that if they wash their 
hair it's going to fall out." 

Still, some men are turning in their 
old soaps and hair tonics for the 
sophisticated shampoos and condi¬ 
tions that Shear Perfection promotes. 
"We give away a loi of free samples." 
said Riccardi. 

A surprising number of 
businessmen now use hairspray, she 
said, particularly the non-aerosol, 
non-sticky ones that still keep a man 
from looking windblown when he goes 
to a meeting. 

But few men venture beyond 
hairspray. Since the shop opened, 
only five men have asked for "per¬ 
manents." Many men are self 
conscious about such pampering. One 
customer, said Rubbico, requested, 


‘III have a perm, can you hide me° 
I don't want anybody to see me with 
those curlers in my hair." 

Shear Perfection’s location 
reassures such vulnerable customers. 
Set far back off of Main st., kids are 
not likely to peek through the windows 
and tease clients being beautified. 

Once in a while, someone will ask 
for a really wild cut. One young guy, 
said Rubbico. went punk with a long 
"tail" down the nape of his neck and 
“spikes” sticking straight out on the 
top of his head. 

Unlike in the barber shops of 
yesteryear, only an occasional 
customer asks for a shave. "Not that 
many people trust a straight-edge on 
their face," said Riccardi. Her col¬ 
league added that even with a safety 


razor, "The guys get a little nervous 
when they see that blade." 

Yet both women are trained and 
licensed to use a straight-edge. Rub¬ 
bico opted for barber school over hair¬ 
dressing school because she found it 
more interesting and prestigious. 
"The old Italians think if you can't do 
anything else, you do hairdressing." 
said Riccardi. 

Surprisingly enough, there were 22 
women in their barber school and on¬ 
ly three men. To graduate, aspiring 
barbers must have at least 1,000 hours 
of classes under their belts. Both 
women practiced on their fathers and 
brothers. "My poor father," said Ric¬ 
cardi, "what he went through in 
barber school!” 

Those who pass an exam ad¬ 


ministered by the Barber Board 
become apprentices to a master 
barber for 18 months, as required by v 
the board. A second exam determines 
whether they are competent as 
master barbers. 

"The funny thing about this 
business,” said Rubbico. "is that out 
of 10 who go to school, only four will 
work at it." "It’s a hard business to 
break into.’’ said Riccardi. "You have i 
to stick with it." 


Although some men are unnerved 
to see female barbers, said Rubbico. 
"They like a girl to work on them. 1 
definitely believe that. Men love to be . 
babied."

There is no one to blame for the 
los- said a still slightly dazed Chris 
Scanlon, coach of the Sachemettes. “I 
think the town and the kids all ex¬ 
pected us to win the championship. 

We were ranked number one and 
Needham was ranked number two in 
the coaches’ poll, going into Satur- 
une, Scanlon said. '‘It was 
a game between the two best teams.” 

Rut Needham outplayed Win¬ 
chester just enough to make it count. 

It s a blow to those with visions of 
a dynasty. 

it’s a shame to those who feel a 
single game is not a good measure of 
a team’s abilities. 

Rut Scanlon takes a more positive 
view Records and statistics are not 
important, he said, sadness still

★ The squad played as a unit, 
with 18 of the 25 players contributing 
to the loo goals scored this season; 

★ And all 25 players on the squad 
won high praise from coach Scanlon 
for their attitude on and off the field. 

“These are 25 outstanding people, 
and I'm sad they won’t be able to 
totally enjoy the fruits of their very 
hard work,” said Scanlon on Monday 

Monday was the day he had hoped 

— expected — his team would be 
playing the state semi-final match 

instead, he was collecting equip¬ 
ment from his saddened team, and 
planning to go watch the team that 
ousted his girls from the competition 
play against Bridgewater-Raynham, 
“to learn more.”

“And if we’d won against 
Needham. I know we’d have played 
in the finals,” Scanlon said, predict¬ 
ing Needham would win. (They did.) 

But the expected didn’t happen 
Saturday. 

“I think Needham wanted it a lit¬ 
tle more than we did,” Scanlon said 
forthrightly. 

"We've been there before,” he ex¬ 
plained. referring to the Sachemettes’ 
two consecutive state championships, 
in 1982 and 1982. “A team that’s just 
as good as you are, but hasn't been 
there, wants it just a little bit more.”

At 23 minutes into the game. Mich 
Powers scored an unassisted goal 
from 30 yards out — the only score for 
Winchester — the 101st in her high 
school career. 

Powers has also racked up 48 
assists in her years on the team — 
making her responsible (wholly or 
partly) for 149 of the points the team’s 
scored in those years.

But with little time left in the se¬ 
cond quarter, the second half passed 
into history with Lexington

In the second half the tide turned 
in Winchester’s favor but not great 
enough for victory.

‘AVe are hopeful that what we 
learn from this study could be very 
important to a great many older peo¬ 
ple in terms of understanding and 
evaluating the effects of eating on 
their blood pressure levels,” says 
Karen Fullerton, Director of the 
MHCC Nutrition Dept.

new law offices. “We wanted a place 
where we would have our own park¬ 
ing.” he said. “And we wanted ac¬ 
cessibility. Many of our buildings are 
older and have stairs.” 

The lawyers have not bought the 
property yet. Quill said he expects to 
have the title “by the end of next 
week.” Neither he nor Maher would 
reveal the property’s purchase price. 

()l the three lots, one was already 
zoned entirely for business. Willy 
Sclarsic, the architect hired by Mur¬ 
ray and Quill, said that the second lot 
was “90 percent in the business 
district . " However, he explained, two- 
thirds of the remaining lot was in a 
residential district. 

To support his case for business 
expansion, Sclarsic indicated that the* 
third lot was too small for a single 
family home*. Winchester zoning laws, 
he said, require 6,500 square feet to 
build a home, but the* residential 
parcel of the property measures only 
4.000 square feet. 

For the lawyers, the rezoning was 
critical to their plans. Murray said 
that “from an economic standpoint 
we would not build an office building 
on the zoning site if we did not get 
Town Meeting approval." 

Hairdresser Maiullari will have to 
move out of her salon to make way for 
the new office building. “I hate the 
thought of having to leave.” she* said. 
“I’ve been here 15 years.” 

As of Tuesday morning, the 
lawyers had not contacted her about 
the* future of her business. Maiullari 
was unable to attend Town Meeting 
because she was working at her se¬ 
cond job. 

She rented the salon from Maher’s 
late mother. “Mrs. Maher was one of 
my best friends,” said the hair¬ 
dresser, while she rolled curlers into 
an elderly woman’s hair. “I never felt 
as if I needed a lease,” she said. So 
she never got one. 

Maiullari said the Maher children 
have talked about selling the proper¬ 
ty for almost two years. “1 could see 
die handwriting on the wall.” she

said “I’ve been hanging. I didn't 
want to relocate right away. 

“This is an old building.” she said. 

It has been a hairdresser’s for near¬ 
ly 50 years. It used to lx? a dry goods 
store. My grandmother got her first 
gilt from a boy right in this room. 

“Not that this building is that 
much to look at right now,” she add¬ 
ed “But all in all. I feel bad.” 

Next door in the other half of the 
building, C’usato is preparing seafood 
at the Italian Fisherman. He has been 
in the building for a year and a half, 
and he has a year and a half left on 
his lease. “When I bought the 
business I insisted on a lease.” he 
said. 

lie said he had “customers com¬ 
ing in all night to express their con¬ 
cern” about the restaurant. “I’m 
operating under the premise that I’m 
going to be there for another year and 
a half till 1986,” he said. “I’d like to 
stay in Winchester.” 

He had a preliminary meeting 
with Murray and Quill on Friday mor¬ 
ning, when they discusssed the situa¬ 
tion but made no offers. 

At Town Meeting. Elizabeth 
McDonough of Kendall st. spoke 
against the zoning variance. “On 
principle I reject land being taken 
from a residential district,” she said. 

Joseph Geary of Ridge st. agreed. 
“I personally would like to see small 
business zones wiped out in the 
neighborhoods,” he said. 

Mary Pronski of Washington st. 
cited an example from the past. “In 
1964 Dr. James McDonough asked for 
a very similar zoning change,” she 
said. I believe that people in the area 
were opposed at that time, and I 
believe they are still opposed.” 

Daniel Chen of Pine st. raised 
another objection. He said he fears 
the new offices will generate too much 
traffic. “I am against what might 
happen to the neighborhood — or 
what’s left of it — if more traffic is in¬ 
troduced.” 

Several Town Meeting members 
stated that traffic is particularly 
heavy after church services at near¬ 
by St. Mary’s Church. 

Architect Sclarsic countered their 
contention. “Office use has less traf¬ 


fic input than retail use.” he said 
Sclarsic added that the Traffic Ad¬ 
visory Committee has already recom 
mended the project after reviewing 
the plans. That board, he said, recom¬ 
mended a Monday through Saturday 
parking ban on Washington st. near 
the proposed offices. 

Before construction can begin, 
several matters must first be settled, 
in addition to the Italian Fisherman’s 
lease. According to Maher, who lives 
at 165 Washington st., Murray and 
Quinn have agreed not to alter the 
property until Maher moves out. 

Maher said he is planning to move 
to Tewksbury, where he is looking to 
buy a house. But so far. he said, he 
has “no idea” when he will move. 

Meanwhile, the Town Meeting- 
approved article must still be approv¬ 
ed by the state Attorney General, 
which can take up to three months. 
Then the owners must apply to the 
Zoning Board of Appeals for site plan 
review. 

During that review, both the Plan¬ 
ning Board and the public will have 
a chance to comment on the project’s 
blueprints. 

Currently, the architect’s designs 
show a two-story office building, with 
Murray and Quill on the first floor. 
The lawyers will seek a second firm, 
possibly an accountant or other 
lawyers, to rent the second floor. 

Drawings indicate a traditional 
brick building with updated accents 
such as a glass atrium lobby and an 
“open” corner that pedestrians can 
walk through. “We designed this to be 
in scale with the neighborhood in 
terms of height, and the brick . will 
be in keeping with the church and 
with the rectory across the street,” 
said Sclarsic. 

Quill said, “We wanted to enhance 
the structures that are presently on 
Washington st. with a compatible, 
aesthetically pleasing building.” He 
also said he thought the building 
would “make a significant contribu¬ 
tion to the town.” 

“We want a building that we can 
be proud of, we want a building that 
the town can be proud of. It, in a 
sense, is our second home,” said 
Quill.

Making your own pine cone wreath 



MATERIALS 


• Two 16 or 18 inch wire wreath frames. 

• 50 long, slender (white) pine cones to 
form base, and approximately 100 regular 
(yellow) pine cones. 

• Chestnuts, burrs, tiny pine cones, 
twisted off rosettes of spruce cones, 
artificial fruit for filling in and/or accent. 

• Wire for tying wreaths together and for 
hanging. 

• Thermogrip* glue gun and glue sticks. 

• 1 \'2 yards of wide velvet ribbon for bow 
(optional). 

• Clear acrylic spray (lacquer). 


PROCEDURE 


1. Soak about 50 long, slender pine cones 
(the type that can be easily found in 
wooded areas during the fall) in water until 
they close. 

2 . Once closed, insert them like wheel 
spokes, alternating direction, through the 
wire spaces in one wreath frame. 

3. Attach the two largest wires of the two 
frames together, back to back. If they 
match well, glue the wires together. If not, 
wire them. 

4. Glue shorter, thicker pine cones (found in 
abundance in wooded areas during fall 
months) in three circular rows to the pairs 
of wires in the empty top frame. 

5. Attach artificial fruit, if desired, leaving 
space for a ribbon bow. Fill in empty 


spaces with anything available -chestnuts, 
burrs, tiny cones and twisted off rosettes 
of spruce cones. 

6. Attach a loop of wire or heavy cord for 
hanging and spray with several coats of 
clear lacquer to enhance color and pro¬ 
se rve. 

7. If you have any difficulty tying a satisfactory 
velvet bow. use the glue gun to spot-glue 
the loops of the bow. Then, wire in place.

Separate the drumstick from the 
thigh by slicing through the joint. 
Carve the meat from each piece, if de¬ 
sired. 

Now locate the wing joint with the 
tip of your knife. Slice through the 
skin until you hit bone. Hull the wing 
down and cut it off at the joint. Sepa¬ 
rate the wing portions at the joint. 




Use long, smooth strokes rather than 
a sawing motion. Steady the bird with 
your fork and start slicing above the 
leg socket. Begin to carve thin, even 
slices dow n to the incision. Start each 
new slice a little higher, continuing 
until you reach the breastbone. The 
angle of your knife will change 
slightly until you are slicing almost 
parallel to the breastbone. 


You’ll need your carving knife to 
curve the breast. Make an incision 
across the body from wingbonc to 
w ishbone.

Ancient Rome’s splendid road, 
the Appian Way, stretched more 
than 350 miles.

Charles Perrault (1628-1703), 
French author who wrote four vol¬ 
umes contending that the arts and 
sciences came to their full flower¬ 
ing in 17th-century France and 
were superior to the culture of 
Rome and Athens, is best remem¬ 
bered for his ‘‘Mother Goose 
Tales,” 18 stories that include 
"Cinderella,” “Sleeping Beauty.” 
"Little Red Riding Hood,” “Puss- 
in-Boots" and other familiar ones. 
They were oral traditions before 
he set them down in 1697.

After-School

Judge Pressures Legislature 
To Clean Up Sewer System

Time is running out for the state 
to come up with a plan to clean up 
Boston harbor and repair and rebuild 
the region's antiquated, overburden¬ 
ed sewer system.

The legislature has until Nov. 29 to 
set up a new Water Resources 
Authority to take over the sewer and 
water systems now run by the 
Metropolitan District Commission 
(MDC). 

If they don’t, the courts will step 
in and take over the entire day-to-day 
operational the sewer system — and 
the communities now served by the 
MDC will face crippling charges for 
water and sewer services. 

So, Superior Court Judge Paul 
Garrity is giving the lawmakers one 
last chance to do it their way, before 
he steps in and places the MDC water 
and sewer systems under a court- 
administered receivership. 

He gave the legislature until Nov. 
29, when he will hold the next hearing 
on the case, to pass the hill creating 
a new entity to take over water and 
sewer operations for the 40 percent of 
the state’s population now served by 
the MDC. 

And, so the various parties involv¬ 
ed know that he means business, 
Garrity added a tinal touch 

"Gear up for trial,” he told 
Charles Haar, court- appointed 
master of the harbor suit. “And 
prepare plans for a successor agen¬ 
cy to take over the operations of the 
MDC at the designation of the court.” 

If that happens, Qunicy’s coin- 
■ plaint.; about Boston Harbor's pollu¬ 


tion will be resolved but it will not 
be good news — financially — for 
Winchester or the other towns which 
depend upon the MDC for water and 
sewer services. 

“If the court has to take over the 
operations ol the sewer system, the 
overall cost of the project (estimated 
at $3 million) will be about the same,” 
said Garrity, after handing down his 
ultimatum. “But the up-front costs 
will be horrendous." 

The difference between a court- 
ordered receivership and a state-run 
authority, for Winchester and the 
other MDC client communities, is 
simple, Garrity said: financing. 

“The court can order taxes, hut it 
cannot float a bond,” Garrity 
explained. “So both the day-to-day 
operations and construction costs 
would have to be paid out of straight 
taxes, paid now, as opposed to taxes 
paid over time, through bonds.” 

That would put a tremendous 
burden on local treasuries; each of 
the communities receiving sewer ser¬ 
vices is obligated to pay a share of the 
court-ordered repairs and 
renovations. 

What’s more, court-ordered 
judgments are not restricted by the 
tax limitation law Proposition 2 1 . the 
communities must pay them in full 

Local officials, fearing the 
devastating effect of a receivership 
on their budgets, have worked active- 
Iv on passage of legislation now 
before the House Ways and Means 
Committee (It is expected to come up 
for a hearing the week of Nov. 29.) 

But Garrity’s ultimatum could 
have another, indirect economic im¬ 
pact on the MDC client communities 
It could bring new development to a 
grinding halt.

During the discussions at last 
Thursday’s hearing in Cambridge, 
Garrity agreed with the recommen¬ 
dation ol Haar, the suit master, to in¬ 
stitute a moratorium on all new sewer 
connections in effect, halting all 
new construction in the area if 
there is no legislative action by Nov. 
29. 

The judge noted that even MDC 
Commissioner William Geary has 
said his agency does not nave the 
capacity to make the needed changes 
to tile sewer system. 

And Garrity firmly believes the 
correction of sewer overflows into the 
harbor and other needed work cannot 
wait another legislative year. 


“I feel we’re in the eleventh hour 
of this case,” Garrity warned the 
lawyers, legislative aides and others 
assembled at last Thursday’s hearing 
in the Cambridge courthouse 

“Legislation is the sine qua non of 
this case,” Garrity said. Without the 
new Water Resources Authority, 
what needs to happen will not take 
place, he feels. 

“The condition of the harbor is un 
safe, unsanitary, indecent and in 
violation of the law’, and a danger to 
the health and welfare of the public 
in this region,” Garrity said em¬ 
phatically, defending his two-week 
ultimatum.

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Selectmen Prepare To Haggle With 
Governor Over Future Of Housing 


On Monday night, Selectmen 
brainstormed with State Sen. Richard 
Kraus over Winchester’s low-to 
moderate income housing plans, in 
order to prepare for the next day’s 
meeting with Gov. Michael Dukakis 
in Boston. 

At stake may be Winchester’s next 
state grant for the refurbishing of the 
downtown. 

Meanwhile, the Winchester Hous¬ 
ing Authority filed applications last 
Thursday to purchase two or three 
apartments that will be used for low 
to-moderate income housing. 

In his address to the Selectmen, 
Kraus suggested two possible agen¬ 
das for the meeting with the Gover¬ 
nor. He said the Selectmen must 
either convince the state that the town 
has serious long-range goals to in¬ 
crease the amount of low to-moderate 


income housing available, or. he said, 
“if people really are convinced that 
there is no substantial need (for the 
housing), it would be vitally impor¬ 
tant to make that case before the 
Governor tomorrow. " 

If Winchester does not make a 
covincing case, he said, “you are go¬ 
ing to have trouble on every single 
drop of state money.” 

The Senator said the next state 
grant to improve Winchester’s com¬ 
mercial district with brick sidewalks, 
new lighting, and landscaping was 
almost certainly at risk. 

Selectman Wade Welch said he 
was skeptical about the meeting's 
potential because the Selectmen, as 
an executive body, have only limited 
decision-making power. He said the 
town has failed to communicate the 
strength of the town’s legislative deci¬ 


sions to the state’s Executive Office 
of Communities and Development 
(EOCD). 

“The only people that can comply 
with what EOCD wants is the Town 
Meeting.” he said. “If we’re going to 
promise something we can’t deliver, 
we shouldn’t go in at all.” 

Kraus stressed that the EOCD 
does not expect Winchester to take 
immediate action to increase 
available low-to-moderate income 
housing, but that the officials do ex 
pect the Selectmen to draft "a state 
ment of the problem and a direction 
in which this board is prepared to 
move.” 

Welch said that Winchester has 
made progress with subsidized hous¬ 
ing since 1982. and that the state 
should recognize it

Trash Dumpers 
May See Fee Hike 

Under a plan initiated by Chair

Lombardi said that the rubbish 
haulers are paying only $10 per ton to 
use the town’s transfer station dump, 
which is emptied periodically, 
although other towns have much 
higher fees.

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Panel Studies School Redistricting

At 7:3ii last Wednesday night, the 
lecture hall at Lynch School looked 
like a ghost town. But within a half 
hour after the start of the school 
redistricting meeting, the specter of 
classroom upheavals had the place 
jammed 

At least KH) parents and a handful 
of educators filled the echoev hall that 
night to hash over the potential cons 
quenees of reorganized classes. 

Many were concerned that plans 
might uproot their youngsters from 
schools to which the children had 
grown accustomed, both emotionally 
and socially 

A few spoke positively about “open 
classrooms' and the less-structured 
learning environments available at 
some Winchester schools. 

All were intensely concerned that 
schools might be closed and children 
might be forced to attend schools fur¬ 
ther from their homes than their 
neighborhood schools. 

Robert Fitzgerald, chairman of 
the redistricting study panel, was bar- 
raged by parents’ questions for more 
than two hours, as he tried to quell 


their fears and lay to rest what he 
called unsubstantiated rumors. 

The advisory committee, compris¬ 
ed of parents and school personnel, 
was recently formed to study student 
enrollment trends. The panel is ex¬ 
pected to report its recommendations 
to Supt. Charles Mitsakos by January, 
according to Fitzgerald, who added 
that the group is still in its fledgling 
stages. 

“We don’t have a proposal, nor do 
we have a set of proposals,” Fitz¬ 
gerald told the parents.“We don’t 
have a plan that says everyone on 
Oak st. will go to Lynch School, while 
everyone on Prince will go to Mur 
raco. We have no definite plan at all,” 
he said. 

if 

Still, he admitted, enrollment “is 
significantly lower” in some elemen¬ 
tary schools than it was 10 years ago. 
The decline is hardly new. he said, 
adding that the present “split- 
grades” system in the schools is a 
product of the trend. 

Split grades, a program by which 
youngsters from two grades are com¬ 
bined in classes, has drawn much 


criticism from parents, many of 
whom are concerned that youngsters 
arc being put into a social and educa¬ 
tional situation they may not lx* ready 
to handle. 

At least one parent, however, 
testified that split grades had actual¬ 
ly seemed more helpful to youngsters 
by providing a more mixed peer 
group. 

Fitzgerald told parents that one 
possible solution to elementary and 
junior high enrollment problems 
could be to merge grades 7 through 
12. Although he declined to say that 
his panel is seriously considering such 
a plan, the mere mention of it brought 
some fire. 

“Did 1 hear right - that you are 
considering a 7 through 12 High 
School?” asked one father. “I get the 
feeling that you’re not willing to say 
that it would never happen,” he 
added. 

Fitzgerald was quick to qualify his 
statement. “I’m not saying it could 
never happen. It’s certainly 
something that we could consider. 
That’s what we’re here for: to get 
your comments and ideas as parents 
to help us consider the possibilities.” 


Another parent, who said he had 
served on an enrollment advisory 
board about two years ago, said his 
group had suggested the double-deck 
high school plan as a possible alter¬ 
native. He said it was clear, however, 
that several problems with such a 
plan, such as the age differences of 
students, exist. 

Several parents questioned what 
they saw as the school administra¬ 
tion’s apparent inability to effective¬ 
ly predict enrollment trends. 

“What bothers me,” said one 
mother, “is that here we’ve closed 
schools just a few years ago and yet 
now there are crowded classes at Lin¬ 
coln School. And then, there are other 
schools w-here enrollment is low, you 
say. Can’t there be any way we can 
tell these things before we’re in crisis 
or near-crisis situations?” she asked. 

Fitzgerald said his committee 
would be working to more clearly 
identify classroom needs, adding that 
any changes for the upcoming school 
year would first be laid out for 
parents’ comments. 

“If any change is to be made for 
September 1985, there will be more 
time for input from the community on 
the changes proposed,” he vowed.

Chief McHugh Gives Winter Tips Jewish Group 

To Meet 26th

Season openers for winter travel 
lie just ahead for holiday and 
winter recreation tips a situation 
that has prompted Winchester’s Chief 
of Police John P. McHugh to com 
ment. “This timing makes many 
motorists' open season’ for some of 
winter’s deadliest tricks.” He cited an 
example: 

“A driver finds himself caught in 
a wet, sticky snow storm in un¬ 
familiar territory. Words and sym¬ 
bols on roadside traffic signs are 
completely hidden behind a blanket of 
clinging snow good reason for 
drivers to know the meaning of traf¬ 
fic sign shapes.” 

Chief McHugh suggests that all 
drivers recheck their “sign-sense.” 

•Octagonal u*ight-sided' signs 
mean only one thing stop. 

•An upside down triangle tells you 
to yield to other traffic. 

•Diamond signs means caution 
something ahead to cause you to slow 
down. 

•A pennant-shaped sign on the left- 
hand edge of a two lane road marks 
the beginning of a no passing zone. 

•Rectangular signs indicate traf¬ 
fic regulations and information. 

•A round sign and a crossbuck fur¬ 
ther ahead mark a railroad crossing 

•A pentagonal sign warns that a 


school zone or school crossing is 
ahead be alert for children 

•Shield-shaped signs are route 
markers. 

He also reviewed other winter trip 
suggestions from the National Safe¬ 
ty Council’s Committee on Winter 
Driving Hazards and the Interna¬ 
tional Association of Chiefs of Police. 

Plan every maneuver well ahead. 
Avoid sudden maneuvers in steering 
or changes in direction. On turns and 
lane changes, don’t oversteer on slick 
surfaces or you're due for a spin-out. 

Watch for bridges and overpasses 
ahead. Ice freezes first and lasts 
longer on bridges and in shady spots. 

If you should hit an unexpected ice 
patch, don’t try to brake, accelerate 
or steer sharply. Maintain speed and 
let your car “roll” through the slip¬ 
pery areas. 

Anticipate hills ahead. You need to 
build up enough momentum to get to 
the top on slippery surfaces. Hut ease 
off at the crest! There may be stall¬ 
ed cars on the downgrade side. 

Beware of hydroplaning on wet 
pavements. Hydroplaning is the 
tendency of a car’s tires to ride up 
.to float on a layer of water cover¬ 
ing the road. The tires actually lose 
contact with the pavement. 

Just when hydroplaning occurs 


depends on the speed, the amount of 
water, the tires and tire pressures, 
the weight of the vehicle, and how the 
vehicle is loaded. It usually affects the 
front wheels. Steering is lost before 
the driver realizes it when he tries to 
turn and can’t. 

The trick is to slow down to let the 
tires break through the water film 
and grab the pavement once again. 
Hood tire treads, of course, help con¬ 
siderably. 

Go prepared for winter’s worst. 
Before starting out on a holiday trip, 
be sure your car’s traction equipment 
is adequate for the type of weather 
that you may encounter. At the least 
you should have good tires with good 
treads. Better yet. use snow tires for 
better traction in snow. And take 
along the tire chains if you might 
reasonably expect to encounter 
severe snow and ice conditions. Tests 
show that chains can provide from 
four to seven times as much traction 
on snow and ice as regular tires. 

“Safe winter tips,” Chief McHugh 
concluded, “require something extra 
from the motorist. Slower speeds, ex 
tra care and common sense will go a 
long way toward reducing the added 
hazards of the winter season.”

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New Main St. Shop And Office Building 
Will Be Discussed At Dec. 19 Meeting 


Details of a two-level retail and of¬ 
fice building planned for 610 Main st. 

. by Albiani Development Corp. of Win¬ 
chester will be presented at a Dec. 19 
Zoning Board of Appeal meeting 

Last week the board held 
preliminary site plan review and 
heard a description of the project. 
During and after the meeting with Al¬ 
biani principals board members men¬ 
tioned their concerns about downtown 
parking and the demands placed on 
it by the Purity Supreme building pro¬ 
ject and the Shore rd. medical 
building. 

Member Francis X. Mahoney, 
noting the increasing demand on 
available parking, said. ‘‘Sooner or 
later we’re going to need air rights.” 

The Albiani project, Winchester 
Centre, will be an L-shaped building 
with the narrow end on Main st. From 
this street there will be direct access 
to parking and ground-level stores. 
The back of the building will face the 
" side of the Cullen building next door. 

From Elmwood ave. in the rear, 
, there will be direct access to the 
; offices whmhwill be on the second 
; lloor of the 35-foot high building. 

According to Anthony Albiani, cor¬ 
poration vice president, no existing 
stores will be displaced. The building 
which will be torn down now houses 
the Art Assn, gallery, a laundromat 
and a residential tenant who has no 
lease. 

As many as eight stores and eight 
office tenants could be in the building, 
depending on space requirements of 
each. Albiani is talking with potential 
tenants now so that space can be 
custombuilt. 

‘‘We will bring in the type of stores 
that will draw people back to Win¬ 
chester Center to shop,” he said, 
describing the brick Tudor-style 
building as “first-class retail and of¬ 
fice development.” The project “will 
be a real asset to the town of Win¬ 
chester,” said Albiani. 

The 25,000 square-foot site includes 
an L-shaped vacant lot between Park 
and Main sts. 

The “footprint” or base of the 
building will be 8.000 square feet angl¬ 
ed on the site. The laundry and gas 
station buildings on Park st. are not 
part of the property. 

Plans call for a basement of 2500 
square feet and two rental floors of 
8000 square feet. Almost 7000 square 
feet of the site will be landscaped, 
according to Albiani. Twenty-two 
parking spaces, including one for 
handicapped, will be provided. Al-

biani said he will not allow employees 
to use the on-site parking. 

The site has 140 feet of frontage on 
Main st. The front, facing south, will 
have a brick walk under an eight -foot 
overhang along the storefronts. There 
will be direct access to each store. 

Albiani expects that the second 
floor offices will be used by 
businesses such as manufacturing 
representatives, architects and 
engineers. From Elmwood ave. 
visitors will enter a ground-level com¬ 
mon area to the offices. The second 
floor can also be reached by stairs 
from Main st. 

The 22 off-street parking spaces 
will be entered from Main st. and will 
exit onto Park st. Albiani feels that it 
will not be a problem for the 
employees to park in all-day town 
parking since there are more than 180 
public spaces within a three-minute 
walk. 

He gave the ZBA information from 
Economic Development Coordinator

John Connery about the availability 
of as many as 150 spaces mid-day and 
a technical memorandum by Norman 
A. Abend, traffic consultant, which 
noted that the project “will have on¬ 
ly limited traffic impact.” 

The Abend study said the office 
portion of the project, which it term¬ 
ed “small.” is expected to generate 
no more than eight to 12 trips during 
peak hours, while store traffic would 
be busiest in the middle of the day. 

Turnover of roughly one car per 
hour per parking space is expected, 
with small impact on local streets 
The report noted that Main st. now 
has an estimated imhki to IHHKI ears per 
day. with less than 1000 per day on 
Park st. 

Albiani said he is required by the 
zoning bylaw to provide 13 parking 
spaces. The Zoning Board must ap¬ 
prove plans for projects for which 
more than 19 spaces are required. Al¬ 


biani said that although he possibly 
might not be required to go liefore the 
ZBA for site plan review, depending 
on how the basement square footage 
is figured in, he will present his plan 
to the board. 

Parking was the ZBA members' 
major concern. Albiani was asked 
how he would reserve spaces for a te¬ 
nant that requires such a guarantee, 
such as a market he said he 
wouldn't He said he does not want 
and would not allow a convenience 
mart type of store which would com¬ 
pete with existing town businesses^ 
Member John Looney asked about 
drainage at the site with the 13-foot 
drop in elevation from Park and 
Elmwood to Main st. Albiani said the 
parking lot will be level and there will 
be storm drains. 

ZBA members and Planning 
Board chairman Marion Crandall 
questioned where Connery’s parking 
figures came from and noted the need 
for a parking study of the downtown. 

If all goes well Albiani said eon- 
•st ruet ion would start in February and 
the building would lx* finished in June. 
Albiani said he needs a variance for 
the fire lane between the back of the 
building and the Cullen building since 
the planned fire lane is not 15-feet 
wide from the property line, while it 
is that distance from the building. He 
also needs a variance in order to not 
have to provide a loading platform 
which is required for commercial 
buildings with more than 2000 square 
feet.

November invites us to 
thanksgiving, and* to a con¬ 
templation ol her quiet 
beauties. 

Every day that the sun 
shines like it's shining as I 
write this, people can be seen 
smiling and looking grateful. 

Why? Because from the 
beginning of this short month 
on. any good days we get are 
regarded as bonus. We don't 
expect them. We expect, at 
any time now, the iron cold, 
the gray and gloomy prologue 
to the winter that draws 
nearer. 

The mittens are all bought 
against this day; the boots 
have been drawn out of 
storage and made ready. 
Snow tires are displayed pro¬ 
minently at gas stations. 

May is November's danc¬ 
ing partner, her opposite 
number. May is the month 
poised exactly halfway 'round 
the calendar from this time of 
turkeys and cornhusks. Con¬ 
jure the image of May up in 
your mind and ask yourself 
what emotions greet sunny 
days then. 

People are gladdened by 
them, to be sure, but they’re 
not exhilarated. They feel that 
good days are their due. They 
feel that they've earned them, 
purchased them on time, you 
might say, with every dark 
and ice-crusted morning en¬ 
dured the whole of the 
previous winter. 

Good days are taken for 


granted in May. In 
November, the good days are 
greeted with enthusiasm and 
joy. Each one is welcomed 
and celebrated as the gift that 
it is. Each one is embraced, 
with thanksgiving. 

1 peer from my window, on 
this sunny gift of a morning, 
at the little dogwood that 
faces the lake. I see what a 
transformation has been 
wrought upon this small 
sculpture. 

In May. it's a miniature 
snow-squall, a pale froth of 
vanilla-colored blossoms. It 
seems to float above the 
tender grass, and have as 
much to do with roots and 
gravity as a cloud would. 

Now, though, the same 
tree has been grounded. 
Where once the fluff of 
flowers bore it aloft, now its 
limbs are bare, and the eye 
travels down them to its 
meager trunk and the point 
where it enters the earth. In 
silhouette it stands against 
the lawn in tangles, a thin 
scribble of sticks and 
branches. 

A wind stirs the leaves that 
swirl around its base as I 
watch it. 

The winds of November 
are not breezes. They bear 
scant resemblance to the 
zephyrs of springtime. 

Today’s wind is a bustling 
one, a wind of great energy. 
It's a housecleaning kind of a 
wind. It scours the corners of 
the yard, lifting and sweeping 


summer's messy remnant. 

This wind has a beachball 
in its grip. It has hands, 
perhaps, the wind does: it lifts 
the ball with one hand and 
tosses it effortlessly away 
from the house. Another un¬ 
seen hand catches it, sets it 
down momentarily by the 
lilacs, then lilts it again and * 
passes it onward. 

The ball tumbles end over 
end, a blue and white j 
testimony to the wind’s 
briskness. It belongs to my 
children, but it’s four houses v .\ 
away now from the yard 
where they played with it 
yesterday. In five more 
minutes it will be out of our 
neighborhood. 

Where do they go then, the 
beachballs of summer? This 
one moves as if with a pur¬ 
pose, moves in a way that 
spells destination and 
itinerary. Where is it “ 
heading? 

Where do the leaves go, for 
that matter? 

Where has May gone to? - 
Where is she residing now? ■ 
And how have we come so far, 
in such a few months, from 
the time of blossoms and 
promise? 

These are the questions we 
ask ourselves on the short 
November days. 

But there are no answers 

Only the gift of buttered 
sunshine in the afternoon. 

And the wind at midnight, 
always the wind.

BEACON HILL ROLL CALL 


This week's report records 
local senators' and represen¬ 
tatives' votes on roll calls 
from the week of Nov. 12-10. 

PRIVATE SCHOOLS (S 
till i — Constitutional Conven¬ 
tion approved 116-64 (House 
approved 97-56, Senate ap¬ 
proved 19-11), a proposed con¬ 
stitutional amendment 
permitting state and local 
governments to provide finan¬ 
cial aid to students in non¬ 
public schools, within the 
limits ol the U.S. Constitution. 

Supporters argued the 
amendment will help private 
school students, is purely 
secular, and does not violate 
the separation of church and 
state. 

Some opponents said the 
amendment will cost millions 
ol dollars in aid to private and 
parochial schools at a time 
when public schools 
desperately need the money. 
Others said it violates the 
separation of church and 
state. The proposal now needs 
final approval this year and 
must be approved by the 


1985-1986 legislature before it 
can go on the ballot for voter 
consideration in 1986. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 
amendment. A “Nay” vote is 
against it. 

Rep. Sherman Salt marsh 
voted yes. Sen. Richard 
Kraus voted no. 

RULES REFORM (S21S6) 
— Senate 32-0, approved an 
order discharging the Rules 
Committee from further con¬ 
sideration of a bill proposing 
several changes in the rules of 
the Senate. In June, a special 
committee made its final 
report recommending several 
changes including ratification 
of majority and minority 
leadership positions and com¬ 
mittee chairs and establishing 
an easier procedure for 
discharging bills from com¬ 
mittees. The order requires 
the report to be on the Senate 
calendar for consideration on 
Nov. 26. 

Supporters said the bill has 
been held up for five months 
and argued it was time to 
bring it to the floor. 


A “Yea” vote is for con¬ 
sidering the bill on November 
26. 

Kraus voted yes. 

END SESSION — Senate 
2-4-7. rejected an order Requir¬ 
ing the Senate and House to. 
end the 1984 session on Nov. 
30. 

Supporters said the 
legislature could easily finish 
its work by then and warned 
if the lame duck session con¬ 
tinues until the end of the 
year, a feeding frenzy of 
special interest bills could 
result. 

Opponents said the 
legislature has too much work 
to do and urged the Senate not 
to establish an arbitrary 
deadline. 

A “Yea” vote is for ending 
the session on November 30. A 
“Nay” vote is against ending 
it on November 30. 

Kraus voted no. 

GAMING MACHINES (S 
2193) — Senate 20-13, recon¬ 
sidered its earlier defeat of a 
bill providing a $500 penalty 
for the sale or use of elec¬ 
tronic gaming machines. The 
bill defines the machines as 
any electronically operated 
machine which, when played, 
by chance or skill, may 
deliver or entitle the person 
playing to receive cash or 
anything of value. 

Supporters argued the bill 
clarifies the law to make it 
clear these machines are il¬ 
legal. They said these 
machines will lead to legaliz¬ 
ed gambling. 

Opponents said the 
machines are already clearly 
illegal and claimed the hii 1 
was unnecessary. They 
argued it is poorly drafted and 
could prevent harmless 
games from being played at 
carnivals and fairs. The 
Senate later gave initial ap¬ 
proval to the bill on a voice 
vote. 

A “Yea” vote is for recon¬ 
sidering the bill’s defeat, A 
“Nay vote is against the bill. 

Kraus voted no.

Winton Club was pleased to 
welcome Margaret Ann Toomey, a 
government research analyst with the 
Massachusetts Hospital Assn . at its 
recent meeting in Hadley Hall at the 
Episcopal Church. 

Toomey entered government work 
first serving as an administrative 
assistant to a state representative and 
later as an administrative assistant 
in the Legislative Service Bureau, 
working with Winchester’s own 
former State Rep.. Harrison 
Chadwick. 

In 11)77. Toomey became affiliated 
with the Massachusetts Hospital 
Assn, and is now serving as a govern¬ 
ment research analyst, screening 
more than 8.500 bills filed annually in- 
order to identify proposals that would 
affect hospitals 

As the legislature resumed session 
Nov. 12 and as it faces 1985, Toomey 
reported to Winton members on the 
significance of House Bill 0214. 
amendments to Chapter 272. the 


Hospital Control Law in Mass 
Chapter 372 went into effect in Oc¬ 
tober 11)82 and affects payments to the 
state's 107 acute care hospitals 

Chapter 372 is considered a 
forerunner in the national trend 
toward setting hospital rates in ad¬ 
vance for a given budget year, rather 
than the retrospective cost based 
system which many critics claim has 
led to the rapid cost of health care in 
the past two decades. 

As the Blue Cross had established 
a prospective system of payment, all 
parties agreed to use this as a model 
for other payees. The result was 
Chapter 372 which will extend until 
1988 and controls the reimbursement 
to hospitals by all payees - Medicare. 
Medicaid. Blue Cross, commercial in¬ 
surers and private payees. However. 
Medicare has the option of backing 
out of Chapter 372 »u 1985. 

In stressing the importance to the 
passage of this bill. Toomey cited that 
under Chapter 372. the rise in

a better chance house 


City Teenagers 
Brave Suburbia 


At 3:30 p.m.. no one is home. 

But there are clues to the 
inhabitants of the big gray 
house on I)ix st. 

A Duke University ap¬ 
plication form lies on the 
couch, next to a blue 
backpack. A box of cornflakes 
disturbs the order of the kit¬ 
chen. A book of Bach inven¬ 
tions sits on the piano. 

Yes, there are cultured, 
college-bound cornflakes- 
eaters living in the house. 

But those traits don't 
define their identity in Win¬ 
chester. The students who live 
in the house are black and 
Hispanic, and that, in Win¬ 
chester, makes them extraor¬ 
dinary. 

They all participate in the 
ABC program. ABC it 
stands for A Better Chance, 
the chance to take advantage 
of a Winchester High School 
education, including the mar¬ 
ching band, the athletics, the 
Latin Club, the math team 
and all the other activies that 
go with it. 

Of the nine students in the 


house, eight come from the 
Bronx. Many of them would 
have gone to the highly com¬ 
petitive Bronx High School of 
Science had they stayed in 
New York. 

Instead, they decided to 
take a chance in a Boston 
suburb they'd never heard of 
to live with eight students 
they'd never met. 

It's a challenge. 

And it’s not just that Win¬ 
chester High School's 
academic standards are 
tough. There are also social 
pressures to deal with. Of the 
students in Winchester, many 
are wealthy and most are 
white. 

Back at the house, there 
are rules and regulations, a 
curfew, and fines for 
misbehavior. And, say the 
kids, the food just isn't like 
home. 

Still, the ABC students 
seem to have few regrets. 

“I think I might even cry 
at graduation," said Bucket 
Godfrey, the ABC House 
Leader. “I have so many 


friends I hate to leave." 

The students in the ABC 
program, which has branches 
across the nation, were 
recommended by their junior 
high school guidance 
counselors because they were 
the best and the brightest. 
They graduated in the top 10 
percent of their classes. They 
were involved, motivated and 
smart. 

In the Bronx, their junior 
high schools had names, but 
mostly, New York-style, they 
were known by their 
numbers. 

“I went to I.S. Number 
102,” said one student. 

“Number 117," said 
another. 

Neville McKenzie, a senior 
in his third year at ABC, used 
to work nights at a local 
Bronx supermarket, fitting in 
school work as well. 

He decided to come to Win¬ 
chester because, he said, the 
New York students were

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“nonchalant.” 

At first, said Neville, his 
mother was a little hesitant 
about the program. But, he 
said. “1 convinced her 1 was 
able to make the decision, and 
she let me go/' 

Neville said he thinks he 
made the right choice. But 
ABC still isn’t home. “I’d be 
lying if I said 1 didn’t miss it,” 
he said. 

Jose Calero, whose family 
came from the Dominican 
Republic, described his old 
neighborhood in the Bronx as 
“mixed, with a lot of old 
Jewish people.” 

He, too, could have gone to 
Bronx Science, but he chose 
the ABC program because, 
believe it or not, of a TV show 
called “The Facts of Life.” 
The show, he said, “shows the 
daily chaos of boarding 
school,” and a lifestyle he 
found very appealing. 

In the Bronx, said Jose, he 
was more confined to his 
house. Even though New York 
offers a thousand diversions, 
he said, “you can’t do it all. As 


opposed to Winchester, 
(where 1 you find yourself all 
sorts of things to do.” 

And Jose really has found 
all sorts of things to do. He’s 
a drum major in the Win¬ 
chester Marching Band, so he 
gets up at 5:30 in the morning 
three times a week. He plays 
the clarinet, and is also a 
sprinter for the track team. 

Neville is just as involved 
in school activities. He 
belongs to the Latin Club, the 
Science Club, and an educa¬ 
tional program about drug 
and alcohol abuse. The goal of 
the program, he said, is to 
teach high school students 
about drugs so that they, in 
turn, will teach elementary 
school students about them. 

Neville also plays soccer, 
runs and throws the discus for 
the track team. 

With all the emphasis on 
college and career, ABC is 
certainly a future-oriented 
program. Yet while they’re in 
the program, students must 
learn to deal with day-to-day 
life in Winchester and at the 


house. 

It’s not always easy to live 
in the same house with eight 
peers, plus house director 
Mary Jo Nealon and her two 
young daughters. 

Tolerance, said Nealon, is 
the name of the game. “You 
have to be pretty accepting of 
other people to survive here,” 
she said. 

Bucket agreed. (Don’t ask 
him how he got his nickname. 
Only his Winchester host 
mother knows, and she has 
been sworn to secrecy.) “You 
learn to be honest,” he said. 
“It doesn’t do any good to hold 
things in.” 

At school, he said, students 
love to ask him questions. “Do 
you miss home?” they ask. 
“Do you live in a ghetto?” 

“It just so happens I live in 
the suburbs of Philly,” he 
said. “They just don’t under¬ 
stand that everyone who’s 
black is not poor.” 

He and a friend once 
counted the number of black 
students at the high school. 
“Twelve,” he said. “There 


are 12 black students in the 
whole school. I think that is 
the highest ever.” 

In dealing with other 
students, he admitted, “I’ve 
had my share of prejudice.” 
At one point, said Bucket, “I 
was going out with a white 
girl and they went berserk.” 

He said that back in 
Philadelphia, “Some of my 
closest friends don’t like me 
any more. I’m the only one in 
the neighborhood who went 
away to school. But most of 
my friends are still my 
friends. If anything, they look 
up to me.” 

Bucket hopes to get into 
the Cornell School of Hotel 
Management. “When I was 
young I used to cook a lot,” he 
said. “I have a fancy for 
hotels — especially elegant 
hotels.” 

As House Leader, and a 
senior. Bucket is responsible 
for giving the other kids ad¬ 
vice. His philosophy, he said, 
is “Don’t always be a goody- 
goody. Don’t always be a 
baddy-baddy.” 


Relaxed, self-assured, a 
guy who’d never tie his 
shoelaces, Bucket is a good in¬ 
fluence because he’s so even- 
tempered. As Bucket put it, 
“I’m mellow, cool, laid back 
and casual — nothing ever 
shocks me or gets me really 
down.” 

“Bucket,” said Nealon, 
“has done a lot to encourage 
students to be respectful of 
one another, to support one 
another, and to have fun at 
the same time.” 

Outside of the house the 
kids also have a support 
system, their host families. 
Nine Winchester families 
have given the students a 
home away from the boarding 
school atmosphere. 

Nealon said the hardest 
job ABC volunteers take on is 
that of a host family. “They 
provide the support a student 
needs for four years,” she 
said, “as well as a connection 
to the community, transporta¬ 
tion, the tender loving care 
they need as students, and a 
[ place to gol when they need 


to get away from the house.” 

The Ewalds, who live on 
Holton st., are Neville’s host 
family. With them, said 
Neville,“I never have any 
problems.” 

Now in its fourteenth year, 
the Winchester ABC House is 
supported entirely through 
community funding. The 
$50,000 needed this year to 
take care of the students and 
the house comes from private 
benefactors, churches, civic 
organizations, and ABC fund¬ 
raiser activities. 

So far this year, the ABC 
house has sponsored a dance 
and a September bottle drive, 
with a second drive planned 
for Jan. 5. Each time ABC 
supporters redeem the cans 
and bottles dropped off, they 
come back with more than 
$500 for the program. 

The big event of the year, 
the spring concert, will 
feature the Massachusetts 
Youth Wind Ensemble. The 
annual concert often 
generates up to one quarter of

the house’s yearly budget, 
which goes toward heat, food, 
house maintenance, transpor¬ 
tation, salaries for the house 
director and the tutor/cook, 
plus the students’ small week¬ 
ly allowances. 

Winchester’s ABC pro¬ 
gram was spawned in con¬ 
troversy. Now, said Caroline 
Ward, president of the Win¬ 
chester’s ABC Committee, “it 
gets a tremedous amount of 
community support.” 

In fact, the ABC program 
seems to get high marks all 
around. “I have nothing but 
praise for this program,” said 
Bucket. “I came because I 
thought this would give me a 
better chance.” 

He laughed, realizing his 
inadvertent play on words. 
“I can’t believe I just said 
that.”

Her Feel 
At Home 


Make 

Right

Welcome to the world ol 
Gloria Griecci. 

It is a myriad ot tiny 
replicas of life. 

It is where old-style living 
and modern conveniences 
take on incredibly tiny pro¬ 
portions. 

It is the world of doll 
houses. 

Entering the Griecci 
homestead at Oxford st., one 
is immediately awed by the 
foyer that is transformed in¬ 
to a doll house lover’s dream. 

There are big, multi-room 
houses and there are smaller, 
less elaborate ones. There is 
one that boasts modern fur¬ 
niture, including a minuscule 
stereo, and there is one that 
reflects the prim and proper 
Victorian days. 

In all, there are seven of 
these ‘mini-homes’ tucked 
away on the Grieccis’ enclos¬ 
ed front porch. Each has its 
own distinct flavor, its own 
appeal and charm. 

And that, says Griecci, is 
not an accident. 

Each house bears the per¬ 
sonal taste of one of her seven 
children. “They each have 
their owrn house, to decorate 
as they see fit,” she ex¬ 
plains.“They all have their 
likes and dislikes, and they 
can decorate here to their 
heart’s content.” 

As a child, Griecci always 
had a special place in her 
heart for doll houses. When 
her children came along, her 
own interest in the tiny homes 
was revived. 

Their doll houses, with 
finger-sized furniture and 
lifelike figurines, awoke in 


her a passion that had 
somehow fallen dormant. 

“I love to decorate,” con¬ 
fides Griecci as she strolls 
along past (he row of stucco, 
wood and slate-topped houses. 
“I sometimes think that my 
thing with doll houses is real¬ 
ly my own desire to be an in¬ 
terior decorator. 

“I never followed through 
with that professional 
decorating — but I think out¬ 
fitting doll houses is 
something like that on a much 
smaller scale.” 

Griecci, who formerly 
owned a doll house shop at 
Faneuil Hall Marketplace in 
Boston, now runs a smaller 
part-time business in Cam¬ 
bridge a few days a week. 

Her Boston shop was fun, 
she said, but the pressures of 
running one’s own full-time 
business began to get far too 
demanding — even in what 
might seem like an ideal 
business. 

The hectic schedule of 
working seven days per week, 
working with customers on 
their doll houses while keep¬ 
ing up the bookwork, left her 
no time for her home life. She 
became, she said, something 
of a workaholic. 

“I never had any time for 
anything. Even the simple 
things like keeping up with 
regular household respon¬ 
sibilities got to be impossi¬ 
ble,” she explained. 

“I loved meeting new peo¬ 
ple, working around the doll 
houses and seeing first-hand 
all the new furniture that is on 
the market. 

“But 1 finally had to slow 
down and call it quits there. I 
have a big family, you know,” 
she added. 


Indeed, she and her hus¬ 
band Joseph are well-blessed 
with a brood of offspring, 

With a quick memory 
check she rattles off the 
birthdates of the bunch with 
the dexterity of a champion 
mom. 

“Let’s see, there’s Patricia 
who is 28, and Joe Jr. — he’s 
married with a little daughter 
— and Grace, who was born in 
1959. There’s Lisa, born in 
1962; Christina, born in 1964; 
Rebecca, born in 1968; and 
Stephen, who was born in 
1961. There, I think that’s 
about it!” she says proudly. 

She peers into the Western- 
style storefront ‘doll house’ 
that belongs to Stephen. With 
a slightly disapproving 
glance, she bemoans its 
somewhat cluttered innards. 

“He doesn’t do too much 
with this now. Every now and 
then he’ll rearrange things a 
little, but mostly he isn’t too 
interested in it anymore. 

“When we first made it, he 
insisted on having it exactly 
like he had seen in books. This 
w'as when he was just a little 
boy, remember. He used to go 
to the library and look 
through all the Western books 
he could get his hands on just 
to make sure his ‘house’ 
would be like the Old West 
was.” 

And in fact, it looks purely 
John Wayne. 

Thus, she is sold on the 
educational values of doll 
houses. They are not simply 
for charming little girls, she 
maintains, because they can 
teach youngsters much more 
•than most people think. 

“Doll houses were 
originally used to teach Rus¬ 
sian children about the social

as well as the types of fur- 


graces,” Griecci explained. 
“They used to learn how to 
properly prepare a table and 
what furnishings belonged 
w'here. 

“I have found that my 
kids’ houses have also taught 
them a lot. They have worked 
with me on decorating and 
researching them. And they 
have each found ways to 
make statements about 
themselves through the 
houses. 

“Each house,” she says as 
she points to the nautical 
home midway through the 
room, “expresses each in¬ 
dividual person’s style. 
Besides that. I have tucked in 
tiny photographs and paint¬ 
ings of the kids. In each house, 
there is a picture of the owner, 


nishings and knick knacks 
that they love most.” 

She points out a tiny 
nautical theme painting that 
hangs on the wall of the beach 
house before her. The 
fingernail-sized oil painting is 
a replica of a painting her son 
Joseph had received as gilt 
from a relative w hen he was 
younger. 

She crosses the carpeted 


floor ol the foyer-turned 
showroom, lining up in front 
of a glamorous three-tier 
structure. Its adjoining ter¬ 
race displays miniature 
shrubs and garden furniture, 
complete with a puny pitcher 
of iced tea with ice cubes, 
of course. 

“Here, look in the sitting 
room,” she points out proud¬ 
ly. “ This is a real photograph

of my daughter, my husband 
and I years ago. 

“And here is a picture of 
her grandparents. It’s these 
types of things — small as 
they are that really make 
these houses like homes,” she 
adds. 

Good things, Griecci 
knows, come in very special 
small packages.

An excellent kick 
and pair ol penalties brought the bah 
back to the Winchester 5-yard line 
where the Sachems took over. 

Running behind the powerful 
surges ol the offensive line, Win¬ 
chester banged the ball out to the 27. 
Fullback John Serieka then broke 


loose up the middle for a 73-yard 
touchdown gallop. The two-point con¬ 
version attempt was no good, leaving 
the score tied at 6. 

Winchester’s kick coverage team 
came up with a critical play on the 
following kickoff, dropping Woburn’s 
return man on the two yard line. Two 
plays later, Sachems Scott Cullen 
and Mike Furey sacked the Tanner 
quarterback in his own end zone for 
a satety. The two points put Win¬ 
chester ahead, H-0. 

After the safety, Woburn kicked 
off from their 20, giving Winchester 
good field position on the Woburn 45. 
1 lalfback Darin Cromwell ran the ball 
22 yards to the 13, setting up John 
Serieka’s second touchdown of the 
day. 

At this point, the weather that the 
Sachems had battled in the first half 
became their ally. Snow flurries, 
which had begun to fall in the third 
quarter, grew into a small blizzard.

Woburn, on the other hand, enters 
with an unimpressive 3-4-1 record. 

The rivalry lx;tween the two teams 
is one of the oldest high school 
rivalries in the state and perhaps 
even the country. They first opposed 
each other in the early days of the 
Americanized sport of football, in 
1891. (Winchester won 12-0.) 

They played off and on for the next 
27 years until 1918.They have played 
every year since, and in 1928 they "of¬ 
ficialized" the rivalry by playing on 
Thanksgiving.

directed Winchester to a record of 11-6 
since succeeding the legendary Henry 
Knowlton as head coach in 1967. 

In recent years The Game has 
often had some added incentives 
other than pride. 

In 1971, Winchester needed a vic¬ 
tory over Woburn to capture not only 
the Middlesex League title hut the 
Class B state title as well. Winchester 
rose to the occasion by totally 
devastating Woburn 42-0, the greatest 
margin of victory for either team in 
the rivalry’s history. 

But perhaps the most memorable 
game was in 1979, when the two teams 
squared off to decide which would go 
to the Division 1 Super Bowl. Win¬ 
chester, with an 8-1 record, hosted the 
undefeated Tanners in one of the big¬ 
gest match-ups the Middlesex League 
has seen. 

Before an incredible 26,000 fans 
Winchester blew a 15-7 halftime lead 
and fell in defeat 22-15 in the closing 
minutes of the game. 

This year’s team will be vying for 
the distinction of being the first team 
since 1971 to win nine games. 

And despite the lack of any title, 
an impressive win would further sup¬ 
port any argument that the team of 
1984 is one of the strongest, if not one 
of the best teams Winchester has 
assembled. 

Though Winchester comes into 
this game with the stats and record 
in their favor, they will have their 
hands full if they’re not careful. 

If the Sachems have pulled 
themselves together since their disap- 
pointing loss to the Lexington 
Minutemen, they should he able to 
handle the Tanners. 

When Winchester has the ball, 
they will likely rely on the powerful 
running attack to move the ball. 
Spearheaded by Captain Brian Car- 
roll’s 610 yards, the Sachems have 
gained 2,139 yards on the ground thus 
far and made most of their 149 first 
downs that way. 

If the Sachems must resort to their 
passing game to help them out, they 
are in good hands. Quarterback Bob 


Palmer has a good arm and a fine 
corps of receivers in Dave Maganaro, 
Brian Carroll and Chris Costello. 

Defensively, the Sachems are 
tops. They have given up only 58 
points all season and have chalked up 
four shutouts. They have forced 14 
turnovers, too. 

In Woburn’s’favor, there is the ad¬ 
vantage of being the underdog. As 
coach Marshall said, “sometimes it’s 
better to come into this game with a 
losing record - then you’ve got 
nothing to lose and can take more 
chances.” 

Woburn is no powerhouse. They do 
not have overwhelming strength of¬ 
fensively, but they do have a fairly 
good defense. 

One thing is for sure though 
Woburn is tough. They have not laid 
down for anyone and they sure are not 
going to play dead against Win¬ 
chester. 

When Winchester steps on the 
Woburn football field early 
Thanksgiving morning, the rest of the 
season won’t mean a thing.

Backyard Gardener 

Houseplants Need Humidity

Diminishing natural light and 
increasingly dry air are two diffi¬ 
culties that plague our houseplant 
collection as the fall season ad¬ 
vances and our central heating 
systems are cranked up. 

Most of our popular houseplants 
are tropical in origin. In their na¬ 
tive habitats, most reveled in 
bright but filtered light and the 
damp air of a tropical rain forest 
- not much like the environment 
inside most of our homes. 

Two notable exceptions are 
cactus and geraniums, which don’t 
mind dry conditions. The others 
required some measures to boost 
the humidity of the air around 
them. 

It’s a good idea to watch your 
houseplants for signs that they 
may be suffering a lack of humidi¬ 
ty in the air. Leaves drying and 
crumbling, beginning at the edges, 
leaves and flower buds dropping 
are signals that a plant may need 
more frequent mistings. Setting 
pots above water on pebble trays 
and grouping them with other 
plants will also help add humidity 
to the air around your plants. 

Probably the biggest indoor 
plant-killer though is the overnur¬ 
turing. over-protective plant 
mother — the hovering waterer 
who lovingly administers frequent 
dribbles of water to his or her 
potted charges. 


Plants during late fall and win¬ 
ter just don’t need the same 
amount of water they did during 
spring and summer. It’s important 
to cut down on the watering now 
Let your finger be your guide, and 
don’t give any water unless the top 
layer of soil feels dry. Plants in 
the lowest-light areas of the house 
or apartment will use, and need, 
the least amount of water. 

But when you do water, do it 
thoroughly, to reach all the roots. 
Watering to the point of runoff 
from the pot’s drainage holes is a 
reliable rule, provided you dump 
out the runoff and don't let the pot 
sit in it afterwards. 

Again, because this is not an ac¬ 
tive growing period for your 
houseplants, they will require lit¬ 
tle or no fertilizing. You may wish 
to give them a light feeding or two 
before winter, then resume ferti¬ 
lizing at the first signs of new 
growth at the end of the winter. 

Keeping your houseplants of 
tropical origin in as humid an at¬ 
mosphere as possible will also 
help ward off spider mite, a com¬ 
mon problem among plants grown 
in hot. dry locations. Spider mites 
are too tiny to be detectable them¬ 
selves, but reveal their presence 
with fine webbing between the 
leaves. They rest on the under¬ 
sides of the leaves and suck plant 
juices, giving the leaves a yellow¬ 
ish speckled appearance. The end 
result of a severe infestation is 


that affected leaves turn brown 
and fall off. 

At the first sign of this pest, 
bathe the plant thoroughly with 
tepid water, and repeat at fre¬ 
quent intervals. Try increasing the 
humidity around the plant. 

Aphids are probably the other 
most common houseplant pest. 
These are more easily visible as 
they cluster in colonies on succu¬ 
lent stems and on new shoots. 
They are most often light green, 
but there are black ones too. When 
I spot a group of these soft-bodied 
sap suckers, I just gently rub them 
from the plant and squish them 
between my fingers — yucky but 
effective. 

Both aphids and spider mites 
multiply with amazing rapidity, so 
it’s a good idea to keep up a bug 
watch to catch a problem at its 
earliest stages. There are a num¬ 
ber of houseplant sprays for these 
insects, but the only one I would 
use in the house is Safer’s Insecti¬ 
cidal Soap. 

Even with this product. I place 
the plant in a large plastic bag or 
a box in some out-of-the-way spot 
in the house before spraying. It's 
just common sense to treat any 
mixture that can kill life in any 
form with caution and respect. Al¬ 
ways read labels carefully before 
spraying too, for different insecti¬ 
cides can damage certain kinds of 
houseplants. More next week

• Roundness — Perfectly round pearls 
are both rare and costly. Relatively round 
pearls are seen by the human eye as round, 
and therefore pleasing. Fanciful baroque 
pearls are dramatic, and generally less ex¬ 
pensive than round cultured pearls. 

• Cleanliness — Examine cultured 
pearls carefully for cracks, spots and 
blotches which can be seen w ith the naked 
eye, for these reduce the value ol the cul¬ 
tured pearls. 

• Color — While most of us think of 
cultured pearls as being creamy white, 
with a tinge of rose, they come in a wide 
range of hues, from pink to black. In the 
United States, rose hues are preferred, and 
therefore are usually more costly than 
other colors. 

• Size — Generally speaking, the larger 
a cultured pearl is. the more expensive it 
will be. as a result of two factors: scarcity 
and demand. 

• Shape Symmetry is the key here, 
for more perfectly shaped cultured pearls 
generally command higher prices. 

• Matching As few cultured pearls 
are sold singly, this is a vital consideration. 
Because no two cultured pearls are identi¬ 
cal. it takes a good deal of time and care to 
assemble a necklace of matching cultured 
pearls, and even a simple pair of cultured 
pearl earrings. 

All of these factors, taken together, de¬ 
termine the value of a piece of cultured 
pearl jewelry, and should be scrupulous!;

BASIC PLAY CLAY RECIPE

• 1 cup cornstarch

(1) Mix together baking soda and corn¬ 
starch in a saucepan. Add water and cook 
over medium heat, stirring constantly 
When mixture is the consistency of moist 
mashed potatoes, turn out on a plate and 
cover with a damp cloth. 

(2) When Play Clay is cool enough to 
handle, knead it like dough until it's 
smooth.

• Three-dimensional details like the 
Teddy bear's cheeks and nose, the letter on 
the block, and the doll's bow are cut sepa¬ 
rately. To attach them to the basic shape or 
join other pieces of clay, moisten one piece 
with water and gently press together 

• Insert a piece of paper clip or wire 
into the clay at the top of each ornament 
for hanging. 

• Add any details - mouth, eyes, lin¬ 
gers. hair with a toothpick, sharpened 
pencil, or orange stick. Children will en- 
jox working w ith different tools such as a 
toothbrush or garlic press to create inter¬ 
esting surfaces. 

To make cookie cutter ornaments 
(like the star): 

• Use cookie cutters to cut out shapes 
from the rolled out Play Clay. Poke a hole 
for hanging at the top of the ornaments 
with a pencil point or toothpick. 

To dry: 

• Place the Play Clay ornaments on a 
plate, cookie sheet or other Hat surface to 
dry overnight. Thick designs may need 
more time. 

To shorten the dry ing time, heat shapes 
in a 350°F. preheated oxen for approxi¬ 
mately 15 minutes. 11 they are not hard 
enough, continue to heat, fixe minutes at a 
time. II any design details become loose, 
they can be glued on with craft glue alter 
dry ing is complete. 


To paint and finish: 

• w hen ilix. paint w ith acrylic paints, 
poster paints, water colors or felt-tip pens 

• Apply a coat of polyurethane, xarnis 1 
or dear nail polish to protect your desi "" 
for years to come.

There is no exact record of the bill 
of fare for the famous first harvest 
festival of 1621, which is now known 
as the “first Thanksgiving.” The 
event is mentioned only in two quotes, 
one from William Bradford’s “Of 
Plimoth Plantation” and the other in 
a letter of Edward Winslow’s includ¬ 
ed in “Mourt’s Relation.” 

We do not have a specific date for 
the three-day celebration, but it was 
between the 21st of September, the 
return from Massachusetts Bay of the 
shallop, and the 9th of November 
when the Fortune arrived with new 
settlers. 

From the two quotes, we learn that 
the feast included cod. sea bass, 
wildfowl (such as ducks, geese and 
swans), turkeys, corn (and probably 
wheat) meal, and the five deer 
brought by Indians. Meat, fish and 
bread were the most important 
elements of the English diet at this 
time, although fruits and “herbs” 
were also eaten. 

The term "vegetables" was not in 
use at this time; edible plants were 
known as sallet herbs, potherbs, or 
roots. It is quite possible that shellfish 
were not a feature at the feast, for 
although they were plentiful and 
formed a large part of the Pilgrims’ 
diet in the early years, they were look¬ 
ed on as poverty fare and hence not 
appropriate at a feast. 

The meats were roasted or boiled 
in traditional English fashion, and the 
fish boiled or perhaps grilled after the 
Indian fashion. Breads were skillet 
breads cooked by the fire or perhaps 
risen breads baked in a clay or cloam 
oven. Fruit tarts were produced in the 
same way. 

The herbs were either boiled along 
with the meats as “sauce", or used in 
“sallets". A Sallet was a vegetable 
dish either cooked or raw, and either 
“simple" or “compound"; that is 
made from one ingredient or a mix¬ 
ture. The popularity of sallet or 
vegetable dishes was not great at this 
time. Therefore, they are not always 
mentioned, although they were serv¬ 
ed fairly frequently. 

Beyond the foods noted, the 
Pilgrims had a number of native and 
English fruits and herbs. The former 
were both wild and cultivated, the lat¬ 
ter planted in the cottage gardens 
from English seeds. 

Native plants include walnuts, 
chestnuts, grapes. American and 
beach plums, gooseberries, raspber¬ 
ries. wild cherries, ground nuts 
(Apios Tuberosa), wild strawberries, 
watercress, beans, pumpkins, 
squash. American crab apples, 
hickory nuts, currants, blueberries, 
Jerusalem artichokes, wild onions 
and purslane. 

Many of the fruits were no longer 
in season by harvest time, but they 
were often dried by the Indians, and 
possibly preserved by the colonists as 
well. 


The English fields and gardens 
may not have produced abundantly, 
but some familiar foodstuffs were 
available. The field pea crop failed, 
but the barley survived and provided 
the colonists with malt for beer. We 
do not know which English plants 
were set in the gardens in 1621, but we 
may assume that the following 
popular herbs were represented, and 
others as well: 

Parsnips, carrots, turnips, onions, 
cabbages, melons, radishes, skirrets, 
beets and lettuce. 

Apart from two dogs, which Euro¬ 
pean animals came on the Mayflower 
is not recorded. However, we might 
assume chickens at a minimum. 
Other possibilities are cats, goats (for 
milk) and pigs. Cattle, horses and 
sheep definitely did not come until 
later. It is unlikely that any of the 
animals were slaughtered as it was 
desirable to build up stock. There is 
a good chance that eggs and goat’s 
milk were available. 

Beverages included beer aqua 
vitae or “strong waters," and water. 
Milk was not drunken whole, and on¬ 
ly occasionally as whey. Children 
drank beer along with their elders. 
Brandy is a fair substitute for period 
“aqua vitae." 

What was not available at the first 
harvest? Apples, pears and other 
fruits not native to New England 
would take years to bear after plan¬ 
ting. Therefore, there was no cider at 
the first harvest. Potatoes were 
known to botanists, and the sweet 
potato enjoyed a mild popularity in 
England among the well-to-do (it had 
supposed aphrodisiacal powers) but 
they were not available in early New 
England. 

The corn grown by the Pilgrims 
and local Indians was a flint variety, 
and they did not have sweet corn on 
the cob, nor popcorn. Flint corn, when 
roasted or “parched" does puff a bit 
but not as dramatically as true pop¬ 
corn. There was no “Indian pudding" 
in its modern form as there was no 
molasses. 

Cranberries might have been us¬ 
ed in “puddings in the belly," which 
we know as stuffings, but not in their 
familiar jelly or preserves, because 
of the scarcity of sugar. Celery was 
unknown. Olives were imported in 
England, but it is quite unlikely that 
they came to Plymouth in 1620. 

However, olive oil, or “sallet oil" 
is suggested for future immigrants in 
“Mourt’s Relation." Even creamed 
onions are not possible, for although 
onijns and milk were probably 
a’ ailable, there were no flour- 
mickened sauces or gravies in 1620. 
Bread crumbs or egg yolks were us¬ 
ed as thickeners instead. 


The English enjoyed spices and 
would have brought a supply of cin¬ 
namon, nutmeg,, mace, ginger, 
cloves and pepper, but not allspice. 
Tea and coffee were not in use in 
England, nor known to the Pilgrims. 


The English, even Puritans and 
Separatists, enjoyed feasting. A dish 
was not prepared with the intent of 
allowing each guest a portion. As at 
a pot luck dinner, each dish provided 
only a limited amount of food. 
Courses didn’t proceed from soup to 
sweets, but tended to contain all sorts 
of dishes at the same time. 

The table was set with a variety of 
dishes, and they were passed or fet¬ 
ched by the children and servants 
who waited on their own families. 
There would not be any table decora¬ 
tions in the modern sense, for the 
decorated salts and subtleties 
(elaborate food sculptures) were not 
a part of the yeoman tradition 
familiar to the Pilgrims. 

People sat at cloth-covered tables 
on benches and forms, with a few 
chairs for the more important men. 
They ate with knives, a few spoons, 
but no forks. Large linen napkins, 
about 3 feet square, were important 
since hands were used to both serve 
and cat with. 

Instead of dishes, trenchers or 
small (8 inch i square or round 
wooden plates were used. Sometimes 
two people would share one of these. 
The food was taken from the serving 
bowls and chargers (platters), and 
perhaps cut on a trencher before be 
ing consumed, or just eaten. 

Other pieces of food were put on 
the trencher, and eaten as we do to¬ 
day. Pottage (or soups) were eaten 
from bowls, and the beverages were 
passed around in bowls, cups, tygs or 
other containers. 

There were about 140 people at the 
Plymouth three-day harvest celebra¬ 
tion, 90 Indian men and 50-odd 
Pilgrims. There were only four adult 
housewives who survived the first 
winter, and it is possible that they 
oversaw the cooking and preparation, 
with the help of the children and 
servants. 

There is no period account of a 
harvest or actual Thanksgiving feast 
in Plymouth, but in 1636, there was a 
celebration in Scituate, “Then mak¬ 
ing merry to the creatures, the poorer 
sort being invited of the richer” 
(Love, “Fast & Thanksgiving Days” 
(1895) p.88). In 1639, the entire com¬ 
munity “divided into three companies 
to feast." From these suggestions, we 
speculate that the colony broke into 
small groups to eat, not as families 
but as larger divisions of the 
company.

The Good Huswife’s Jewell"

The fruits available here could be 
used in this recipe as well. The fruit 
is boiled down, crushed and strained. 
The Plymouth settlers would have to 
omit the wine, but the sugar, cin¬ 
namon and ginger would be possible. 
The filling is put into an open pie shell 
or “coffin,” and baked. 

I o Boile Onions 
Take a good many onions and cut 
them in four quarters, set them on the 
fire in as much water as you think will 
boyle them tender, and when they be 
clean skimmed, put in a good many 
of small raisons, halfe a spoonful of 
grose pepper, a good peoce of sugar, 
and a little saite, and when the onions 
Ik* through boiled, beat the yolke of an 
egge with vergious and put into your 
pot and so serve it upon suppes. If you 
will, poch egges and lay upon them.

"The Good Huswife’s Jewell" 
(1507) Pt. II. pg. 57 
This recipe for boiled onions, 
seasoned with raisins, coarsely 
ground pepper, sugar and salt, is 
thickened in the period manner with 
raw yolk. The idea of adding poach¬ 
ed eggs on the onions and on the toasts 
might please the British cook even 
today. 

Cornbread 

“Their bread also they make of the 
homminey. So boiled, and mix their 
flower with it, cast it into a deep bason 
in which they form the loaf, and then 
turn it out upon the peel, and present¬ 
ly put it into the oven before it spreads 
abroad, the flower makes excellent 
puddens.”

“New England’s Rarieties” 
(1672) page 53 
There are no detailed corn bread 
recipes from the early part of the 17th 
century. Josselyn’s description gives 
us a suggestion of their practice. 
Another colonial cornbread recipe us¬ 
ed before the advent of baking powder 
and soda is; “scald a quart of milk, 
pour it to three cups of Indian meal, 
add a bit of butter. When cool, stir in 
four eggs, a great spoonful of flour 
and a half teaspoon of salt. Bake in 
small cups for 20 minutes." (‘The 
Plimoth Colony Cook Book,” S. Erath, 
Ed. 1957, pg. 50). 


-Plimotk Plantation Visitors Can See Pilgrims" 
Prepare To Survive Winter 


Visitors to Plimoth Plantation 
during November will see for 
themselves how the early colon¬ 
ists preserved food to sur¬ 
vive the long winter in 
the wilderness. 

Threshing of grain, 
parching of corn, baking, 
drying herbs, butchering 
hogs, curing hams and 
bacons, salting fish, mak¬ 
ing sausage and render¬ 
ing fat for soap are a few 
of the activities that go 
on eacH week in the 1627 
Pilgrim Village. 

In addition to routine chores, 
women do laundry and bake breads, 
and men repair chimneys, wattle 
and daub the Cooke House present¬ 
ly under construction, make nails 
and hold court sessions. There are 
militia musters daily. 



Plimoth Plantation, the outdoor 
living history museum of 17th cen¬ 
tury Plymouth, is open daily from 
9 a.m. to 5 p.m. through Nov. 30. 
Its exhibits include a full scale 
replica Mayflower II docked at 
State Pier in Plymouth 
Harbor and the 1627 Pil¬ 
grim Village. A special 
exhibit, “Four Centuries of 
Wampanoag Clothing," is 
located in the Orientation 
Center near the Village. 
Admission to Mayflower 
II is $2.50 for adulfs, $1.50 
for children (ages 5 to. 

13). Admission to the Pilgrim 
Village is $5.50 for adults, 
$3 for children. A combination ticket 
to all exhibits is $7 for adults, $4 for 
children. Children under age 5 are 
admitted free. 


While the three-day harvest 
celebration was very definitely a 
secular event and not a true 
Thanksgiving, there was undoubted¬ 
ly some sort of grace or prayer. 
Religion was never separate from 
their lives. We do not have a model for 
such a grace in surviving records. 

The following are some period 
recipes of the sort that may have been 
used. 

To Make All M anner 
Of Fruit Tartes 

You must boile your fruite, 
w-hether it be apple, cherie, peach, 
damson, peare, mulberie, or codling, 
in fair water, and when they be boyl- 
ed inough, put them into a bowle, and 
bruse them with a ladle, and when 
they be col, straine them, and put in 
red wine or claret wine, and so season 
it with sugar, cinnamon and ginger 


1 o Seeth Fresk Salmon 

Take a little water and as much 
beere and salt, and put thereto 
parsley, lime and rosemarie, and let 
all these boyle togeather; then put in 
your salmon, and make your broth 
sharp with some vinegar

"The Good Huswife's 
Handmaide for the Kitchen" 
(1594) pg. 35 

We will substitute cod or sea bass 
for the salmon. Make the poaching 
broth as stated, simmer your fish 
which, if large, should be cut through 
to the bone with parallel verticle cuts 
about 1 1 of an inch apart, as if one was 
slicing bread but not so as to break or 
separate the fish. When the fish is 
done, reduce some of the broth and 
add a little vinegar. 


To Bake A Turkey 
Or A Capon 

Bone the turkey but not the capon; 
par boyle them and sticke cloves in 
their breasts; lard them and season 
them well with pepper and salt, and 
put them in a deep coffin with the 
breast downward and store of butter.

"A New Book of Cookerie" 
(1615) 

Such large pies as this one. con¬ 
taining a whole baked turkey were 
quite common. The pic shell (“cof¬ 
fin") both served as the baking dish 
and the storage utensil. Some could 
be eaten, others were just a thick 
flour and water paste shell that would 
be discarded when the meat was con¬ 
sumed. Butter was addl'd both for 
cooking (before the pid was closed) 
and more poured in afterward if the 
pie was to be kept and used cold. 



Sauce For A Turkie 

Take faire water and set it over 
the fire, then slice good store of onions 
and put into it, and also popper and 
salt, and good store of the gravy that 
comes from the turkie. and boyle 
them very well togeather; then put to 
it a few fine crumbs of grated bread 
to thicken it; a very little sugar and 
some vinegar, and so serve it up with 
the turkie.

The Ancient New England 
Standing Disk 

But the Huswives manner is to 
slice them when ripe, and cut them in¬ 
to dice, and to fill a pot with them of 
two or three Gallons, and stew them 
upon a gentle fire a whole day, and as 
they sink, they fill again with fresh 
Pompions, not putting any liquor to 
them; and when it is stew’d enough, 
it will look like bak’d Apples; this they 
Dish, putting Butter to it, and a little 
Vinegar, (with some Spice, as Giner, 
&e.) which makes it tart like an Ap¬ 
ple. and so serve it up to be eaten with 
fish or Flesh: It provokes Urin ex- 
treamly and is very windy.

This recipe for “pompions" or 
pumpkins is one of the few detailed 
New England recipes that survives 
It appears to have been in the same 
tradition as the other recipes we have 
been citing and almost identical to a 
recipe for turnips in Murrell’s “A 
Book of Cookerie.” We might suggest 
adding a little sugar, which was con¬ 
sidered a seasoning, rather than an 
ingredient. 


Furmety 

"The nine Worthies had a great 
Feast made, and the furmity pott was 
provided.’’ 1628 (Morton, Thomas 
New English Canaan 1637). The nine 
worthies were the Pilgrim leaders. 

Pumpkin 

“We have pumpkin at morning 
and pumpkin at noon. If it was not for 
pumpkin we should be undone." from 
“The Forefathers Song" composed 
about the year 1630. 

Roast Fowl 

“Our harvest being gotten in, our 
governor sent four mi n on fowling, 
that so we might after a special man¬ 
ner rejoice togeather".

New Safety Features for 
Kerosene Heaters 



Consumers who are planning to 
buy a kerosene heater for the 
coming winter should first 
check state and local building 
codes and fire ordinances to 
determine if kerosene heaters 
are permitted to be used, cau¬ 
tions the U.S. Consumer Prod¬ 
uct Safety Commission. In 
some communities it may be il¬ 
legal to sell or use kerosene 
heaters. 

Heaters that meet the voluntary 
standard's new requirements, 
which became effective March 
15. 1984, have additional safety 
features not necessarily present 
on heaters manufactured before 
that date. Look for these added 
safety features when purchas¬ 
ing a kerosene heater. These 
newer model heaters have im¬ 
proved guards or grills that 
reduce the risk of accidental 


contact burns. These new heat¬ 
ers are also equipped with a 
manual shut-off device, which 
allows for a quick shut-off dur¬ 
ing emergency situations such 
as high flaming in the wick/ 
burner area of the heater. Also 
identifiable on the never 
heaters are cautionary labels 
that stress the use of water- 
clear 1-K kerosene as the ONLY 
fuel for the heaters, and NEVER 
gasoline. Be sure the heater has 
been tested and approved by a 
nationally recognized testing 
laboratory and is correctly sized 
for the area you wish to heat. 

Increasingly, heaters are now 
being equipped with a positive 
wick-stop mechanism which 
prevents the wick from being 
retracted to a hazardously-low 
setting. Ask for this important 
safety feature. 


There are a number of safe prac¬ 
tices you should follow when 
using a kerosene heater. The 
Commission urges you to follow 
these safety rules: 

1. Use only water-clear 1-K 
kerosene as fuel for your 
heater. 

2. Always place the heater at 
least three feet from com¬ 
bustible materials. 

3. Use the heater only in 
rooms open to the remain¬ 
der of the house. 

4 Do not use the heater in 
areas where flammable va¬ 
pors are present, such as 
around gasoline and some 
paints and solvents. 

5. Set the wick height accord¬ 
ing to manufacturer’s direc¬ 
tions. Never turn the wick 
down low because it may 
produce very high internal 
heater temperatures which 
may pose a fire hazard. 

6. Do not let children operate 
or refuel heaters. 

7. Do not leave an operating 
heater unattended. Never 
have the heater turned on 
when you sleep 

8. Do not move, service, or 
refuel your heater while it is 
operating or still hot. 

9. Refuel the heater outdoors 
away from flammable ma¬ 
terials. 

10. Store kerosene away from 
your living area, preferably 
outdoors, in a well-marked 
container, and out of the 
reach of children. 

11. If you have breathing prob¬ 
lems, consult a physician 
before you use a kerosene 
heater. 

If you already own a kerosene 
heater and plan to use it again 
this heating season, you should 
follow not only the above safety 
rules, but also these additional 
ones: 


1 Rinse the tank and reservoir 
with water-clear. 1-K kero¬ 
sene ONLY, especially if 
heater is dirty or was stored 
with fuel in it. NEVER 
RINSE WITH WATER! DO 
NOT USE OLD KEROSENE! 
Return the kerosene used to 
rinse the heater and any old 
kerosene to a service sta¬ 
tion for disposal. 

2. Inspect the operation of the 
wick mechanism and emer¬ 
gency shut-off device to 
assure that both operate 
correctly. 

3. Inspect the wick for tar 
deposits. If the wick has 
hard crusty deposits, it 
needs to be cleaned or 
replaced to prevent possi¬ 
ble flare up. (Follow the 
manufacturer's instructions 
for wick cleaning and 
replacement). 

4. Replace the ignition glow 
plug if the filament is 
broken or badly deformed. 
Replace batteries if neces¬ 
sary. 

5. Check the burner chimney 
for any carbon deposits and 
carefully remove any 
deposits with a rag or 
brush. Replace damaged or 
broken chimney com¬ 
ponents such as wire coils, 
wire domes, or glass col¬ 
lars. 

6. Any other problems with 
your kerosene heater 
should be corrected by 
trained personnel. Check 
with your dealer for the 
location of the nearest 
authorized service center.

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Parents Sue Town For $100,000, Claim Teacher Mistreated

Winchester officials are keeping 
mum about a $100,000 suit filed 
against the town by the mother of a 
12-year-old Lincoln School student. 

The suit, filed in Middlesex 
Superior Court on Nov.!), charges that 
Robert F. O’Brien, a fifth grade 


special needs student, suffered 
•severe and debilitating physical in¬ 
juries" March 2 due to the negligence 
of a gymnastics teacher. 

The town has 20 days to respond to 
the charges, once officials are serv¬ 
ed with the legal papers. 

According to School Supt. Charles 


Mitsakos, no such papers have been 
filed as yet. ‘ There was a formal ex¬ 
change of correspondence in March. " 
Mitsakos said. “There was no other 
correspondence that 1 am aware of. 

“ 1 don't think that 1 should com¬ 
ment any further, because I don’t 
want it to appear that we are trying 


to settle the case through the media." 

Lincoln School Principal Paula 
Caffrey also refused to comment on 
the case, saying she first had to con¬ 
sult Mitsakos and the School Commit¬ 
tee. Town Counsel Douglas Randall, 
who reiterated that the town has not 
formally been served with a com

plaint, also declined to comment fur¬ 
ther. 

The suit claims that the gym¬ 
nastics teacher picked tip the boy by 
his “ankles and or legs" and stood 
him on his head for a long period.

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Selectmen Stall $110,175 Sale DiwaU Dan ce Doiis 
Of Woburn Loop Property

It seems there's something about 
the infamous “Woburn Loop" that 
keeps it just out of Winchester's 
grasp. 

.lust when the town was ready to 
snag it. the shaky piece of land 
wriggled out of the town's hands once 
again. 

It’s been a town dinosaur since the 
stretch of railroad track was aban¬ 
doned years ago. And now. conditions 
in the town’s purchase agreement 
with the MBTA have led to yet 
another hangup in the sale 

A few vague terms in the town's 
agreement to buy the Loop from the 
MBTA has sent Town Counsel 
Douglas Randall Back to bargaining 
table. 

Selectmen have ordered Randall 


to demand that the MBTA specify 
when it would haul away the old 
railroad ties. The hoard also wants a 
time limit set on the town’s 
maintenance responsibilities in 
regards to the bumping post at the 
site. 

The former railroad connector, 
abandoned by the Boston and Maine 
Railroad Co. many years ago. has 
long been a sore spot lor many 
townspeople. It has split the town, 
many say. shattering the unity that 
should exist in a small town like Win¬ 
chester. 

On Monday. Randall told Select¬ 
men he had all but closed the deal 
with the MBTA. The town has agreed 
to pay $110,175 for the tract of land, 
which consists of about 10 acres 
located north of Skillings rd 


Preliminary plans have called tor 
the town’s reselling of Loop parcels, 
but the details of such proposed sales 
or how many lots there would be are 
sketchy so far. 

Selectmen Chairman Mark Lom¬ 
bardi, however, wasn’t satisified that 
the $110,175 purchase plan was ade¬ 
quate. He questioned the proposed 
stipulations that would require the 
town to maintain indefinitely the so- 
called humping post, a structure at 
the end of the active tracks that 
prevents collision of rail cars. 

“I personally don’t want to see the 
town of Winchester going into the 
railroad business." barked Lombar¬ 
di on Monday 

"I don’t think we should be respon 
siblc for the bumper that the MBTA 
uses for its purposes." he said. "Why 


should we be responsible for repine 
ing the bumper when the MBTA 
trains can just come by and knock it 
down again at our expense’.’ 

“They know what those things cost 
we don’t. Let them be responsible 
for it if they're the ones that will he 
using it." argued Lombardi. 

He then attacked the agreement 
passage that essentially leaves open- 
ended the time period in which the 
MBTA must remove old ties at the 
connector sib* 

The stipulation states that alter 
the sale, the MBTA has the right to 
remove “within a reasonable time" 
rail, ties and track material from the 
site. Lombardi complained that the 
wording of the pact puts the bnvn in

Town Powwow With State 


Eases Housing 


When Winchester officials met 
with Gov. Michael Dukakis last 
Wednesday to discuss the town’s 
plans for low-to-moderate income 
housing, the tone was friendly, but the 
results inconclusive. 

However, according to Selectmen 
Chairman Mark Lombardi there is 
general consensus that the town 
should not give up open space, hut 
should seek units in housing to be con¬ 
structed by private developers. 

“Everything was pretty much up 
in the air when we left." said Select¬ 
man Wade Welch, who attended the 
Beacon Hill meeting along with three 
other Selectmen, the secretary of the 
state’s Executive Office of Com¬ 
munities and Development < EOCD>. 
state legislators and others 

Yet the meeting does seem to have 


opened communication channels be¬ 
tween the town and the EOCD. Select¬ 
man Alan Macdonald said there is 
now "an open line" between Select¬ 
man Lombardi and EOCD Secretary 
Amy Anthony. 

Macdonald said the meeting 
definitely was constructive." He 
said the Selectmen "established the 
fact that Winchester as a communi¬ 
ty is not trying to ignore housing pro¬ 
blems that are statewide and local in 
nature." 

But as for the town’s action in the 
immediate future, “that is still a mat¬ 
ter of discussion," said Macdonald. 

The next step seems to be setting 
up discussions with Anthony of the 
El IC’D. who may define what the town 
must do to satisfy the state’s fair 
housing guidelines. 


Issue Pressure 


Fears remain that if Winchester 
doesn’t give the state concrete plans 
for expanding the town’s low-to- 
moderate income housing, the state 
may reject Winchester’s application 
for a downtown development grant. 

According to Macdonald, the 
$740,000 grant was awarded by Ha¬ 
state's Department of Public Works, 
but the EOCD has put a clamp on 
those funds. The town needs the 
money by Dec. 15 in order to begin 
contracting work, which includes put¬ 
ting in more brick sidewalks and new 
ligiits. 

State Sen. Richard Kraus said the 
town is close to securing those funds. 
Kraus, who set up the meeting with 
the governor, said that what remains 
to satisfy the state “is so simple that 
I*m hoping that after the next work¬ 


ing session the town should be out ol 
the woods." 

He stressed that the El)( 1). in Ins 
opinion, is not looking for specific con 
struction plans, but rather for the 
town’s good intentions lie said the 
Selectmen needed to “define, to their 
best judgment, the dimensions of the 
problem." and to explain, “over the 
long haul, how they intend to address 
it." 

Kraus said such a proposal “very 
literally could be a 20-liiie statement 

Lombardi, however, said that the 
Governor and the state “would like to 
have something more concrete." He 
said "they think Winchester is going 
to give them a lot of lip service and 
no action."

Winchester Cable Seeks Waiver In Station Dispute

A routine request by two local 
television stations to Winchester's 
cable system operators — and Con- 
tinentai Cablevision's response 
may end up putting Winchester on the 
list of precedent-setting cases in 
broadcast law. 

WQTV (Channel (>H) and WCVB 
(Channel 5) both asked Continental 
Cablevision to "black out" certain 
stations that duplicate network pro¬ 
gramming the Boston stations have 
exclusive rights to broadcast in this 
area, under Federal Communications 
Commission (FCC) regulations. 


But Continental Cablevision of 
Winchester, and its parent company. 
Continental Cablevision ol 
Massachusetts, have filed a request 
with the FCC to have that rule waiv¬ 
ed, and allow them to continue to air 
network affiliate signals from Pro¬ 
vidence and New Hampshire uninter¬ 
rupted. 

That FCC rule, in effect since 'i*7l), 
says cable systems may not bring in 
network programming (primarily 
prime time shows on ABl'. NBi ’ and 
CBS) on "distant signals" stations 
broadcasting in cities other than their 
primary market. (Local news and 


other programming produced by the 
distant station is not affected.) 

But this is a case with a twist, says 
Continental’s Winchester system 
manager Patrice Driscoll-Stigliano: 
“It’s kind of an unusual situation, 
because it involves an independent 
station." 

Requests that cable systems 
“black out" distant stations during 
prime time are very common, 
according to Ron Parver, supervising 
attorney at the FCC. Waiver requests 
such as Continental has filed are not 
so common, he says. 

“We filed a waiver request with 


the FCC saying, essentially, that tlie* 
audience share is so small it does not 
affect Channel (ill's or Channel 5’s 
revenues.” says .Jim Jenkins, district 
manager for Continental ( ablevision 
of Massachusetts “Winchester has 
only between :i.5()() and 4.000 
subscribers That’s a medium-sized 
system." 

What gives this usually routine re 
quest the potential to be a landmark 
ease is the status of one ol the parties 
involved 

“The FCC doesn’t allow exclusivi¬ 
ty for syndicated programming, but 
ii does for network, says Jenkins 


WQTV-(>8, one of the two stations 
which have requested the blackouts, 
is primarily an "independent" a 
station that airs syndicated re-runs of 
older series, movies and other non¬ 
network programming 

But WQTV recently signed con¬ 
tracts with all three networks to 
become a secondary affiliate, and 
pick up network shows that WBZ TV 
L. WCVB TV 1 5), and WNEV-TV (7) 
pre-empt for local programming. 

That makes WQTV eligible to app¬ 
ly for the blackout. 

The vice president and general 


manager at WQTV, Clifford Curley, 
says the blackout rule is designed to 
protect the local station’s advertising 
revenues. 

Advertising on prime time televi¬ 
sion is divided: some is sold to na¬ 
tional accounts, by the networks, and 
some is left for the local affiliates to 
sell to local audiences. 

“The intent of the law is that, if I 
am carrying programming from 
ABC, NBC or CBS say, an NBC pro 
gram that WBZ is not carrying 
because of a local special I deserv e 
some protection from the Providence 


station (WJAK-TV 10)." Curley ex 
plains. 

“That ’s so we don’t divide the au¬ 
dience," he adds “The Boston au¬ 
dience should only see that movie in 
one place; that’s how I get the 
revenue to run my station. 

"This is an ongoing process; we 
have routinely requested non¬ 
duplication every month since I came 
here in September." Curley says. “I 
did the same when I was program 
manager at Channel 5

Among her most popular items 
are wooden replicas, hand-painted 
welcome signs, bedspreads from the 
1940s, and embroidered linen. 


Imagine a boutique that carries a 
silk lined muff, a hand-painted hand¬ 
kerchief case, pink glassware from 
the 1930s, a mahogany sheet music 
stand, and embroidered tea towels. 

That's the essence of the Lucky 
Lady Boutique which has opened at 
47 Church st. 

"You could really get carried 
away in this store," said Jeannine 
Cassis, the owner of the boutique, 
which specializes in country crafts, 
both handmade and antique. 

Cassis buys her merchandise from 
local handicrafters, including a 
70 vear-old man who quilts baby 
blankets and an Israeli woman who 
crochets fine lace draperies. 

Cassis is very particular about 
what she sells. She and two Win¬ 
chester women screen all the crafts 
people bring in for her to sell. 
Although they don't compromise on 
their merchandise, they try, said 
Cassis, “not to hurt anybody’s feel¬ 
ings.'' 

She also shops at auctions and at 
used furniture stores for antiques, 
such as a stenciled dining room 
cabinet, a Martha Washington sewing 
box, and Victorian dressing tables. 

Cassis said she doesn’t have any 
official training in buying antiques. 
Instead, she said, “I learned from 
everybody. I’ve observed other anti 


quo shops. I'm not an authority 
yet." 

Buying for the store, she said, 
“becomes a fever When it’s time to 
go buying, you just feel like it's 
Christmas You go home, you look at 
i what you bought > again, you get the 
thrill all over again." 

And, said Cassis, “when you sell 
it you gel the thrill of talking about it 
and explaining it." 

Indeed, most of the articles for 
sale in the Lucky Lady Boutique have 
a story behind them For instance, 
she's especially proud of a flowered 
porcelain howl with a round opening 
in its lid. 

"It's a hair receiver." explained 
Cassis. “When women gleaned hair 
from their combs and brushes they'd 
take the hair and put it in here." 

With so many antiques in the 
store, she said, “the older people 
come in and reminisce, and you go 
right down memory lane with them . "

Fire Damages 


Two house fires and a number of 
brush and rubbish fires occurred in 
Winchester during the past week. The 
most serious caused $35,000 to $40.(HH) 
worth of damage to a Greeley rd. 
home on Thanksgiving afternoon. 

The fire started in the kitchen, 
where it destroyed wooden cabinets 
and paneling and then spread out the 
window, burning some of the wooden 
shingles on the exterior. 

No one was injured in the blaze, 
which firefighters fought for two 
hours. The residents were out of town 
at the time. 

Fire officials said the cause of the 
blaze was probably an electric burner 
which was discovered turned on. 
Besides damaging the kitchen, the 
fire caused smoke damage 
throughout the house. 

Firefighters extinguished a 
chimney fire at a West Chardon rd. 
residence Thursday at 7:15 a m. The 
flare-up caused no structural or 
smoke damage to the house. 

According to Fire Dept, reports, 
the fire was caused by a faulty con¬ 
nection between the wood-burning 
stove and the chimney. The flue pipe 
of the stove apparently dead-ended in 
the fireplace chamber, rather than 
leading up the chimney flue. 


That, said the department, led to 
a build-up of creosote, an oily and 
flammable wood derivative, which 
ignited. 

Firefighters said the residents 
were advised to redesign their 
fireplace system.

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School Committee 


High School May Add Course Requirements 


Winchester High School students 
may be in for stricter course re¬ 
quirements. it the School Committee 
approves a proposal presented at 
Tuesday s meeting 

The proposal would double math 
and science requirements and add a 
mandatory year of fine or applied 
arts, defined as music courses, art 
courses, humanities, woodworking, 
metalworking, architectural draw¬ 
ing. and clothing and fusion. 

Those additional requirements are 
already lx*mg met by large numbers 
of students at Winchester High 
School, said Asst. Supt. David LV 
Ackerman, who presented the report. 
The rejKirt also recommended that 
transcript recognition . be given 
each year during which a student 
completes 30 or more hours of 
school community service." 

II approved, the new requirements 
would apply to next year's freshman 
class at the high school 

Several School Committee 
members said they feared there 


would not lx? enough time during the 
high school day to fit in additional re¬ 
quirements 

Vincent E. Larocco, the principal 
of Winchester High School, said those 
who prepared the report wanted to 
focus on the ideal system of re¬ 
quirements, rather than the schedule. 
“What we didn't want to do was 
change the mechanical first." he said. 

Dr. Michael R. Ronavne. chair¬ 
man of the committee, called the pro 
posal “too tentative." He said those 
who prepared the report "could move 
more boldly" to adopt additional 
course requirements 

He also criticized the report’s deci¬ 
sion to double the math and science 
requirements without adding a 
foreign language requirement or 
other requirements in the humanities. 

School Committee member 
Catherine Alexander said she had 
reservations that such courses as 
woodworking and metalworking 
would be accepted as fulfilling the art 
requirement.

Ackerman responded that the 
school "should not lx* forcing a music 
or art course down a student’s 
throat." He said the goal of the re¬ 
quirement was to develop a student’s 
sense of aesthetics in any form. 

The proposal said the school’s cur¬ 
riculum will lx* further evaluated, and 
that an even stricter set of new re¬ 
quirements might be proposed in 
November of 1986. 

Already, said the report, the 
school makes a “strong recommenda¬ 
tion of at least three years of math, 
science, social studies, and foreign 
language for college-ljound students." 

A diagram in the report identified 
seven long-term goals for the school 
system: 

• Improved non-college pro¬ 
grams. Ackerman said that 15 per¬ 
cent of Winchester High School 
students do not go on to college. He 
said two consecutive reports on the 
school system concluded that Win¬ 
chester did not devote enough 
resources to those students. 

“There are other talents than 
academic ones," he said. 

• Language arts across the cur¬ 
riculum. The high school needs to 
focus on reading and writing skills, 
said Ackerman. 

• Arts in the curriculum. Enroll¬ 
ment in the humanities program has 
been going up, Ackerman pointed out. 

• Real world applications of 
academic knowledge. 


• Better program evaluation. 

• Health education 

• School community service. 

• More individual attention in 
smaller schools. The high school’s 
enrollment will most likely drop from 
a high of 1400 to just 700 to 800 
students, said Ackerman. “If we’re 
going to lx* smaller, wouldn’t it be 
nice to make the school a more per¬ 
sonable place?" 

• Common base curriculum. 

“What we brought you is a 

gradual, forward-looking proposal." 
said Ackerman. 

Study Hall 
Program To 
Be Revamped 

The School Committee extended 
the period members will have to 
review an updated study-hall release 
program Currently, the program 
allows students with a grade average 
of C or above to use their time as they 
see lit, pending their parents’ ap¬ 
proval. They can use that free lime to 
go off campus. 

Supt. Charles Mitsakos said the 
new report will be out during the first 
week of December. 

The committee will now have un¬ 
til its Jan. 8 meeting to consider the 
report.

Homemade Catapult Wins 
First Place Award For Latin Club 


Nuntius Caeli has delivered its 
message. And its reports are glowing 
ones for Winchester High School Latin 
students who recently participated in 
the Massachusetts Junior Classical 
League Catapult Contest in Waltham. 

Nuntius Caeli is the name of the 
catapult which was built by a hand¬ 
ful of very inventive and talented 
Latin students. A catapult is a 
naturally powered ancient device for 
propelling rocks or arrows. 

In the past, Winchester High 
School Latin students have con¬ 
structed catapults which were equip¬ 
ped with a counterweight and hurled 
a shot put. 

This year’s group of ambitious 
students had different ideas. Senior 
Joe Majahad, sophomores Andreas 
Coppi, Robert Gaeta, Mike Golden, 
and freshman, Hector Rios, spent the 
past month building a catapult which 
was triggered instead by twisted 
ropes and hurled a 1 pound arrow. 

Why did they choose to construct 
this type of catapult? Andreas Coppi, 
who was responsible for the design, 
answered, "No one had done it in 
school history." 

The final result was a wooden 
frame about five feet tall and four feet 
wide. It was equipped with twisted 
nylon ropes into which four wooden 
bow' arms were placed. The ropes act 
like torsion springs. The bow arms 
are then cocked back through the use 
of a winch. 

When the bow arms are released 
the catapult fires the arrow. The ar¬ 
row, constructed by Joe Majahad, 
was made from a wooden dowel fit at 
the end with metal fins. Joe explains, 
“Without the fins the arrow would not 
accelerate as much."

At the competition, catapults are 
judged on distance, accuracy and 
readiness. Nuntius Caeli’s perfor¬ 
mance in distance was impressive — 
its longest shot was over 100 feet. Due 
to a few problems with one of the 
ropes, however, the accuracy shot 
was a bit off, but it did not hamper 
Winchester’s taking first place in the 
AA division. 

The AA division is for catapults 
which average a distance of 50 to 149 
feet. The final result of Winchester’s 


performance was certainly 
something to be proud of — three first 
prizes: Best Distance in the AA divi¬ 
sion (64 feet >; First place for Authen¬ 
ticity (Winchester’s catapult was the 
closest to an ancient Roman weapon) 
and Award lor the Best Name.

It's making local mer¬ 
chants pretty hot under the 
collar, what with the 
Christmas season (and it’s 
year-saving shopping fren¬ 
zies) upon us. 

Seems the least the town 
could do to appease angry 
residents and merchants is to 
lay off on the tickets. And 
none of that nonsense about 
there being sufficient parking 
downtown to handle the need. 
Shore rd. is parked up early in 
the morning; the lot next to 
the train station is full; there 
really is no space available 
for all-day parking. 

And while we’re on the 
parking question — seems as 
if the Zoning Board members 
who questioned how many 
more projects can be approv¬ 
ed based on available on-the- 
street parking in the Center 
may have a point. The new 
restaurants that are heading 
for town are MOST welcome;

It s not too late to add a 
few notes on things Win¬ 
chester has to be thankful for. 
()ne of the biggest things is its 
young people. Often people 
feel that the only stories they 
see in the news about kids is 
about kids in trouble. 

Well, in the past few 
weeks. The Star’s had stories 
on kids winning national 
awards for their writing; kids 
who’ve worked hard enough 
to have outstanding seasons 
on the girls' and boys’ soccer 
teams and the football team; 
kids who are putting in bone- 
chilling hours marching on 
practice fields, and arch¬ 
flattening miles going door-to- 
door raising funds for the high 
school band’s trip to the 
Peach Bowl; and students 
who come from across the 
country to study here with 
ABC. 

There are kids in Scout 
troops who quietly do service 
projects all over town - not the 
least of which is guaranteeing 
that the coffee and snacks are 
available at Town Meeting. 
(A small but much ap¬ 
preciated service.) There are 
kids who make the honor roll 
regularly, kids who work at 
jobs all over town faithful¬ 
ly,and kids who merely try 
their best every day. They far 
outweigh the kind of kids who 
make the bad news 
everyone in town should give 
thanks for that.

The town, not the state, is 
being short-sighted if it 
doesn’t move quickly to set up 
its own program for providing 
subsidized rental housing for 
low-and moderate-income 
families. 

If Winchester sets up its 
own program, and seeks out 
its own residents in need of 
housing, the town will retain 
some control. 

But as state Sen. Richard 
Kraus warned the Selectmen 
last week, legislators are be¬ 
ing faced with tales of the lack 
of housing, all over the state, 
every day. And there are 
grounds wells of support for 
changing the state’s emphasis 
on the need to develop housing 
into a law ordering it. If the 
town is smart, it will act of its 
own free will, first.

Mom’s Pride Is Two New Babies

Two things came into my 
life last spring that changed it 
for keeps. 

One was a personal com¬ 
puter. The other was a baby. 

For years I wrote these 
columns in grammar school 
notebooks, filling page after 
page with tiny script and in¬ 
tricate doodles, with arrows 
and disembodied paragraphs. 
To look at the sheets from a 
distance was to envision a col¬ 
ony of miniature spiders 
waltzing and break-dancing 
up and down the page. 

Someone told me I could 
write not only faster but bet¬ 
ter if I bought a computer. 
That’s how it got here. 

The baby came in the 
usual way. 

Both new acquisitions are 
fairly well established by now 
of course. The P.C. sits hand¬ 
somely in the study, humming 
and looking intelligent. The 
baby sits on the floor, yodel- 
ing and biting his fist. 

And it occurs to me, regar¬ 
ding them both this morning, 
that they’re a lot alike, in 
more than a couple of ways. 

We waited a long time for 


both of them. I spent three 
months last year researching 
the computer field, gathering 
literature and preparing 
myself to receive such a won¬ 
drous possession. 

We waited a long time for 
the baby too, and spent nine 
months preparing ourselves 
to receive him. Though we'd 
never owned a computer 
before, we had owned a baby, 
two of them to be exact. As 
the day drew nearer for us to 
take delivery, I couldn't have 
said which arrival I stood in 
greater awe of. 

They were both really ex¬ 
pensive items. I think I paid, 
out of these meagre scrib¬ 
bler’s earnings, more for this 
set of electronic boxes than 
we’d spent for our last car, 
twice as much as we’d need¬ 
ed for a year of college 15 
years ago. 

As for the baby, he cost a 
few things too. There was the 
usual king's ransom in doctor 
and hospital costs, and other 
things besides: the long and 
gigantic winter I spent doing 
my imitation of the Queen 
Elizabeth; and veins in the 


legs too, veins resembling, in 
fact, the spidery scribbles I 
once made on those note pads. 

They both demanded a lot 
of attention, the baby and the 
computer. Each showed a 
great capacity to enhance our 
lives, but each one came with 
a few problems as well, a few 
bugs in the system, you might 
say. 

If you didn’t give the com¬ 
puter what it wanted, it got 
real quiet on you, knowing 
much and saying little; if you 
did the same with the baby, it 
got real noisy, knowing little, 
in those first weeks, and say¬ 
ing much. 

They both have in¬ 
telligence, of course, babies 
and computers, not to men¬ 
tion memory. They each 
come containing a whole lot of 
information. 

With a computer you can’t 
get much out until you put in 
the software. Forget to do this 
and hundreds of odd 
characters appear on the 
screen in every color of the 
rainbow. 

They aren’t numbers and 
they aren't letters. They’re 


Egyptian hieroglyphics, 1 
think, or possibly a kind of 
C’unieform like the Babylo¬ 
nians used. 

Babies too require some 
software, in the form of 
language lessons. My own 
model is too young for those 
yet, but he's started to talk 
lately, anyway, and he doesn’t 
use numbers or letters either. 
He doesn’t know words or 
sentences. 

But he's talking all the 
same, sending his voice up 
and down the scale, asking 
wet little questions and trying 
out rude noises. What he's us¬ 
ing is a language too, perhaps 
an older one than Egypt’s or 
Babylon’s 

So they really are a lot 
alike. 

And I’m pleased with them 
both, these spring purchases 
of mine. The computer thinks 
up a fresh column every week 
and lays it down in neat green 
letters on the screen. It starts 
a new line for me without my 
telling it to, and stores all my 
verbal doodles and am¬ 
putated paragraphs in case I 
want to drag 'em all out and 


have another look at ’em. 

The baby’s pretty nice too. 
He smiles at people in 
elevators and at mealtimes 
offers his little bird-mouth up 
for spooning cereal into, polite 
as you please. He likes my 
singing and pats his daddy’s 
sleeping face in the bed at 
night when we’re up worrying 
a tooth into existence. 

Like most things in life, 
both the baby and the com¬ 
puter cost us something. Like 
few things, they were worth 
every penny. 

The computer has hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of bytes of 
memory stored in its square 
little noggin. It can keep on 
knowing everything I tell it. 

The baby has that many 
bytes and more. And he will 
know things I never told him, 
know things nobody's told 
him, know things perhaps 
some day that no human be¬ 
ing ever thought about know¬ 
ing before. 

We’re blessed with these 
two possessions. The com¬ 
puter is a triumph of 
technology. The baby is a 
miracle.

Hospital Installs New 
Telephone Referral System 


For a parent who is caring for a 
sick child, the inability to reach the 
family doctor by telephone im¬ 
mediately can be an anxiety 
provoking experience. For someone 
who is new in town, knowing how to 
quickly locate a physician can be dif¬ 
ficult or confusing. 

Winchester Hospital's new physi¬ 
cian telephone-answering registra¬ 
tion/referral service is designed to 
respond to the kinds of such needs 
The new service enables hospital 
telephone operators to have at their 
fingertips at all times information on 
the status of all Winchester Hospital- 
affiliated physicians participating in 
the service. 

The telephone-answering compo¬ 
nent of the computerized system pro¬ 
vides the hospital operator with 
continually updated information on 
the status of hospital physicians: 
whether they are in the hospital, for 
example, or at their of f ice, or on vaca¬ 
tion, with calls being referred to 
another physician. 

Physicians participating in the 
new service register this information 
into the system each time they arrive 
at the hospital and again, when they 
leave. The referral component of the 
service provides general information 


on all participating physicians: their 
specialty, if they are accepting new 
patients, if they make home and/of- 
nursing home visits, etc. 

One advantage of having this 
hospital-based service is that the 
hospital operators are familiar with 
the needs of the callers, and by ask¬ 
ing a few questions, can respond ap¬ 
propriately.” said Conrad 
Armstrong, vice president of Ad¬ 
ministrative Services at Winchester 
Hospital. 

If someone calls their family doc¬ 
tor’s of fice and the of fice is closed, for 
example, the call will automatically 
be forwarded here. The hospital 
operator will ask a few questions to 
determine if the call is urgent, and if 
the party indicates that it is. the 
operator will immediately transfer 
the call to the emergency room doc¬ 
tor. who can give instructions over the 
phone. At the same time, the operator 
will proceed to locate the family 
doctor. 

The hospital’s new service, Arm¬ 
strong noted, is an innovative type of 
physician telephone¬ 

answering/ registration/referral 
system Winchester I lospital is one of 
only two hospitals in New England to 
offer this type ol service, he said.

Muriel Dawes ol Winchester and 
Averill Olso. of Reading, each with 
2,000 hours of volunteer service, and 
Hilda Gaffney with 1.500 hours, 
poured coffee for the large group of 
Friends who enjoyed the hospitality 
of Jean Putney and her committee. 
Also recognized,for their service were 
(’hris Mooradian with 1. 000 hours and 
Martha McC’lellah with 1,500 hours. 

Following the coffee. Ann Merry, 
program chairwoman and vice presi¬ 
dent of Friends, introduced Dr. John 
G. Guillemont, chief of Pathology Ser 
vices at Winchester Hospital, whose 
topic was “Hospital Laboratory 
Technology in the Eighties." 

Guillemont is a graduate of Cor¬ 
nell University Ithaca, N Y and ol 
the University of Pennsylvania School 
of Medicine. He served his internship 
at Upstate Medical Center, Syracuse. 
N.Y., and completed a residency in 
clinical and anatomic pathology at 
the Hospital of the University of Penn¬ 
sylvania, as well as special training 
in isotope methodology at 
Hahnemann Medical College in 
Philadelphia. 

Guillemont is part of a team of six 
pathologists who provide comprehen¬ 
sive pathology and nuclear medicine 
services, but also clinical pathology 
services encompassing hematology, 
microbiology, blood bank and 
chemistry. 

Winchester Hospital does about 
300.000 lab tests each year for its pa¬ 
tients. with the latest state of the art 
hardware technology Guillemont 
cited Winchester Hospital as being a 


"classical top-drawer community 
hospital.” 

Guillemont traced the history of 
pathology from ancient times, 
through the Renaissance and the 18th 
century German period and on into 
the 1930s when scientists discovered 
how to measure constituents in the 
blood, such as sodium and potassium. 
Into the 1940s, 50s and 60s the growth 
of clinical pathology continued to ex¬ 
pand with the advent of computers 
and sophisticated instruments ot 
modern technology. 

Guillemont also covered some of 
the current problems and issues fac¬ 
ing pathology and the medical 
establishment as a whole Because of 
the vast a ray of diagnostic studies 
now available to patients, such as X- 
rays, lab work and nuclear scans, a 
dilemma has grown between the lux 
ury of all this high technology and the 
high cost of performing many studies, 
which government agencies and the 
business community must often 
absorb. 

Another issue Guillemont address¬ 
ed concerned the viability of the in- 
hospital pathology service. With the 
development of many commercial 
laboratories for prof it organizations, 
lab tests can be done in these labs for 
fewer dollars than within the hospital 
because of high volume. 

I lowever, Guillemont stressed that 
hospitals must strive to maintain 
their own ancillary diagnostic ser¬ 
vices because they provide an impor¬ 
tant communication link between the 
laboratory and the doctors in serving 
the best interests of the patients. In 
closing he said that it is patients who 
must insist that this type of thorough 
medical care be preserved.

Q The Housing C ommittee's open

Q What is a cure evaluation? 

A It is a group of tests and 
assessments describing what a child 


can do that provides the basis lor 
developing his/her individual educa¬ 
tional plan. 

Q.WIial does ed plan mean? 

A. Ed plan is a shortened term for 
Individualized Educational Plan 
<IEP». It is a plan prepared by the 
evaluation team which describes any 
special needs a child has and outlines 
the educational programs and ser¬ 
vices which will be provided to meet 
those needs. 

Q.WIiat are parents’ rights ami 
what are a child’s? 

A. 1 1 Parents can participate in all 
the meetings concerning their child's 
individual educational plan. Parents 
have a right to bring one other person 
to these meetings. (They may wish to 
bring a friend, an advocate, or a pro¬ 
fessional person who knows their 
child. • The meetings must be held at 
a mutually convenient time and place 
for parents and school represen¬ 
tatives, and conducted either in 
English or an interpreter must be pro¬ 
vided. 2) Any child, il at least 14 years 
of age. has the right to attend and to 
participate in all such meetings. (The 
evaluation team may. if it wishes, in¬ 
clude younger children. 1 :u Parents 
may meet with the evaluation team 
chairperson, or any other member of 
the evaluation team, in a pre- 
evaluation conference to talk over the 
reasons for a child’s referral. 4' 
Parents may have an independent 
evaluation if they do not agree with 
the findings of the team evaluation 
This independent evaluation must tic 
done at an approved facility with the 
knowledge and cooperation of the 
local school or at the parents own ex¬ 
pense. The educational plan, 
however, is written by the evaluation 
team. 5) Parents and the team 
chairperson can decide whether or 
not to include a home visit - paren¬ 
tal permission is needed for this visit 
Frequently an informal visit at home 
is very helpful lor everyone; in other 
cases, it is simpler for the parents to 
go to the school. 

Q.ls there am plan In increase the 
adjustment counseling services at the 
elementary level? 

A. Present^. lucre is a request lor 
one full-time Adjustment ('ounsclor at 
the elementary level. This request is 
being considered along with all other 
requests submitted by principals, 
directors, etc.

It Hu 1 Winchester Historical Com¬ 
mission has its way, the town may 
soon be listed among the nation’s 
historical bigwigs 

Al ter more than a year of wading 
through piles of data, the local com¬ 
mission has come up with a plan to 
get town center on the National 
Register of Historic Places. Now all 
that’s needed is an OK from state 
Historical Commission and National 
Register officials. 

And while that could take up to a 
year, local Historical Commission 
members are confident the town will 
measure up to the standards. 

Commission Chairman Michael A. 
lovine said Tuesday he was pleased 
with the Selectmen’s Monday night 
voteol confidence. He also said he ex¬ 
pects the town will meet the Register 
criteria with flying colors. 

"I'm very, very happy.’’ he said. 

It 's sort of like the culmination point 
is finally here. We've gotten the final 
stamp ol approval and the work of all 
the volunteers and workers on the 
project has paid off.’’ 

it approved by Register overseers, 
the special status will be bestowed 
upon 71 buildings, eight parks and a 
c ouple of bridges in town. Among the 
buildings that are included in the pro¬ 
posed Historic District are several 
schools, churchs. banks and 
businesses. 

The architectural styles range 
from the ‘art deco" of the Winchester 
(Cooperative Bank, to the extravagant 
Italianate features ol the First Con¬ 
gregational Church. Several of the 
buildings in the proposed district are 
local landmarks, having stood tall on 
the town landscape for more than a 
century 

Selectman Fdward F. O’Connell 
praised the commission for its (fogg¬ 
ed efforts to put Winchester in the 
historical limelight. 

I would just like to commend the 
commission for its work and effort. It 
is something about which all Win¬ 


chester resident can he proud ol." 
said the smiling O'Connell. 

Commission member Candace 
Margies told the board that much ot 
their preparations had involved silt 
ing through mounds o( paperwork in 
order to dig up the historical 
background of town structures She 
also explained the significance ol the 
National register status. 

"The National Register status 
gives us several advantages." she 
said. "It brings the nationwide 
recognition of our town s assets, 
which we all list* with every day 

"It also serves as a measure ol 
protection for tin* structures being 
identified. It means that they cannot 
be torn down or destroyed without 
(going through) a lengthy process. It 
also can mean tax credits for the 
owners of the historic places, she 
added. 

Margies explained that owners 
and developers of the properties 
would in many cases be eligible for 
matching funds for restoring the 
landmarks. 

The only hitch to the National 
Register status, added Margies, in 
volves building owners who might 
later want to cast off the National 
Register status. Those owners, she 
said, would not be allowed to renege 
on the deal by demolishing their pro 
perties without adhering to a long, 
drawn-out procedure. And they would 
not be allowed to include any eventual 
demolition as a tax writeoff 

But the advantages. Margies con 
tinued. far outweigh what she called 
the "disincentives." 

She cited the response she recci\ 
ed from John Connery. the town's 
developmental consultant, about the 
project. Connery has long been in 
volved in the restoration efforts locals 
ed on the downtown area.

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Practicing The 
Very Fine Art 
Of Making 
Italian Lace

Jingle jangle. Angela Pollino 
jostles a set of wooden bobbins as if 
she were just playing. 

Jingle jangle. Her fingers dance. 
Could she weave that fine thread so 
fast? 

Jingle jangle. She stabs a tiny pin 
further along the snaky pattern. 
Angela Pollino is making lace. 

She hardly seems to notice. 

“I almost do it with my eyes clos¬ 
ed,” she says. 

Pollino makes intricate Italian 
tombolo lace in her home, following 
techniques she learned as a girl 

She grew up in the town of Isernia 
in southern Italy, where, she says, “I 
was very interested in seeing the 
ladies sitting on the street and work¬ 
ing lace. I was about 8 years old and 
I stood there and 1 watched and I wat¬ 
ched." 

Then ope day a lace-maker asked 
her if she wanted to learn. She gave 
Pollino six bobbins and started her 
working on trim for a silk blouse. 

Now, she says, “it's my hobby. Ac¬ 
tually, I love to sew ” 

Pollino, who has been a Win¬ 
chester resident for 22 years, came to 
America when she was 20 years old. 
liaising five children kept her so busy 
she lacked the time to make any lace 
at all. 

Not until last year did she revive 
her girlhood skills “When my 
daughter told me she was going to get 
married,” says Pollino, “I figured I'd 
better get busy again.” 

She took on the project of making 
her daughter’s wedding gown herself, 
from the organza petticoats to the 
hand-beaded tiara. And, of course, 
she made the lace, fine white lace, to 
adorn the bodice and to edge the 
length of the delicate white veil 

At the wedding. Pollino says her 
daughter “was radiant. She was 
beautiful, she really was.” 

It took her nine months to finish 
the gown. In an age of industry and 


haste, Pollino isn't afraid to be 
painstaking. She knows she's creating 
heirlooms with a sentimental value 
machine-made lace could never 
duplicate. 

“If I had a choice,"says Pollino, “I 
would spend $500 for a handmade 
tablecloth, not $200 for a machine- 
made one." 

Handmade lace is extremely 
valuable. But, says Pollino, I've 
never sold anything that I’ve made, 
and I don’t think I'm going to either. 
It’s too much work.” Instead, she 
makes lace as presents for friends 
and for relatives. 

Back in Isernia, Italy, women did 
sell their lace to eke out a living. In 
Italy, says Pollino, “the ladies made 
trim and collars for royalty and lor 
the wealthy. They were the peasants 
that made lace for the rich.” 

As a young girl, Pollino set her 
sights on becoming a fashion 
designer. Her mother, Julia 
Clemente, who now lives in the area, 
taught her many of the basics from 
her experience as a designer of wed¬ 
ding trousseaus. But when Pollino 
reached the age of 1(5, her mother 
wanted her to get the benefits of a 
Florentine education in fashion 
design. 

So Pollino left for Florence, where, 
in two years of study, she learned not 
only to cut patterns but to make her 
own. 

And she remains fashion 
conscious. At home she is dressed in 
a stylish corduroy pantsuit with a jaz¬ 
zy triangular belt and slender-heeled 
shoes. I'm not conservative.” she 
says. “I like fashion, but there’s a 
time and place for it.” She adds that 
she won't wear anything too wild out 
in the streets ol Winchester 

Down ill her basement, she has 
two sewing machines, a sophisticated 
modern one and an old workhorse ol 
a Singer. There, she is working on a 
brown and gold pantsuit made from 
patterned Oriental look velvet It’s

gorgeous 

Still, sewing, like lace-making, is 
only a hobby lor Pollino, who also 
plays tennis two or three times a 
week I work when I feel like it. when 
I have the time, and when I'm in the 
mood she says 

Recently, her lace making extend 
ed inloan international network. One 
day. she said, she and a friend hap¬ 
pened upon an exhibit of handmade 
lace at the mall “Naturally," says 
Pollino, I stopped and looked.” 

When her friend touted Pol lino’s 
lace-making talent to the women ex¬ 
hibiting their work, they convinced 
her to attend one of their international 
lace gatherings After the first 
meeting, says Pollino, I got hooked. ” 

With the international group 
Pollino exchanges patterns and 
techniques with women from 
England, Belgium. Ireland. Germany 
and other Furopean countries. “We 
all have an accent." she says. 


Although Pollino enjoys trying the 
others techniques, she says her own 
is the fastest *1 keep all the bobbins 
in my hands,” she says. Plus, her 
tombolo lace is sturdy and it goes 
with anything,” she says. “It’s up-to- 
date.” 

With her own distinctively twisty 
lace, she can make complex leaves 
and flowers as well as doilies and ab- 
tract designs for trim. An elaborate 
flower, she says, may require 50 
bobbins 

Her latest project is a sort of self- 
portrait, a lace work that depicts a 
woman making lace. Although the 
pattern shows a stern, elderly woman 
with glasses, Pollino said she plans to 
change it to make it look more like* 
herself.

II inconclusive, the overall tone of 
the meeting seemed to be construc¬ 
tive. Welch commented. "II anybody 
had the fear that the state was going 
to dictate to Winchester. I think that 
fear might have been alleviated " 


Since 1982. when Winchester filed 
a policy statement to increase the 
availability of low-to-moderate in¬ 
come housing, the town has been 
under pressure to create subsidized 
housing. 

On Nov. 15. the Winchester Hous¬ 
ing Authority submitted an applica¬ 
tion for state funds to purchase 
apartments or duplexes to be used for 
such housing. 

The application proposed using 
either three units in the Parkview 
Condomiutns on Swanton st. or two 
duplexes in a building off Cross st. 
that is currently under construction. 

Joseph Flatley. assistant 
secretary of the EOC'i). recently sent 
a letter to the Selectmen criticizing 
the town's latest housing proposal, 
which puts forth plans to use three

"They completely surprised us. by 
being the first cable system we’ve 
ever had black out the two outside af¬ 
filiates entirely.”

Exact dates ol the 
blackout requests and tin* waiver til 
ing were not available from Continen¬ 
tal Cablevision ol Winchester's oil ice.

How Mach Do You Know About 
The Twelve Days Of Christmas? 


The Twelve Days of Christmas are fa¬ 
miliar to most people, chiefly as the raison 
d'etre of a fabulous giftfest comprising 
such unlikely presents as swans, geese, 
leaping lads, dancing ladies and the im¬ 
mortal partridge in its pear tree, star of in¬ 
numerable Christmas cards. 

Everyone, of course, knows Christmas 
Day itself (which, depending on which 
calendar you arc using, is either the first of 
the Twelve Days or just prior to them), as 
well as Epiphany, January 6, the Twelfth 
Day (according to some systems of count¬ 
ing. the 13th), which signifies the close of 
the Christmas season. Hut how many peo¬ 
ple can recite the Holy Days which fall be 
tween the two? 

The concept of the Twelve Days proba¬ 
bly originated as a Teutonic, pre-Christian 
holdover, which was seized upon by the 
Church as a convenient link between 
Christmas and Epiphany, anil only a few 
of the days are traditionally celebrated. 

These are St. Stephen’s Day (December 
26). Si. John's Day (DcCcmbci 27) ami 
Holy Innocents Day, also known as 
Childermas (December 2H). 

St. Stephen's Day honors the first mar¬ 
tyr of the Christian church, who died a 
gruesome death by stoning in 33 A.D. 

Because St. Stephen is the patron saint 
of horses, the date was considered propi¬ 
tious for such activities as sweating and 
bleeding horses. 

In Sweden, where the holiday was most 
extensively observed, it was traditional for 
peasants to travel — sometimes a great dis¬ 
tance to neighboring farms to care for 
each other's horses on St. Stephen’s Day. 


Also in Sweden, St. Stephen's Day was 
customarily celebrated with horse racing, 
presumably a throwback to pagan purifi¬ 
cation rituals which were centered around 
horseback riding and races. 

St. John's Day is associated chiefly with 
the tradition of drinking wine which has 
been blessed, and which was believed to 
render the imbiber safe from the effects of 
poison throughout the coming year. 

This custom commemorates a cup of 
poisoned wine which St. John the Apostle 
drank when challenged by a pagan priest¬ 
ess to do so as a test of God’s power. Mi¬ 
raculously. St. John drank the wine 
without iii effects, having first made the 
sign of the cross over it. 



Variations on the theme in regions of 
Europe have believers drinking conse¬ 
crated wine to protect them from a wide 
assortment of ills: not only poison, but 
lightning, ill health, a poor harvest and 
spoiled wine. 

This has caused speculation among 
scholars that the drinking — sometimes to 
excess! — of wine on St. John’s Day arose 
as a holdover from a pagan wine sacrifice. 


At any rate, wine drinking on Decem¬ 
ber 27th was so widespread that certain 
17th century Gentian scholars wittily sug¬ 
gested that Weihnacht — the German name 
for Christmas — might well be changed to 
Weinnacht, wine night. 

Childermas, the last in this triad of holy 
days, marks Herod's massacre of the inno¬ 
cents, by which means he hoped to kill the 
infant Jesus. 

It is. according to tradition, a particu¬ 
larly unlucky date. No one, if he could 
help it. would begin something on that 
day. King Edward IV of England went so 
far as to postpone his coronation, origi¬ 
nally scheduled for Holy Innocents Day, 
and King Louis XI of France categorically 
refused to transact business on that date. 

Leaving matters of state aside, house¬ 
wives in Cornwall in Southern England 
refused to scrub their abodes on Childer- 
mas, and their counterparts in 
Northamptonshire eschewed doing the 
wash. 

Needless to say, it was not a popular 
date for weddings, and no one with his 
w its about him would consider donning 
new attire for the first time on Childermas. 

Customarily, children were whipped 
(presumably, not too hard) on Holy Inno¬ 
cents Day. possibly to bring home Herod’s 
cruel slaughter. 

More likely, this, too, is the survival of 
a pre-Christian ritual, as adults, as well as 
children, traditionally came in for their 
share of whipping.

That it was not considered punitive but 
was a boon is indicated by the almost uni¬ 
versal ritual of rewarding the whipper with 
sweets or nuts; presumably the beating — 
frequently accomplished with omnipres¬ 
ent evergreen branches — was supposed to 
cause the expulsion of evil spirits. 

Today, of course, this ritual, like so 
many others, is a thing of the past. But it is 
unfortunate that we do not. for the most 
part, even remember the existence of cus¬ 
toms which were, for our ancestors, of 
great significance: central to their observ¬ 
ance and understanding of their religion. 

For. each custom or tradition remem¬ 
bered enriches immeasurably our under¬ 
standing, and deepens our appreciation of 
the heritage which has made us what we

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Reindeer And Angels -

origin of angels is well-known, dating back to the birth ol Christ How the reindeer 
got into the holidays is not clear, hut they are a delightful element in decorations 
and Christmas cards alike. 

Here both decorate small baskets to be used for tree ornaments or to be Idled 
with candies for table decorations. Start with 2'/? or 3-inch baskets. 

To make the angel, cut two w mg-like pieces of felt in diflercnt colors and glue to 
bottom of basket. Pink felt arms are glued up the sides and over the handle. A large 
canary pom is topped w ith a smaller pink one and backed w ith a golden felt halo 
and then attached to one end of the basket. 

The head of the reindeer is made of two sized beige poms attached to each other 
with Elmer’s Tacky Adhesive and to the end of the basket 

Small red poms and black beads are used for features of both reindeer and angel 
Hell cars and legs and black poster board antlers and feet complete the reindeer. 
Hang him or let him sit on the table with legs flopped out.

Row 
4: 15 ch, 1 ss in 6th ch from hook, 4 
ch, 1 tr in next tr, 16 ch, 1 ss in 7th 
ch from hook, 9 tr. One tr in next 
tr, 10 ch, 1 ss in 6th ch from hook, 9 
ch, 1 sc in next sc (for stem that is 
to be folded over until the end 
touches the centerpin to make 
arch, 20 ch, 1 ss in 6th ch from 
hook and sown stem and base), •, 
repeat from * to *. Break off yarn 
and fasten. Stiffen with sugar 
water or use any one of the won¬ 
derful products on the market 
such as Mod Podge w Gloss.

ANSWERS 


I. It is generally acknowledged that 
the Christmas tree originated in Ger¬ 
many, and one lovely legend attributes 
the idea of decorating an evergreen to 
Martin Luther, who. gazing upon the 
starlit evening sky through a curtain of 
tree branches, admired the scene’s 
beauty so greatly that he decided to re¬ 
create it in his home, where he adorned a 
tree with a multitude of flickering can¬ 
dles. 


It was the mid- 19th century before the 
idea of a Christmas tree was popularized 
in England, thanks to Prince Albert, 
Queen Victoria’s German consort, who 
decorated a tree in 1844. 

Only a few years later, the idea 
crossed the Atlantic, but it was not till 
1856 that an American president, Frank¬ 
lin Pierce, first set up a Christmas tree in 
the White House, beginning a tradition 
which continues to the present day 

2. Boxing Day. which is significant 
enough to be a Bank Holiday in the Brit¬ 
ish Isles, has nothing to do with profes¬ 
sional contact sports. Rather, it is the day 
when, by custom, the alms boxes, which 
have been filled during the weeks pre¬ 
ceding Christmas, are opened and their 
contents distributed to the needy. 

3. St. Nicholas, Santa Claus’ proto¬ 
type. was not originally a figure of fun 
and jollity, but a Bishop from Asia Mi¬ 
nor, an historical personage who dates 
from the third century AD, and to 
whom, after his death, various good 
deeds, some miraculous, were ascribed. 

The most famous of the tales of his 
acts recounts how St. Nicholas bestowed 
dowries on three sisters who were des¬ 
tined. because of their father’s poverty, 
to a life of privation. 

On three successive nights. St. Nicho¬ 
las secretly tossed a bag of gold down the 


chimney of the girls' home, providing 
them with the means that otherwise they 
would have lacked to wed. 

St. Nicholas Day. December 6th, is 
celebrated particularly in the Nether¬ 
lands, and it was the Dutch who brought 
him to the New World, when they settled 
Nicuw Amsterdam (New York, today). 

It was Washington Irving, a 19th cen¬ 
tury writer from New York who was 
steeped in the Dutch legends of the area 
in which he had grown up. who brought 
St. Nick to life on the written page, as a 
giver of gifts and figure of merriment. 

4. Ebenezer Scrooge, In Charles Dick¬ 
ens’ fable. A Christmas Carol, is visited 
by the Spirit of Christmas Past who 
sternly warns him of the consequences ot 
the miserly life he has led. 

He is reformed, thanks not only to the 
efforts of the Spirit of Christmas Past, 
but to those of the ghost of his dead part¬ 
ner. Jacob Marley. and to the offices of 
Tiny Tim, the crippled young soil of 
Scrooge's office clerk Bob Cratch it. 

5. The Three Magi, the wise men who 
journeyed to Bethlehem guided by the 
light of a single star, are not named in the 
New Testament, nor arc they identified 
as kings, nor is their number limited to 
three.

thus Balthazar, Melchior and Gaspar arc 
known around the world today as the 
adoring kings who brought the valuable 
gifts of gold, frankincense and myrrh to 
the newly born Christ child in His man¬ 
ger. 

6. Thomas Nast, whose drawing origi¬ 
nally appeared in the popular American 
newspaper. Harper's Weekly, has done 
much to influence modern-day image of 
Santa, including locating his home in the 
snowy reaches of the North Pole. 

Nast, whose drawings began to appear 
in the early 1860s, made an effort to 
place Santa in a contemporary setting, 
visiting the Union soldiers, for instance, 
in their army camp during the American 
Civil War. 



7. The Christmas season is tradition¬ 
ally associated with hot. alcohol-laced 
punches, often served to carolers after 
they have finished a performance. In En¬ 
gland. these punches were known collec¬ 
tively as “wassail,” a word which comes 
from the Anglo-Saxon phrase for “he 
well." 

Limb !v Wool, nicknamed that because 
of the pieces of toast which garnish it and 
bear a striking resemblance to fleece, 
was a kind of wassail, which included 
also more customary ingredients — ale. 
apples, eggs, sugar and such spices as 
cinnamon, nutmeg and cloves. 



8. Generally, early Christmas tree or¬ 
naments included lit candles, cookies cut 
in unusual shapes and festively deco¬ 
rated. gold foil patterns, sweetmeats and 
fragrant red apples. 

9. In the Soviet Union, where the ob¬ 
servance of religious holidays as such is 
not encouraged. Grandfather Frost has 
replaced Father Christmas us the central 
figure of the w inter holiday season, 
bringing gifts to commemorate New 
Year’s Day. a secular occasion. 

10. The ’’visions of sugarplums' 
dancing in the heads of the children 
dreaming in "A Visit from St. Nicholas" 
were almost certainly stimulating the 
dreamers’ taste buds as well. Sugar¬ 
plums. often crystallized fruits (not only 
plums), were gaily wrapped in silver 
foil.

Gingerbread houses are 
believed to have originated 
in Germany hundreds of 
years ago. inspired perhaps 
b\ the Hansel and Grctel 
fairy talc. 

There are no recipes of 
the period for how the

tiie Christmas houses 
that delighted generations 
of German children were 
fanciful creations requiring 
hours of skillful baking and 
decorating.

II" x 17” cookie pan. Bake 
according to directions. Al¬ 
low to cool for 15 minutes. 
( ut off the outside edges— 
about 1 «inch all around. 

Cut remaining cake into 
two 10x 8" pieces.

3 '/j" strips for walls. Cut an¬ 
other 8" x 3'/?" strip from 
second half for fourth wall.

When house is thor¬ 
oughly set decorate with 
colored icing to look like 
the traditional gingerbread 
house with shutters and 
tiled roof. Make roof with a 
scored piece of cardboard 
covered with frosting for 
snow. 

Pipe on tiles in colored 
icing and decorate with 
cranberries. Add a chim¬ 
ney from leftover piece of 
cake and top house with the 
roof.

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How To Choose The 
Appropriate Wood Chopping Tool 


Booming sales of wood burning 
stoves and fireplaces suggest that 
consumers arc again gathering and 
cutting firewood as did their 
forebears. That chore has remained 
virtually unchanged for hundreds of 
years. 

Chain saws save much time and 
physical energy, but have their 
limitations. It is still necessary to use 
an axe or woodchopper’s maul and 
splitting wedges in many instances to 
complete the job. 


a specific purpose and misuse of any 
tool can he very risky, possibly 
resulting in serious personal injury. 

A double hit axe is used to fell or 
trim trees and to split wood. The 
single hit axe is used for the same 
purposes, hut can also he used to 
drive wooden stakes with the striking 
face. Never use an axe as a wedge or 
to strike a steel wood-splitting wedge, 
steel post or other metal object. The 
head is likely to crack and separate 
from the handle. 


If the wood does not split com¬ 
pletely when the first wedge is driven 
in. drive a second wedge in the crack 
some distance from the first. This will 
reslease the first wedge to he driven 
again if necessary.

tools, recommends the following 
when chopping and splitting wood. 

First, as in any job involving hand 
tools, particularly striking and struck 
tools, wear safety goggles to protect 
tin* eyes against living wood chips and 
metal fragments. It is also advisable 
to wear heavy clothing to protect the 
body. 

Next, select the proper tool and he 
certain the work area provides plen¬ 
ty of swinging room, free of 
bystanders. Each tool is designed for 


Splitting wedges in sizes ranging 
from three pounds to eight pounds are 
used in pairs to divide short lengths 
of large diameter tree trunks or bran¬ 
ches into suitable size. 

Begin by making a starting slit 
with the cutting edge of a woodchop¬ 
per’s maul or an axe, then place the 
wedge in the slit and strike it with the 
face of the maul or a sledge having a 
head weight of at least six pounds. Us¬ 
ing a lighter hammer is both hazar¬ 
dous and inefficient. 


Tips On What To Do 
When The Lights Go Out 


With winter storms possible dur¬ 
ing the next months, Boston Edison 
offers this advice on how to cope when 
the lights go out: 

First, check your neighborhood. If 
you’re the only one without power, 
check to set* if your main fuse is blown 
or your main circuit-breaker is trip¬ 
ped If they seem ok. look outside at 
the service wire connected to your 
house. Possibly it’s been knocked 
down by falling branches. If it is, 
report the wire down to Boston Edison 
and stay away from the fallen wires. 

If everyone else is without power, 
it means the trouble is at Boston 
Edison’s end. Call Edison’s emergen¬ 
cy number listed in the white pages 
of your telephone directory. Clive your 
name, exact street location and the 
nature of the problem, il you know it. 
such as a fallen tree. 

Edison’s monitoring equipment 
will automatically detect any 
widespread power losses, so the com¬ 
pany can immediately start working 
to pinpoint the cause of the trouble 
and restore service as soon as 
possible. 

Leave just a few lights on in the 
house, so you’ll know when power has 
been restored. When power is 
restored, turn on necessary ap¬ 
pliances one after the other. 

If your electric service is not af¬ 
fected hut you do see damaged or 
downed wires, you may help a 
neighbor by phoning Edison with the 
location ol the damaged wires. 

If a severe storm is forecast, you 
may wish to fill your bathtub and any 
spare containers with water. Residen¬ 
tial electric water pumps and city 
water systems can be affected by a 
power failure. This should be enough 
for drinking, cooking and washing un¬ 
til service is restored. Toilets can he 
flushed by pouring a bucket of water 
into the howl 

Your house will stay warm for a 
time in the winter, even if the power 
is interrupted. It will stay warmer if 
it is well insulated, has storm win¬ 
dows and is free of drafts. Burning 
wood or logs made out of newspapers 
in the fireplace will help. 

Do not burn charcoal indoors 
because it releases carbon monoxide, 
a poison. Keep your shades dowm, cur¬ 


tains closed and doors shut to 
preserve the heat you have in your 
house. 

Use caution and have proper ven¬ 
tilation if you’re cooking or heating 
with an alternate fuel. If your house 
temperature drops to 40° to45°F (4° 
in 7°C) and the power won’t be 
restored soon, take steps to keep your 
home systems from freezing. 

Drain the water from your water 
heater and water pipes. If yours is a 
hot water heating system, drain it. 
Put an anti freeze solution in the sink 
traps and toilets. 

Disconnect or shut off any ap¬ 
pliances that will go on automatical¬ 
ly when the power is restored, such as 
your furnace, air conditioner, water 
heater, refrigerator, freezer and 
water pump. Make sure electric 
space heaters, washers, dryers and 
televisions are shut off. 

These appliances can he turned on 
one at a time when service is 
restored, leaving these appliances on 
could create a sudden surge of de¬ 
mand when the power returns, which 
might delay restoration efforts. 

During an emergency, a camp 
stove, your fireplace or a can of Ster- 
no (placed in a holder on a flame¬ 
proof surface) can he used for cook¬ 
ing. If you have neighbors with gas 
appliances, consider cooking with 
them 

Have candles, matches and a 
flashlight handy. Keep extra 
flashlight bulbs and batteries in the 
house. Transistor radios should also 
boon hand. Radio stations will broad¬ 
cast progress reports on service 
restoration. 

Food 

If you have warning, turn the con 
trols on your refrigerator and freezer 
to the coldest position. Unplug the 
refrigerator when your electric ser¬ 
vice in lost. Food will stay frozen 36 
to 48 hours in a fully loaded freezer if 
you keep the door closed. If the 
freezer is only half-full, the food will 
generally keep for 24 hours. 

During the winter, you can prolong 
food life by storing it in a cold area 
outside your home, such as an 
unheated garage or tool shed. You 
can even place some foods in a snow 
bank. A supply of canned foods re¬ 


quiring no refrigeration will come in 
handy when your power is off. 

Open your refrigerator or freezer 
for short periods of time only when 
absolutely necessary. The following 
are tips on certain types of food: 

Frozen meats, poultry and 
vegetables that still contain ice 
crystals or have been kept at 
temperatures of 40 degrees or below 
can be refrozen. Thawed meats, 
poultry and vegetables, if they aren’t 
tainted, can he recooked in stews, 
which should be frozen in small quan¬ 
tities. 

If the color or odor is off. the items 
should he thrown out. Pastry, cream 
pies, TV dinners or any kind of 
previously frozen dishes with cream 
sauces should be tossed out as well as 
previously cooked foods and shellfish. 

If large quantities of hamburger 
have thawed, they can he cooked to 
make spaghetti sauce, which should 
be packaged in small portions and 
frozen. 

Fruits generally ferment when 
they start to spoil. This won’t make 
them unsafe, hut it can spoil their 
flavor. You may relreeze fruit if it 
still tastes and smells good or you can 
use it in cooking and baking and for 
making jams, jellies or preserves. 

Ice cream may be refrozen 
without creating a health danger, 
though the quality may suffer, hut 
orange juice that has been at room 
temperature for up to half a day 
should not be refrozen. 

If there is an extended power loss, 
a fully loaded freezer can Ik* kept cold 
with dry ice — 2f> pounds of it for a 10 
cubic foot freezer for up to four 
days. 

Refrigerated items such as leafy 
vegetables will not suffer if kept in a 
crisper. Eggs can be used without 
danger within four to five days. Cold 
cuts are readily subject to spoilage. 
If you’ve been without power for 6 to 
10 hours, throw them out. 

You can tell if milk is still good by 
its odor. Creamed or custard foods 
like eclairs and foods containing eggs 
and/or mayonnaise such as tuna 
salad shouldn't stand at room 
temperature longer than two hours.

All striking and struck tools should 
he examined frequently for damage 
that may render them hazardous. 
Discard any axe, hatchet, maul or 
sledge that is cracked, chipped or 
mushroomed. 

Handles should he replaced when 
cracked or otherwise weakened by 
damage. The struck face of a splitting 
wedge when mushroomed should he 
reground to its original shape with a 
generous bevel. A cracked or chipped 
wedge should be discarded. 

Finally, if you are not certain as 
to the type or size of tools for your in¬ 
tended use, ask your local hardware 
dealer. He will guide you in selecting 
the proper tools to do the job efficient¬ 
ly and safely.
